Land Revenue. '^"'® Report of the B oard of Revenue on 

-' the settlement and collection of the revenues of 

the Presidency for Fusly 1278, or the revenue 
year ending 30th June 1869, is submitted at a comparatively early period, although two months 
later than the time prescribed in the Order of Government, dated 11th May 1869, No. 1,313. 
The Board explain that the latest District Report did not reach their office until November last, 
and that the unusual pressure of work in connection with the preparation of the Budgets prevented 
the earlier preparation of the General Report. They promise, however, to submit the Report of 
the present year at a much earlier date, should no extraordinary delay occur in the arrival of 
the District Reports. The Board will, however, be requested to enforce punctuality on the part 
of the Collectors in the transmission of their Reports, and the Government will be prepared to 
support them in any notice they may deem it necessary to take of delay on the part of the officers 
in the provinces. 

2. The only territorial alteration of importance made during the year was the formation of 
the Neilgherry District under Act I. of 1868. The number of districts in the Presidency was 
thus raised from nineteen to twenty. 

3. The gross revenue of the year amounted to Rupees 661,54,137 against Rs. 626,19,420 
(inclusive of the License-tax collected in the Town of Madras) in 1867-68. The amount collected 

was thus in excess of that brought to account 
•Fusly 1278 626,72,918 ^^ aoj previous year.* The increase of Ru- 

:: I277;;: ::: ;:: ;:: ::: ::: lllil:^ p^^» 35,34,717 was the result of the more 

favourable character of the season and of the 
enhanced revenue derived from Salt, Sea Customs, and Stamps. The charges amounted to 
Rupees 62,61,759, or Rupees 3,73,006 above the expenditure of Fusly 1277, in consequence of 
the increased number of Assistants and the introduction of a higher rate of deputation allowance 
for officiating officers. The ratio of total charges to receipts, viz., 9*4, was nearly the same as in 
the previous year. The net revenue was Rupees 598,92,378 against Rupees 566,59,213 in Fusly 
1277. 

4. Season. — ^The season was on the whole much better than the preceding one. The North- 
£ast Monsoon was a failure in most of the northern and southern districts, but the freshes in the 
large rivers, in some of them husbanded as they were by the anicuts, saved the paddy cultivation 
from destruction. Wet cultivation under rain-fed tanks, and dependent on uncertain rain- 
supplies, failed. The season in the inland and west coast districts, as also in Tinnevelly and in 
the greater part of Madura, was very good. 

5. Sanitary Gondition.— The BoBiri vemBrk ih^t " public health was remarkably good." 
This remark is, strictly speaking, correct only as regards cholera and small-pox. There has

been an increase in the deaths from ferer and other diseases, and the death-rate of the year 
(15'06 per mille) is slightly higher than that of Fusly 1277, which was 13-95. This result is 
probably owing to greater accuracy in the Mortuary Returns. 

6. The Government are concerned to learn that cattle suffered sererely from murrain in 
several districts. 

7. Prices. — ^The comparatively low prices of Fusly 1277 have fallen still, though slightly 
lower in the case of all dry grains which constitute the staple articles of food of the poorer classes 
of the population, and the increase in the price of paddy (second sort) could not have been much 
felt. In Ga^jam, Vizagapatam, and Godavery, where the North-East Mcmsoon failed most, there 
was a considerable rise in the price of all grains ; elsewhere the variations were too slight to 
have any material effect, the general tendency being downwards. 

8. Ryots* Holdings. — The extent of land occupied on ryotwary tenure in all the districts, 
South Canara excepted, was Acres 192,12,865, assessed at Kupees 341.65,672, against Acres 
190,05,610, assessed at Kupees 340,70,855, in Fusly 1277. The increase under dry and wet, 
making allowance for the Amani lands in Tanjore, brought under ryotwar settlement, alluded to 

in paragraph 10 of the Board's Report, is shown 
in the margin. The Board have included in the 
comparison the revenue or assessment of South 
Canara which vitiates the comparison, as there 
is no corresponding entry of area. Omitting 

this amount the result is an increase of upwards of two lacs of Acres, bearing an assessment of 

nearly a lac and half of Rupees. 

9. Under *'wet" there was an increase of more than 4,400 Acres in the extent of the 
holdings, but a decrease of half-a-lac of Rupees in the assessment. In the Kistna District alone 
there was a marked relinquishment of 21,838 Acres, assessed at Rupees 1,19,620. Among other 

causes for the abandonment of this large extent 
of land, the Board allude to the deterioration 
of the soil by Chavudu, or the efBorescence of 
salt caused by the action of fresh -water on regar 
soil, and the enhancement of the wet assess- 
ment by the introduction of the new settlement 
rates. These points have been fully entered 
into by Mr. G. G. Master in his Report on the 
falling off of cultivation in the Kistna District, 
and will receive consideration when the Board's 
remarks on Mr. Master's Report reach the 
Government. 

10. Ryotwar Settlement, ^Hhe actual 
ryotwar settlement of the Presidency amounted 
to Rupees 337,62,627, against Rs. 327,25,778. 

The extent of land actually cultivated shows 
an increase of Acres 2,25,465, bearing the 
assessment of Rs. 1,92,305. Under the head '' Lands left waste" there was a decrease of 18,210 
Acres, assessed at Rupees 95,522. These figures and the variations in almost all the other subor- 
dinate items of the settlement given in the margin, bear unmistakeable evidence of improvement. 
11. Remissions, — ^The ** occasional and waste" remissions, which vary with the character of 

the season, show a decrease indicating the 
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generally successful- issue of the ryot's labour. 
The remissions would have been still less but for 
the scantiness of the monsoon in six of the 
twenty districts.

The remissions of a fixed character and deductions from the collections on account of the 

remuneration of Tillage servants, etc., need no 
pa>rticular notice. The large increase under the 
latter head is owing to the pay of village servants 
having been for the first time deducted from the 
assessment in the districts of Tanjore, Godavery, 
and TinneveUy. 
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13. Peichcush dr Zemindary Bevenue —The permanently settled revenue of the year 
from Zemindaries and Mootahs amounted to Rupees 51,46,522 against Rupees 51,32,859 in Fusly 
1277. The increase of Rupees 13,663 was the result mainly of the collection of water-rate in the 
Goodoor Purganah, and the restoration of two estates in the Kistna District to the persons who 
claimed them. 
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Shrotriem and Inam QuU-renL— The increase of Rupees 2,611 under the head of 

Shrotriem and Inam Quit-rent is a nominal 
one, consisting merely of a transfer to this item 
from Land Revenue Miscellaneous to which the 
Increase... 2,61 1 ^^ ^^^ formerly erroneously credited. 

15. Miacellaneom. — The revenue from the various minor items classed under this head 
amounted to Rupees 34,95,113 against Rupees 34,55.311 in Fusly 1277. The increase is the 
combined result of the sum of Rupees 89,425, the sale-proceeds of escheated lands in Malabar, 
having been credited for the first time to Land Revenue, and to the decrease of Rupees 1,36,877 
in the rent of islands in the Godavery District. The decrease was due partly to the introduction 
of the new settlement rates and partly to certain lunkahs or islands in the river having been left 
unoccupied in consequence of the bad out-turn of the Tobacco crop on them in the previous 
season. 

16. The total Land Revenue Demand of the year under all heads amounted to Rupees 
430,74,990 against Rupees 419,81,948 in Fusly 1277. The increase was Rupees 10.93,042. 

17. Special Products. -^-^here was a decrease in the cultivation of Sugar-cane and Cotton 

which the Board attribute, in the case of the 
former, to want of water in several districts, 
and, in that of the latter, partly to the season 
and partly to the ever-varying state of the 
market. 

The prospect of a good Jonna crop in the Ceded Districts appears to have also checked the culti- 
vation of Cotton. The cultivation of Indigo in Cuddapah, Bellary, and Kumool was also largely 
influenced by an increased demand in the market for that article. 

18. The demand on account of sundry sources of revenue is shown in the subjoined table : —

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19. ^5 Ajarry.— The decrease of nearly 4 J lacs UDder Abkarry was the "combined result of 
an increase of Rupees 1,33,260 in ten districts, and a decrease of Rupees 5,55,580 in as many ; 
but this falling off in this branch of revenue in the year under report has been fully recovered in 
the present year. 

20. Income and License Taxes. — The Income-tax which was in operation during the last 
three months of the Fusly superseded the License-tax which was collected up to that time, and 
the revenue entered under the former head consists only of deductions made from the salaries of 
Government oflScials. No fair comparison can therefore be instituted under these heads. 

21. Balt.—Th^ demand under ** Salt " shows the large addition of Rupees 6,36,000 to the 

revenue of Fusly 1277, which has occurred 
chiefly in the districts noted in the margin. 
The sales in the first two districts, respectively, 
were chiefly influenced by the demand from 
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Hyderabad, in consequence of the stores there 
having been exhausted, and by the further 
extension of the north-west line of Railway 
towards Bellary. Compared with the collec- 
tions of the last five years, the revenue under 
this head (Rupees 1,11,98,247) is more than 
that realized in any year, except Fusly 1276, 
and exceeds the average of those years by more than 8 J lacs. 

22. The quantity of Salt sold in the year was 71,87,473 Indian Maunds against 66,69,562 

in Fusly 1277. The balance in store at the 
close of the former year was not only less than 
the balance of Fusly 1277, but was also below 
Decrease .. 9,S9,48i the average of the previous five years by more 

than 9| lacs. This decrease is owing chiefly 
to the quantity manufactured having on the whole fallen short by nearly 4^ lacs of Maunds. 
The falling off in the Madras District alone amounted to no less than Q\ lacs of Maunds, in 
consequence of the manufacture in the northern pans having been suspended till April 1869^ from 
the fact of the Ennore Bar not having been opened until that time. The Board will be requested 
to take early steps in the present year to guard against a similar contingency, reducing the 
quantity in store below the usual standard. 

23. The charges of the Salt Department amounted to Rupees 13,86,060 against Rupees 
12,80,916, notwithstanding the smaller quantity manufactured. An examination of the figures 
in the latter part of paragraph 44 of the Board^s Report shows, that while there was a large 
decrease under all items, more or less affected by the quantity manufactured, there was an 
increase of Rupees 61,348 under ''Furohase of manufacturer's share" owing, as the Board 
remark, to the payment of the kudiwaram of the previous year in Fusly 1278. The entire expen- 
diture of Rupees 46,957 under ** Petty Construcr 
tion and Repairs*' also appears nominally undo- 
the increase from the absence of a similar item 
of charge in the Returns of 1277. 

24. The net Salt Revenue of the year 
amounted to Rupees 98,11,195, showing an 
increase of Rupees 5,32,974 over the net 
revenue of Fusly 1277, and of 7,87,000 over 
the average* net revenue of the last five years. 
25. The total wastage of Salt in the year 
was Indian Maunds 1,93,527, and, under the 
explanation given by the Board in paragraph 43, 
sanction is granted for writing off this quantity.

in South Arcot, in which district there was a 
falling off of Rupees 21,331 in the collections. 

27. Stamps. — The Stamp Revenue shows an increase of Rupees 3,60,937, which is attributed 
to the number of Stamps required for the renewal of the Abkarry leases, as also to the gradual 
progress of trade and the increase of the wealth of the country. 

28. Demand, Collection, and Balance of Current Revenue* — The total demand on 
account of all sources of revenue amounted to Rupees 664,88,637, of which Rupees 614,57,261, 
or a little more than ninety -two per cent., was collected within the Fusly. The subsequent col- 
lections up to October 1869 amounted to Rupees 37,57,738, leaving a balance of only Rupees 
12,73,638, or less than two per cent. 

29. This punctuality in the collection of the public revenues is highly creditable to the 
Revenue officers. The explanation given by the Board of the outstanding balances requires notice. 
The balance of peishcush against the Ramnad Zemindary amounted to Rupees 2,05,759. The 
Board state that the collection from this estate is allowed to remain in abeyance^ pending the 
disposal of the proposition to place it under Government management, and the arrear may 
continue to lie over. The balance due from the late Abkarry Renter of the Madras District, too, 
should not be allowed to stand over. The Government in their Order, dated 11th February 1870, 
requested the Board to ascertain the grounds on which the additional lease of one year was 
conceded to him, and to obtain the original or copy of the petition presented by him on the subject. 
This Order should receive immediate attention, and the Board will consider whether the arrears 
cannot be recovered from the Renter, leaving any compensation claimed by him for future settle- 
ment. 

30. Demand, Collection, and Balance of Arrears, — ^The total demand on accoont of 
arrears amounted to Rupees 64,83,683 at the commencement of the Fusly. Deducting the col- 
'lections and remissions both within and subsequent to the Fusly up to 3l8t October 1869, the 
balance left was Rupees 11,13,701, and of this, the sum of Rupees 3,28,580-14-5 is stated to be 
irrecoverable. 

31. Under the explanation given in paragraphs 56 to 60 of the Board's report, sanction is 
panted for writing off the entire amount of Rupees 3,28,580-14-5. 

32. The recoverable and doubtful balances should be determined as soon as possible. The 
Fuslywar Statement, appended to paragraph 62 of the Board's Report, does not give the parti- 
culars necessary to enable the Government to ascertain the districts in which old items remain 
unadjusted "at the close of the Fusly," for which the Report is submitted as required in para- 
graph 29 of the Order, dated 11 th May 1869, No. 1,313. As remarked by the Board, the Collec- 
tors should take steps to adjust these balances at the earliest possible date. 

33. The resort to the coercive process during the year was rare, considering the increased

Pbefatoet.— The Board resolve to submit to Goyernment their report on the Settlement and 
Collection of the Revenues of the Madras Presidency for Fusly 1278, (A. D. 1868-69,) together 
with the prescribed Statements illustrative of the results. A file of the printed reports of Collectors 
accompanies it. 

2. TBBRiroEiAL Changes. District.— /n the number of DUtricta—Dxirmg the year 
under report the Neilgherries were constituted into a separate district and placed under a Com- 
missioner by Act I. of 1868 from the 1st August 1868. Thus the number of districts in the 
Presidency was raised from 19 to 20. 

3. Talooks.— /n the number of Taloohs—Th^ total number of Talooks under Ryotwar 

Settlement was the same as in Fusly 1277, viz., 
156, but in the District of Coimbatore the Neil- 
gherry Talook was taken away to form the new 
district of that name. 

4. Villages.— /n the number of Ryot- 
war villages. There have been variations in 
several districts, as noted in the margin. 

In Ganjam, 15 Khond Hamlets were struck 
off the account, having been deserted. Three 
villages were brought under Ryotwar from rents 
for more than one year, and two, the revenue of 
which had appeared hitherto under Land Revenue 
Miscellaneous, were added to the list of Ryotwar 
villages. 

In Vizagapatam, a small Ryotwary village, 
with an assessment of 2 rupees, was deserted, 
being over-grown with jungle. 

^ In the Kistna District, 14 villages com- 
prising the Vissennapett Mootah, and another 
named Chanubanda, were made>ver to Zemin- 
dars under Orders* of Government. 

In Nellore a village in the Kavali Talook 
was restoredt to the Shrotriemdars. 
In South Arcot, 3 villages passed from Ryotwar to Amani, 

In Madura, the village of NallapoUem, in the Pulney Talook, was transferred to the Talook 
Notification joft fifamt Gffiorge Gfa«e*ee, dated 17th July ^^ Dharapurum, in the Coimbatore District. 

The District of Coimbatore had an access of 
one village from Madura as stated above, and parted with 17 to the Neilgherry District.

5. Number op Puttahs. — The number of Puttahs issued during Fusly 1278 was nearly the 
same as that in the preceding year, as will be seen from the following abstract. The extraordi- 
narily large variations in the numbers of ** fresh puttahs," and of ** old puttahs modified by 
additional entries" are due to the issue for the first time of puttahs in book-form in several 
districts, and are consequently of a nominal character. Strictly speaking, the puttahs recopied 
and issued in book-form are not fresh puttahs, and the Collectors would have done well not to 
have exhibited them under that head in the accounts. The fallacious results now presented by 
the accounts would have been avoided and the real transactions of the year would have appeared 
in their true comparison with the previous year: —

6. Season. — ^The season of Fusly 1278 opened very propitiously, but ended in great disap- 
pointment over the greater part of the Presidency. The south-west monsoon was both timely and 
abundant, but the north-east monsoon was light in some and utterly insufficient in many districts. 
A Comparative Table of rain-fall is given below: —

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The Godavery and" Kistna received very high freshes, but the Cauvery only a moderate supply. 
The system of anicut irrigation under these great rivers saved the extensive paddy crops under 
them in the Districts of Godavery, Kistna, Tanjore, Trichinopoly, and part of South Arcot, from 
the destruction which would otherwise have been inevitable from the failure of the north-east 
monsoon, Disaster however overtook all the wet cultivation dependant on rain-fed tanks and uncer- 
tain river supplies in the less favoured districts of Ganjam, Vizagapatam, Nellore, Madras, and North 
Arcot. In the inland Districts of Kurnool, Bellary, Cuddapah, Salem, and Coimbatore, the 
season was more or less propitious both for wet and dry crops; in South Canara, Malabar and 
Tinnevelly it was decidedly good, and in Madura it was fairly so. A portion of the district however 
suffered severely from the absence of the later rains. The out-turn of the dry crops may be said 
to have been generally fair in all the districts, and that of the wet crops under permanent sources 
of irrigation was very good. Such wet crops as were entirely dependent for their maturity on 
the north-east monsoon yielded a very scanty return or withered altogether. 

7. Sanitary Condition. — Public health was remarkably good in the season of Fusly 1278. 

Cholera was altogether unknown in three, * and 
nearly so in nine districts. It prevailed, how- 
ever, in four districts, and caused greater mor- 
tality than in the year before. Fever was very 
prevalent in many districts, and in Ganjam and in the Ceded Districts assumed a malignant charac- 
ter. Small-pox of a virulent type visited nearly all the districts. The usual abstract statement 
compiled from the Mortuary Returns is annexed. There is a slight increase in the death rate of 
the year under report. Cattle suffered much from murrain in several districts.

11. The result of the year is a net 
increase in Holdings (Dry and Wet) of acres 
2,07,237, assessed at Rupees 96,667, chiefly 
under dry ♦ lands in nearly all the districts. The 
large decrease however under Dryt, in the 
Godavery district, is attributed to the circum- 
stance of certain lands of that description being 
permanently classed as wet after three years 
successive cultivation with wet crops. The 
very large increase J under Dry in Madura is 
explained to be mainly due to the * enclosed 
waste' having been included in Ryots' Futtahs in 
the Dindigul Division under the orders § of the 
Board. In Cuddapah and Bellary, there is an 
increase in the area and a decrease in assessment 
In the former district, the increase in the area 
is due to lands newly taken up on Durkhast and 



the decrease in assessment to the reduction |1 of Rupees 16,635-7-8 in the assessment on dry lands 
irrigated by private wells. In the latter district, the cause of this result is stated to be that the 
lands newly taken up bore a lighter assessment than those relinquished.

amounting in extent to Acres 21^838 and in aasMiment to BapeoB 1,19|620, and occurred mostly 
in one talook, Gudiwada, lying immediate; under the Kistna anient. This result is attri- 
buted by the Collector to various causes: one is the deterioration of the soil by Gb*?iidu or the 
efflorescence of salt caused by the action of fresh water on regur soil, another is the insufficient 
capacity of the channel to supply irrigation to a constantly increasing breadth of cultiration, 
and another, which is stated to be a most potent one, is the enhancement of the wet assessment by 
the introduction of the new settlement rates. The variations under wet land in aevenJ districta 
were small and require no notice. 

13. Byotwaby^— Zranda brought under Cultivation. — Out of the holdings noted in the 

beginning of paragraph 11, the actual cultiva* 
tion was as shown by the marginal figures. Com- 
pared with the previous year, the result was a 
net increase of Acres 2,25,465, and assessment 
Rupees 1,92,305. There was an increase in 
twelve and a decrease in seven districts in the 
extent brought under cultivation. The chief 
among the former are those noted in the margin. * 
Among the latter. South Arcot is conspicuous, 
the decrease in cultivation being Acres 2G,180. 

14. Ryotwab — Land left waste. — Out 
of the lands occupied as noticed in paragraph 11, 
Acres 20,52,340, a^essed at Rupees 29,54,862 
were left waste; of this the ryots were made 
to pay for Acres 16,68,799, assessed at Ru- 
pees 17,55,227, and the Oovemment relin* 
quished their dues upon Acres 3,83,541, assessed 
at Rupees 11,99,635. 

15. Ryotwae— Waste cAargr^d.— The 
comparison with the preceding Fusly shows a 
net increase of Rupees 2,23,755, resulting from 
a gross increase of Rupees 2,79,346 in 14, and 
a gross decrease of Rupees 55,591 in 5 district?. 
Of the waste thus charged, Rupees 13,08,486 
were on dry and Rupees 4,46,741 were on 
wet land. The districts in* which this sum 
was chiefly charged were those noted in 
the margin. Much dry waste is retained for 
pasturage in several of the districts. The 
increase over last year, in the item of waste 
charged, which is observed to occur chiefly in 
the districts noted in the margin, * does not 
require particular explanation, because, asande, 
no remission is granted on dry waste in ordi- 
nairily good years. 

16. Ryotwaey SiTTLiMBNT.— The actual 
Ryotwary settlement is formed by deducting 
from the total holdings the waste remitted as 
alluded to in paragrai^ 14 and adding to the actual cultivation (1) the portion of the waste, 
charged (2) the assessment on account of second crop cultivation, (3) additional assessmeat 
water-tax, and {5) miscellaneous items, all of which will be briefly alluded to hereafter, and deduct- 
ing therefrom on account of (1) Occasional Remission (2), Fixed Remission, and (3) on account 
of Village Establishments and sundry other objects.

— The fixed remissions 
consist of a variety of petty deductions which 
are made out of the Ryotwar Demand from year 
to year, irrespective of the season. The chief of 
them are noted in the margin, and occur in the 
districts of (1) Madras; (2) Cuddapah; (3) Salem;

In Tanjore also the comparatively high wastage is ascribed to the wear in bulk, 
wrought by time, and to the carriage of it by canal from Yedarniem and re-storing at Negapatam. 
The dightly higher wastage in the Eistna District does not seem to call for special explanation. 
The B^rd consider the reasons assigned by the Collectors for the large wastage in certain 
districts on the whole valid and therefore recommend that sanction be accorded for writing off the 
wastage of salt in all the districts, amounting to Indian Maunds 1,93,527-13.

The Revenue from SeaCastoms amounted to the nearly 26 lacs of Bupees 
or 1} lacs more than in the preceding year, and 
the increase of the Revenue occurred in every 
district except South Arcot. In the five dis- 
tricts named in the margin, the increase was 
considerable, especially at the Fort of Madras. 
The Import Duty contributed Rupees 15,54,501 
and the Export Duty Rupees 10,08,995. The 
collections at the Port of Madras alone were, 
under the former head. Rupees 12,86,409, and, 
under the latter, 2,08,954. The chief articles 
of trade yielding these duties are noted in the 
margin. The increase of Customs collections 
was, as already observed, chiefly at the Port of 
Madras, and was due to the increased importation 
of cotton twist and yam, cotton piece-goods, etc., 
and also to the increased exportation of hides and 
skins, indigo, and seeds of sorts.

I HAVE the honor to report on the results of the Revenue Administration of this district during 

Fusly 1278, and to submit the usual annual 
Statements*. 

2. The Gumsur Talook was settled by Mr. 
Carmichael lat Husselcondah, the Berhampore 
Talook by Mr. Spedding at Berhampore, and the 
Chicacole Talook by Mr. Hope, at the stations noted in the margin.

Eyoiwar. 4. To 878 villages under this head in 

Fusly 1277» sixteen have been newly added, 
namely, 13 from '' Joint Rent," and 1 from '' Rents for more than one year," while two hamlets 
in the Gumsur Talook which were assessed for the first time in Fusly 1277 and shown under the 
head of "Land Revenue Miscellaneous," have now been regularly brought to account. Six villages 
have, however, been transferred to the head of '' Joint Rent," thus showing a net increase of 10 
villages under this head. 
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2 SETTLEMENT REPORT OF 

J oint Reni. 5. The number of villages tmder this head 

in Fusly 1277 was 535^ from which thirteen hare 
been transferred to Ryotwar as above stated, and fifteen Ehond hamlets in the Oumsur Talook 
struck off the accounts in consequence of death and desertion of their ryots, the Ehonds, through 
the effects of the late famine. Eight villages have, however, been added to this head, namely, §ix 
from Ryotwar, and two from '' Rents for more than one year.*' This accounts for the decrease of 
twenty villages in the number under this head. 

Kents for more thAn one year. 6. There Were ten villages under this 

head in the preceding fusly, from which three 
have been transferred; one to the Ryotwar, and two to Joint Rent. There is, therefore, a net decrease 
of three in the number of villages as compared with the number under this head during Fusly 1277. 
7. In 33,015 puttahs no alterations were made; 1,612 puttahs were altered in consequence 
of changes in the Ryots' holdings, and 629 fresh puttahs granted for holdings newly brought under 
Ryotwar, for lands cultivated for the first time by persons who hitherto had no puttahs and for 
Inam lands newly assessed with Jorayati Sist. 

III.— SeaBODandSanitar/sUte. g. The fall of rain was both Scanty and 

partial, and wet crops suffered seriously owing 
to the failure of north east monsoon, except in such localities as are provided with unfailing sources 
of irrigation, and the district narrowly escaped another season of scarcity. Remissions to the 
extent of Rupees 11^653 have been granted for loss of crops, and some of the ryots who were just 
recovering from the effects of the late famine have been obliged to sell and relinquish their hold- 
ings for want of means of subsistence.

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18. With regard to the principal sources of irrigation^ the number of villages, the extent of 
land irrigated by each, and the amount of actual Revenue derived therefrom, I beg to refer 
the Board to paragraphs 17 to 22 of my predecessor's Report on the results of the Revenue 
Administration of this district for Fusly 1276, and the Statement annexed thereto. 

19. As already stated in paragraph 22 of the Report on the Revenue Administration fof 
Fady 1275, no ruined tanks have been made over to private enterprise in this district. 

20. The increase in the extent of land 
Knolo«in._B of^^me^^ 5. cultivated with Sugar-cane is owing to the 

eagerness of the ryots for extending Cane culti- 
vation, but the failure of rains checked the yield to a certain extent; the decrease in the extent 
of land cultivated with Cotton is due to the non-submission of Returns by some of the Zemindars 
though repeatedly called for; and the small decrease in the extent of land cutivated with Indigo 
requires no remark. 

jSnoloBureC.ofStatementNo, 8. 21. During the fusJy under notice, only 

47 acres, subject to a sist of Rupees 80, were 
taken on progressive cowle against 17 acres with a sist of Rupees 37 in the preceding year, and 491 
acres of land bearing a sist of Rs. 699 have been abandoned under the following circumstances:-^ 
388 acres of land subjeot to a sist of Rupees 558, which were given on progressive cowle 
to thirteen persons for eight years were abandoned, owing to the inability of the Cowle-holders to 
bring them under cultivation. 

Two plots of ground measuring A. 20 C. 19| of land bearing a sist of Rupees 46-1-9 which 
were given to two persons on progressive cowle for eight years were abandoned owing to submersion; 
7i acres of land subject to a sist of Rupees 9it which were given to one person on a progressive 
cowle of eight years were abandoned, owing to the constant destruction of crops raised thereon by 
wild beasts. A deduction of 15-5 acres of land, bearing a sist of Rupees 56-11-6, was made from 
a plot of ground granted to a person on aprogessive cowle for eight years, in consequence of deficit 
discovered by measurement in the extent of land originally granted, and two plots of land measur* 
ing 594 acres, bearing a sist of Rupees 34-8-0, which were given to two persons under Tope Rules, 
on a cowle of 20 years, were struck off the Cowle list, in consequence of the failure on the part of 
the Cowle-holders to fulfil their engagement of planting the trees. 

22. Remissions to the extent of Rupees 
11,653-3-7 were granted to the ryots of 120 
villages of theBerhampore andChicacoleTalooks, 
as noted in the margin, in consequence of the 
loss of produce by failure of rains, and Rupeei 
131-14-0 were remitted to the ryots of 17 vil*

39. The decrease in permanently settled is owing — 1st, to the cause given in paragraph 24. 
2nd, to the smaller amount of balance outstanding at the beginning of fusly under notice than at 
that of Fusly 1277; and 3rd, to the large balance due by the Proprietor of Raghunadpore estate, 
on account of current Peishcash, for the realisation of which, steps have been taken. 

40. The decrease in Shotriem Jody, etc., is chiefly referable to the 2nd cause given in the 
preceding paragraph.

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47. Of the balance outstanding against the Ghicacole Talook, namely, Rupees 5-5-5, Rupees 
4^5-5 is the sist of certain pieces of Jerayati holdings taken up by gravel pits, and Rupee 1 is the 
reduction made by the Inam Commissioner in the amount of quit-rent originally imposed on a cer- 
tain inam. 

48. Of the balance of Rupees 2,106-3-9 outstanding against the Gumsur Talook, Rupees 
76-10-8 is the. sist due by forty deceased ryots of 30 villages; Rupees 73-14-11 is due by 71 
ryots of 26 villages who have deserted them, and Rupees 194-8-3 is due by 32 impoverished ryots 
of 20 villages; Rupees 73-11-0 is the collection of 3 villages which was stolen when the 2 village 
servants who were taking the amount to the Talook Treasury halted for the night in a certain vil- 
lage on their way to Russelcondah. The culprit, who is a resident of Berhampore Talook, was sub- 
sequently apprehended and sentenced by the Junior Assistant Agent to six months' rigorous impri- 
sonment and to pay a fine of Rupees 74, and in default, to two months' further rigorous imprisonment ; 
Rupees 11-7-9 is the sist of certain pieces of Jerayati holdings taken up by roads and washed away 
by streams; Rupees 3-3-2 is the quit-rent of Fusly 1275, imposed by the Inam Commissioner on 
a piece of land which was formerly treated as Jerayati, and the sist of which for Fusly 1275 was 
duly collected before the distribution of the title-deed; Rupees 2-4-0 is the result of an error in 
the formation of demand for Fusly 1276, and Rupees 1,670} is the sist due by the Khonds of Suradah 
hills for Fusly 1277, which was ordered not to be collected; — vide concluding part of paragraph 36 
of the Government Order, dated the 19th September 1868, No. 1,456, Judicial Department, 

49. Of the balance of Rupees 3,412-3-2 outstanding against the Berhampore Talook, Rupees 
1,534 4-9 is due by 309 impoverished ryots of 108 villages; Rupees 7-12-4 is the sist due on a 
Jerayati holding which was treated as Inam, in reference to the title-deed granted by the Inam 
Commissioner; Rupees 3-3-4 is the sist of portions of three Jerayati holdings taken up by road; 
Rupees 121-4-8 is the sist of the deficit discovered on measurement in the extent of certain Jera- 
yati villages; Rupees 114 is the demand of a certain piece of disputed boundary land which wag 
made over by the Demarcation Department to the Chigati Zemindar; Rupees 335-1-0 is the 
amount of Shrotriem and Quit-rent of an Agraharam and certain Inam lands erroneously carried 
to the credit of •* Ryotwar" during Fusly 1275, the whole of the balance of which fusly, outstand- 
ing against the ryots, wasordered to be remitted by Government, in their Orders of the 9th April 1867, 
No. 823; Rupees 124-11-0 is the sist of certain Jerayati holdings which were submerged, owing to 
the repairs executed to a large reservoir called Coratuly Tampara; Rupees 147-0-8 is the portion 
of Shrotriem of a village for Fusly 1275 which was formerly paying a Jerayati sist, but which was 
treated as an Agraharam, and a title-deed issued accordingly by the Inam Commissioner in refer- 
ence to its original tenure; but before its distribution in that Fusly, Rupees 147-0-8 was recovered 
and carried to the credit of Jerayati; Rupees 259-3-6 is the result of an error in the formation of 
demand in consequence of insertion in the accounts of Cuttubady of certain inams twice over and 
increased amount of sist erroneously inserted on account of certain Jerayati holdings, and Rupees 
764-11-0 is the amount embezzled by the Village Officers of the four villages of Senkarapuram, 
Sologhara, Falibanda, and Gangadhava during the time of famine in Fusly 1275, and concealed 
by transferring portions of the collections made on account of subsequent fuslies to the credit of 
the sist originally embezzled. For this offence, the Curnum and Carji of the first village were 
sentenced by the Session Court to rigorous imprisonment of four years and to pay a fine of 
300 Rupees each, and in default, to a further imprisonment of one year. The Curnum of the 
second village was sentenced by the same Court to two years' rigorous imprisonment and to pay a 
fine of Rupees 200, and in default, to a further imprisonment of one year; that of the third village 
was sentenced by the Senior Assistant Magistrate to one year's rigorous imprisonment, and to pay 
a fine of Rupees 100, and in default, to a further imprisonment of six months; while the Curnum of 
the fourth village was punished by the Sub-Magistrate of Purshottapore with six months' impri- 
sonment with hard labor, and a fine of Rupees 1 50, and in default of payment, to one month and 
fifteen days' further imprisonment. No property was discovered from the sale of which any 
portion of the embezzled amount could be made good. 
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50. Under the above explanations, I request the Board irill be pleased to obtain the sanction 
of Government for writing off the accounts the abovementioned irrecoverable balanee <^ Supees 
6,623.12-4. 

XVII.— CoeroiTe Proceii. 61. Coercive 'processes were employed 

during the fusly under notice in 772. cases, for 
the realisation ot arrears ot revenue, as detailed in the Enclosure A. of Statement No. 8. 

xvin.-ch«rge.. 52. The decrease in the' salary of "Collect 

'' tors, Sub-Collectors^ Mead-Assistant-GolIector8» 
'* Assistant-Collectors, and Deputy Collectors,** is chiefly the result of thenon-disbursement of the 
salary of the Collector for two months^ and that of the Assistant Agent for ten months of the 
year, and the decrease in the ''Tent and House^rent allowancea" is due to the disbursement of 
these allowances of the Assistant Agent, only for a portion of ih» year. 

63. The trifling variations in the '^ Huzoor andTalockEBtablishment'* and in " Saderward** 
require no remark. 

64. The increase in Medical charges is referable to the high rates of pay lately sanctioned 
to the Medical Subordinates. 

66. The increase in Contingencies is partly due to a monthly payment of Rupees 40, under the 
Board's Proceedings of 22nd May 1868, No. 3,794^ on account of the rent of a house occupied by 
the Berhampore Tahsildar's Cutcherry during the fusly under notice, whereas only Rupees 4 per 
mensem were paid on account of the rent of a house occupied by the Town Sub-Magistrate's 
Cutcherry in Fusly 1277, and partly to the purchase of a large quantity of Office furniture and 
Cloth for belts of Peons, etc. 

66. The increase in Miscellaneous, is owing to the transfer to the head *' Niranikum estab- 
lishment," of the pay of Lascars employed for watching the embankments of the Aska river, which 
was hitherto paid by the Public Works Department, to the increased charge incurred in the 
purchase of Jerayati holdings^ for which no bidders were forthcoming when offered for sale by public 
auction in satisfaction of arrears of Revenue, and to the payment of a large amount of fees for 
registering the waste land indentures. 

67. The trifling total increase in refunds under '' Abkarry" calls for no remark, and the 
decrease in Contingencies is due to the smaller amount of fees paid for registei:ing the Abkarry 
Muchilkas. 

68. The total decrease in the establishment under License-tax is because no establishment 
was maintaiued during the fusly under notice, and the decrease in refunds requires no comment 
in consequence of its contingent aod variable nature. 

69. The increase in Establishment and Contingencies under ''Sea Customs** is due to the 
increased rate of pay allowed to Peons and to the purchase of a large quantity of Office furni- 
ture, etc. The increase in refunds requires no remark in consequence of its contingent and 
variable nature. 

60. The increase in "Establishment" Country Stationery or Saderward and ** Travelling 
allowance to Officers andBatta to Establishment** and '* Contingencies'* under Salt is referable 
first, to the entertainment of a Smith for repairing scales; second, to the purchase of coarse Clot^ 
for money-bag& and of Oil for going rounds during, the time of manufacture; third, to the frequent 
tour of inspections of Salt Pans made by the Salt Deputy Collector; and fourth, to the purchase of 
Office furniture. 

61. The increase in the " purchase of Salt and manufacturers* share** is partly due to the 
large quantity of salt manufactured, and partly to the disbursement during the year under notice of 
the balance of hire of Fusly 1277, due to Salt ryots. 

62. The increase in charges for conveying and storing salt, is partly owing to the first 
cause assigned in the preceding paragraph, and partly to the debit during fusly under notice of 
charges incurred in the preceding fusly. 
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63. Thaincreaae in "Repairs" id owing to the whole^af the diargeB inenrred oa the above 
Mconiit httring been debited to this head^ wkeresfa only the charges incurred in a few months were 
80 debited in the preceding year. 

64. The trifling increase in commission or discount to licensed Stamp Vendors, Refunds and 
C«itingenciesimdev " Stamps'* reqture no r^mtak itL conBequence of th^ir ddfitingeAlP aAd variable 
nature.

I HATS the honor to submit the Annual Beport on the management of the Revenues of this 
District for Fusly 1278 (1868-69), with the usual explanatory accounts. 

I — .TiUages at which the settlement was made. 2. The following Statement shoWS where 

the settlement was made during the past year 
in the Goyemment Talooks of Sarvasiddhi and Golgondah which are the only two under manage- 
ment. The remaining Government estate, Palcondah, continues on rent to Messrs. Arbuthnot 
and Co. 

The settlement was commenced by Mr. Hutchins in December last, but owing to that officer's 
sudden and severe indisposition, which resulted in his leaving the district, it was stopped until 
February, when Mr. Sewell joined the district and completed the Jummahbundy.

In new puttahs there is a decrease of 95, which is in consequence of the present system of 
giving fresh puttahs only when necessary. The number modified is 3,136, or 710 less than in last 
year. The modifications are owing to the additional entries of transfers and remissions being 
required to be notified in the puttah. The number of unaltered puttahs is 900; the number on the 
whole is thus 4,131 against 4,036 of the previous year, or net increase of 95. This increase is 
attributed to fresh lands being taken up on Durkhast, and to certain Inams having reverted t# 
Jeroyati. 

The Board will be glad to hear that the issuing of the new forms of Puttahs and Receipt Books, 

as directed in their orders marginally noted, 
Board's Prooeedinga, dated 8rd January 1S68, No. 12. has been Completed this year ia the Govern- 
ment talooks. 

III.— Beasonaadsaiiitaryoonditioiu 4. The season was generally Unfavorable 

In the beginning of the fusly it was very promis- 
ing, copious showers of rain having fallen from June to September, but the North-east monsoon 
subsequently entirely failed and this was sorely felt throughout the district, particularly in March, 
April, and May. 

In the Government talooks of Sarvasiddhi and Golgondah the failure of the wet lands from 
want of water and withered crops was so extensive, that a remission of Rupees 61,523-7-4 had to 
be granted, explanation of which will be given hereafter. 

Notwithstanding these adversities there has been no absolute scarcity in good grains, and 

the outturn for the year is perhaps 25 per cent.

•• down in the Board's Standing Circular No. 137, granting full remission for wet lands left waste 
•• for want of water not caused by any neglect of the cultivators, and for those on which the crops 
•* entirely failed for the same cause, while with regard to partial shavy, after taking into con- 
*• iideration all the circumstances of each village, I granted in proportion to the general loss.

'* Tillages, which are all 20 in number, in the Oolgondah Talook. The amount thus granted is 
*' Rupees 2,200-6-11, on an assessment of Rupees 12,768-5-11.*' 

" In concluding this part of my report, I beg to point out that the granting of remission was 
'* conducted under peculiar difficulties, owing to the illness and departure of my predecessor in 
•' the middle of Jummahbundy; as I did not join till February, I was unable to inspect person- 
•• ally the lands that had suffered, the produce being all remoyed, and was consequently obliged 
" to rely more on the report of subordinate officials, than I could have wished. I held, however, as 
'* full an inquiry as was possible in each case, and think I may safely state that the amount of 
"remission granted was not more than was rendered necessary by the state of the season.'* 

XI.— Progresdve Oowie. 12. Of the 111 acres held on FrogressiTe 

cowle at the end of Fusly 1277, 106 Acres were 
thrown up during Fusly 1278, the ryots retaining only six acres of the old lands, bearing an 
assessment of Rupees 10 in their hands. Fresh lands to the extent of 320 acres were, however, 
taken up during the past y^ar on the usual terms, namely, free the first year, 26 per cent, of 
assessment the second, double that the third, 75 per cent, the fourth, and full assessment in the 
fifth year. Inquiries will be made as to the grounds on which the relinquishments abovementioned 
were allowed, and measures adopted for the future to enforce the terms of the cowle, as directed 
in Board's Circular Order, dated 5th October 1859.

last, under Act IX. of 1869, and has, therefore, 
been but three months in force during the past fusly. The collections for this period amount to 
Rupees 1,073-4-0, and is an increase in comparison with the previous year. 

Stampa. In Stamps, there is an increase of Rupees 

24,667-4-4, which is due to increased litiga- 
tion, and to the result of the provisions contained in Act XXVI. of 1867, which has increased 
the Stamp duty on suits.

2. As directed by Government, in their Proceedings, dated 17th June 1868, No. 1707, 
communicated with the Board's Proceedings, dated 20th June 1868, No. 4,593» the Sub-Collector's 
charge now consists of the Bajahmundry, Peddupur and Yemagudem Talooks ; the Bead Assistant 
Collectors of the Ellore and Tanuku Talooks and the Deputy Collectors on general duties of the 
Narsapur and Undi Talooks. The Undi Talook, in the Deputy Collector's range, is now called the 
" fihimaverum Talook," as ordered by Government, in their Proceedings, dated 9th April 1869, 
No. 975. 

StotemeiitNo. 1. 3. This Statement shows the stations 

where, and the officers by whom, the settlement 
of each talook was conducted, as well as the number of days taken in doing the work and the 
number of puttahs issued. 

4. I settled the Talooks of Bamachendrapur and Amalapur under my immediate charge, 
and the three Divisional Officers have settled the talooks of their own respective charges. 

5. The settlement of each talook ivas made^ within its own limits and at places convenient 
to the ryots.

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2 SETTLEMENT BEPORT OF 

The number of Goyernment and Inam yillages for the current year is the same as that for 
the past year. The Government Ryotwar yillages for Fusly 1278 are 941, while they were for 
Fusly 1277, 931. The increase is therefore 10, and is owing to the transfer of these villages from 
rents for one year in last year to joint rents in the present year. 

The decrease of 10 yillages under rents for one year is due to the above cause. 

7. The number of Puttahs for the current year is 54,698, of which, joint and single rent 
Futtahs are 155, and the remaining 54,543 are Byotwar Puttahs, This number is about the same 
as that in the previous fusly. Of this number 48,710 are fresh puttahs, old ones modified by 
adcUtional entries are 2,782, and those not at all altered are 3.051. The number of new Puttahs 
issued this year is much larger, because in Fusly 1278, bound and stitched Puttahs as directed 

in the Board's Proceedings* were issued to all 
• 8rd January 1868, No. 12, yyots whose assessments exceed 10 Rupees each. 

The Puttahs modified and remaining unaltered 
are those bearing assessments below 10 Rupees. 

SeaBon* 8. The scason was on the whole an un- 

favourable one. In April and May there was a 
very little rain. In June and July the rain was abundant throughout the district. The Godavery 
received high freshes as usual. From August till November there was but very little rain. The 
North-east monsoon was an entire failure. The total extent of land cultivated with wet and dry 
crops was very nearly equal to the extent cultivated in Fusly 1277. Wet. crops under the Anicut 
channels yielded fully, dry crops as well as wet crops under rain-fed tanks in the upland talooks 
have generally failed from want of rain ; dry crops in the delta talooks have also suffered to a 
great extent from the same cause ; but this loss has been compensated to some extent by the average 
out-turn of the second or Summer dry crops, such as Bengal gram, Black and Green gram^ Cotton, 
Coriander, Fenigreek, &c. 

The dry crops irrigated by anicut water have yielded a fair return. 

The second dry crops raised in the land irrigated for first crop were very good. Tobacco 
cultivation in the lunkas was productive and remunerative. 

Second or Dalwa cultivation was carried on under those anicut channels which were open.

14. Rupees 4,763 were remitted on 2,169 acres of wet land, which was left waste from 
deficiency of water in the tanks in the upland portion of the district. 

15. The 2,01,079 acres of waste charged were left uncultivated by the ryots, and held for 
fallow and pasture. The greater portion of this land is dry, and in the jungle tracts of the 
district where the assessments are very low. 

16. The annexed Statement shows the cultivation and Settlement of the current year in 
comparison with that of the preceding year ; remission as per Statement No. 4, being dedaeted and 
Miscellaneous items as per Statement No. 5, added.

• SETTLEMENT REPORT OF 

17. It will be B^en from the aboye Statement that the whole land under Ryots' occupation in 
the current year is 6,60,993 acres assessed at Rupees 13,65,448» exclusive of waste remitted and 
inclusiye of waste charged* It shows an increase in the assessment and a decrease in the area as 
contrasted with those of the previous year. This arose from the newly and permanently assessed 
lunka lands, whose area is small and assessment comparatively heavy, having been taken up, and from 
ordinary lands, whose area and assessment are not so, having been given up. Certain lanka lands 
which were annually rented out and included under miscellaneous up to last year have been perma- 
nently assessed by the Settlement Department, and included under Ryotwar in Fusly 1278. 

18. The. decrease of 18,531 acres in the area of dry land is owing to its being permanently 
classed as wet by its having been cultivated a^ such successively for three years from Fusly 1276, 
Sind included under wet area. The increase in the area appears to be 10,184 ; it would have been 
larger had it not been fox the great extent of wet land relinquished. 

19. There is a decrease of Rupees 34,095 in the Water-tax on Ryotwary lands. The ryots 
not having irrigated their dry lands tastich extent as in last year„ is the principle cause for this 
decrease. 

20. In the item of Road Cess, there is a decreasoof Rupees 4,561. It is owing partily to the 
decrease in Water Cess, and partly to a large, amount of assessment oa Lunka lands^ which were 
i«nted out for higher rates having been charged with it in last year, while the low assessments of 
these lands classified by the Settlement Department were charged this year- 

The decrease of Rupees 4,418 in the item of Road Cess under deductions, is chiefly duo to the 
upxae cause as that mentioned in paragraph — for decrease in the cees under additions. 

21. The amount of Village Service Fund is Rupees 32,779 above that of the pvevious fusly, 
which waj3 only Rupees 250, This sum was deducted from Land Revenue Beriv for payment to the 
ifjillage servants on account of their money allowances for Fusliies 1277 and 1278 under the instruc* 
tionaof the Board of Revenue, in theiir Circular Memorandum, dated — March 1869, No. 23fr. 

22. The. particulars of other remissions in Statement No. 4 and of miscellaneous items in 
statement No^ 5 ace fuUy detailed in paragraphs 28 to 45.

2G. T&e decrease in the extent of land cultivated with Sugar-cane is chiefly in the Feddupur 
Talook, where it was impeded by a deficiency of water in the Yeleru channels. 

27. The increase in the Cotton and Indigo cultivation is owing to the facilities afforded to 
the ryots by the scarcity of rains and to the enhanced prices of the articles. 

statoment No. 4. 28. This Statement shows the particnlara 

of femidsions from the gross assessment. They 
amount to Itup^os 19;54l, which exceed the last year's remission by Rupees 16,8i28. 

29. Of the remissions entered in the Statement, those granted for loss of produce and 
withered crops are large, yia.» Bapeed 11,762 and 7,371: respectively. In the upland parts of the 
EUore, Ternagudem, Rajahmundry, Feddupur and Samachendrapur Talooks, the cropa havinK- 
been destroyed from deficiency of water in tanks by the entire failure of the North-east monsoon 
rains» Hiey were allowed upon careful inquiry. The items, in which there are decreases are of a 
iuctuating character^ and require no explanation. 

Rupees 145 are on account of Land Revenue collections remitted from a village In th^ EUdr^ 
Talook, to the Talook Treasury. They were lost on the way by the carelessness of a village servant,, 
who was in charge of them, and who has ho means to ihake good of it« The amount was there- 
fore remitted and shown in the Statement. 

Rupees 8, the assessment of some Zirayati which was experimentally cultivated with Carolina 
paddy were remitted, as it was promised by Mr. Master, the late Acting Collector. 

In ^e Ternagudetn Talook, the Sub-Collector granted a remission of Rupees 7, the assess^t 
ment of a Ryot's Zirayati land temporarily occupied by the- Departdient of Public Works (or 
establishing a lime kiln. 

Statement No. s; 30. This Statement shows the demand, 

collection and balance of Land Revenue miscel- 
laneous items for Fusly 1278, as well as the collections made on account of current demand and 
arrears. 

31. The nature of each item and particulars of the mode of settlement are given in a~ 
separate memorandum appended to the above Statement. There being some other items besides those 
given in the Statement, they are exhibited under the head ''Other Items," and the particular ei 
thereof, are shown in the explanatory' Memorandum; 

32. In the enclosure attached to the Statement, the variouff rates of water-cess imposed on 
Government Zirayati, Zemindary and Inam lands are given* Of all the items of the current demand 
mentioned in the Statement, the following bear vairiations on oomparison irith those of the pasb 
year, calling for particular explanation*

33. The increase of Rupees 901 in the first item is owing to a certain number of fruit treef 
which were young and not fruit-bearing up to the last year, having yielded fruit and been rented 
out in the current year. 

31. The increase of Rupees 2,784 in the second item is due to a larger extent of Govern* 
ment Zirayati having been occupied on durkhast subsequent to the Jummahbundy on condition of 
paying assessment for Fusly 1278. 

35. There is an increase of Rupees 3, 163 in the third item. It is owing to the past proceeds 
held under deposit on account of certain Inams under attachment having been ordered by the 
Inam Commissioner to be credited to Government, those Inams having been either made over to 
tho Inamdars or incorporated with Government Zirayati. 

36. The increase of Rupees 496 in the fourth item is attributable to the sale of the bound and 
ititched Puttah and Receipt books, and their value being credited under the head of '* Savings and 
Refunds,'* subordinate to Land Revenue Miscellaneous, as directed in the Board's Proceedings, 
dated 14th March 1866, No. 1,749. 

37. The large increase of Rupees 23,567 in the fifth item, is owing chiefly to a larger extent 
of Zemindary and Inam lands irrigated for wet crops in this than in the past year, and to a great 
extent of such lands having been classed as permanent wet, the conditions specified in the Water- 
tax Rules, sanctioned by Government, in their Proceedings dated 3 1st October 1865, No. 2,665, 
having been fuIfiUed. 

38. In the aggregate amount of ''other items," there is an increase of Rupees 24,758. 
It is due partly to the Water-tax on the second crop of the previous fusly having been charged in 
the current year and included in the present accounts, and partly to the Water-tax imposed for 
the previous years on the wet lands classed as such in this year. This classification which should 
have been made in Fudly 1276, was delayed in Narsapur and Bhimaverum Talooks, owing to the 
non-attendance of the Zemindary Cumums. 

39. In the ** Other Items,** the Tirwajasty or additional assessment levied on Inams, 
Punjab, viz., Rupees 587 is included. Certain lands classed as Punjab under tanks, having been 
cultivated by their holders with wet crops by irrigation from the tanks, the difference of the 
Survey and Settlement rate between the Dry and Wet land of the same class and sort has been

charged as Tirwajasty and incladed in the acconnta. In this district, no second crop assessment 
was ever realized on one crop Nunjah under tanks or mountain streams ; second crop Water-tax 
is levied for the use of anient water to the second crop cultivation on Nui\]ah Inam lands, as all 
lands in the delta talooks were assessed by the Settlement Department with rates on the land 

only irrespective of irrigation. The Water-tax 
• Rupees 6,87,808. charged within the fusly is included in the 

amount* of Water-tax on Zemindary and Inam 
lands in Statement No. 5. The subject of the additional assessment is noticed here, as directed 
by the Board, in paragraph 2 of their Proceedings, dated 81st March 1869, No. 2,070. 

40. The decrease of Rupees 675 in the seventh item is owing to the reductions made in the 
quit-rent of minor Inams according to the alterations made.by the Inam Commissioner in the title- 
deeds to the relinquishment of Inams by the Inamdars and to the quit-rent demanded in Fusly 
1277 for the previous years from the date of the issue of the title-deeds on Inams, whose holders 
did not first agree to the quit-rent and afterwards agreed to it, being greater than that demanded 
in Fusly 1278. 

41. There is a decrease of Rupees 3,010 in the eighth item, and is due to the smaller area of 
Foramboke lands, such as Cattle paths, &c., cultivated surreptitiously in this year than in the 
preceding. 

42. A large decrease exists in the ninth item, viz., Rupees 1,37,276. This is due to the 
following causes, viz : — 

let.— To reduction in the assessment of certain lunkas which were assessed for Fusly 1278, 
at the new Survey and Settlement rates and included under Ryotwar. 

2ndly« — Certain Lunkahs unassessed not having been rented out for Fusly 1278, no applicants 
or bidders having come forward offering sufficient rents for them because the Tobacco crop on the 
Lunka lands was bad and its prices had &llen off in Fusly 1277. 

Srd\j. — ^To the decrease in the rents of certain Lunkas in consequence of the abovementioned 

cause. 

43. The decrease of Rupees 149 in the 10th item or commission on the sale of distrained 
property for arrears of land revenue is due to the payment of revenue by the ryots, &c,, more 
punctually than in the preceding year. 

44. The decrease of Rupees 107 in the eleventh item, is in consequence of the commission 
for Fusly 1276 on the Lakaveram estate which was then under the management of the Court of 
Wards, having been brought to account in Fusly 1277, while nothing was credited on that account 
in Fusly 1278, as the estate was made over to the proprietor in Fusly 1277, and of the commission 
charged on an estate called Vella which is under Circar management by the Court's Order not 
having been credited to the Government Account within the fusly. 

45. In the last or 12th item, the decrease of Rupees 10 is owing to a piece of land occupied 
at Cocanada by Messrs. Mackinnon, Mackenzie and Co., paying an annual quit-rent of 10 rupees, 
having been redeemed in Fusly 1278— Fi'cie Government Order, dated 1st May 1869, No. 1,195, 
communicated with the Board's Proceedings, dated 10th idem. No. 3188. 

statement No. 6. 46. In this Statement, each permanently 

settled estate and each Inam and single rented 
village in the district, with its demand, collection and balance both of arrear and current is shewn. 

47. The only variation which appears in this Statement on comparison with the past fusly 
is in the number of the villages rented for one year and in its revenue. The decrease of ten in 
the number and the decrease of Rupees 164 in the revenue, is due to their having been rented out 
for Fusly 1278 to the villagers under joint rents, as explained in paragraph 6 of this Report. 

48. The amount of Rupees 395-11-9 entered in column 5 of Statement No. 6, under the 
total of Shrotriem villages, is over-collection on account of jody and quit-rent of certiun Shrotriem 
villages in Tanuku Talook. The fact as to how this excess has arisen, will be inquired into, and 
due notice will be taken of it in the course of the current fusly. 
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statement No. 7- 49. This Statement shows the demand, 

collection and balance of all sources of revenue . 
both current and arrear. 

The annexed is an abstract exhibiting the whole revenue demand as compared with that of 
FuBly 1277.

50. There is neither increase nor decrease in the demand of Feishcush. 

51. There is a small increase of Rupees 4 in Jody and Quit-rent. This has occurred by 
alterations made by the Inam Commissioner in several Title-deeds. 

52. With regard to the decrease of Rupees 61,422 under Byotwar, and of Bnpees 87,934 
under Miscellaneous — Ftde my r^narks in paragraphs 19, 21, asd 33 to 45, under Statemoit 
Noa. 3 to 5. 

53. The increase of Bupees 22,941 in Abkarry Revenue is owing to the Abkarry of the 
whole district for Fusly 1278 having been rented out to Sub-renters at enhanced rates by Govern- 
ment Officers, it having been kept under Government management, while in the preceding year 
each talook was taken by Contractors at public sale. 

54. The License-tax realized in Fusly 1277 under Acts Nos. XXI. and XXIV. of 1867 was 
Rupees 28,823, and that realized in Fusly 1278 under Act No. IX. of 1838 is Rupees 36,667 which 
includes Rupees 804 collected in the months of May and June 1869, under the Indian Income- 
tax Act IX. of 1869. The increase is therefore Rupees 7,824, and is attributable to the provisions 
and rates of assessments laid down in the Act No. IX. of 1868 being different from those prescribed 
in the Acts which were in force in the preceding year. 

55. There is a net increase of Rupees 13,640 in the Salt revenue, which resulted from a 
gross increase of Rupees 31,746 in the sales for home consumption and from a gross decrease of 
Rupees 18,106 in the sales for Inland consumption and for exportation, &c. The former is owing 
to the purchase of a greater quantity of salt in the current year than in the past, under the head 
of Home consumption. Most part of it was taken to Dumagudem and other parts of the Upper 
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Godayery for sale at profitable rates, as the dealers are at liberty to do so. The latter is due to 
the purchase of a smaller quantity than usual of salt for Inland consumption by Brinjaries. 

56. The increase of Bupees 13,962 in the Sea Customs is due to the exportation of a large 
quantity of Bice, Faddy, Bengal-gram, and Oingelly seed to Columbo, Jaffna, London, and France, 
and to the importation of a greater quantity of Wines and Spirits in the current year than in 
the past. 

57. There is a decrease of Bupees 958 in the Land Customs. It is owing to a smaller 
quantity of Wines and Spirits passed from Yanam into British Territory in this than in the past 
year. I suspect that the true explanation of this is increased smuggling. 

58. The increase of Bupees 25,935 in the Stamp duty is chiefly attributable to the renewal of 
the Abkarry Leases for Fusly 1278, the former Leases for the five preceding years hayrng expired 
by the end of Fusly 1277. 

59. The following Abstract marked B. shows the collections of the Land Beyenue inclusive 
of all other sources current and arrear as compared with those of Fusly 1277.

60. The increase of Bupees 39,228 and Bupees 1,413 in the collection of Feishcush and 
Jodi respectively, is due to more punctual payments made by the Proprietors and Inamdars in this 
than in the last year. 

61. The decreases of Bupees 71,588 and Bupees 54,631 in the collection of Byotwar and 
Miscellaneous revenue respectively, are chiefly owing to the decrease in the current demand, for 
reasons already explained. 

62. In all the items of sundry sources of revenue mentioned in this Statement except the 
Abkarry, the amounts brought to account are the Collections, there being no fixed demand for them.

Of the total demand of Bupees 48,28,367, Bupees 45,98,114 were collected within the fusly, 
leaving a balance of Bupees 2,30,243. This balance has been reduced by subsequent collections 
in July to Bupees 1,92,068^ or little more than 4 per cent, on the demand. 

65. Of the balance of Bupees 20,628 under Peishcush, Bupees 1,839 are due by the Pro- 
prietor of Billumille and Byunagudem estates ; he did not as usual pay the amount for the currant 
year on the ground that he did not cultivate his Zirayati lands to that value, owing to the non- 
supply of water in consequence of the incomplete repairs made to the Byana Calingulah. Proper 
inquiries will be made about this in future, and it will be reported in the next Jummahbundy 
Beport. It has been proved by examination on the part of the Engineer and Bevenue Departments 
that the repairs to this Calingulah are not yet such as to ensure the requisite supply of water, and 
further repairs to ensure this have been sanctioned. 

66. A portion of the balances of Peishcush, Jody, B/otwar, Miscellaneous and Sundry 
sources of revenue was collected in August, and due measures have been adapted for the realiza- 
tion of the remaining balance.

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68. Of the whole balance of Rupees 4,66,347 outstanding at the commencement of Fusly 
1278^ Rupees 1,65,918 were collected, and Rupees 61,646 were remitted during the fusly, leaving 
a balance of Rupees 2,47,783 which was reduced to Rupees 2,44,048 by subsequent collections up 
to the end of July last. This amount has been classed as Recoverable, Doubtful, and Irrecoverable. 

69. Of the recoverable balance of Rupees 3,050, under permanently settled. Rupees 2,659 
are outstanding on the Tejajempudi estate, which was attached for arrears of Feishcush and kept 
under Government management under the Orders of the Board of Revenue, dated 19th June 1867, 
No. 3,784. This balance is in course of liquidation and the remaining balance of Rupees 390-3-11 
is due by the proprietor of takaveram estate; He withheld payment of this balance, as well as 
Rupees 948-12-1 included under irrecoverable balance in consequence of the non-repairs to the 
Byana Calingulah. From a careful enquiry made with regard to the lands not cultivated from want 
of water owing to the non-completion of the repairs to the Byana Calingulah, I have determined that 
only Rupees 948-12-1 should be remitted to the preprietor, and Rupees 390-3-11 classed as 
recoverable should be collected from him ; I have issued orders to the effect of its being realized 
soon. The arrears classed as recoverable under Shrotriem, Jodi, Ryotwar and Miscellaneous 
amounting to Rupees 24,369, which accrued from Fusly 1272, will be collected shortly ; steps have 
been taken for the speedy realization of this balance. 

70. Of the doubtful balance of Rupees 1,849 under Ryotwar, a portion will be collected, and 
as for the rest, enquiry will be made in the ensuing Jummahbundy time, and it will be disposed of 
either as recoverable or irrecoverable, according to circumstances. 

The doubtful balance under Miscellaneous is Rupees 2,04,108 ; of which Rupees 1,90,000 are 
on account of Water- tax charged up to Fusly 1274 on Mamul Fallam Service Inam and Zemindary 
lands. The collection of this was suspended under the Orders of the Board of Revenue, in their 
Proceedings, dated 5th July 1864, No. 4,174, pending enquiry and settlement as to whether they 
are really Mamul Fallam or not, and the enfranchisement of Service Inams in Government villages 
when the new system of village establishments may be brought into operation in this district. The 
remaining 14,000 rupees are in all the talooks, steps will be tajcen for their being carefully 
enquired into, and classed as Recoverable or Irrecoverable in the next Jummahbundy.

72. Under the foregoing explanation, I request sanction for writing oflf the accounts the 
arrears, amounting to Rupees 10,671-7-0, 

73. The Enclosure A, in Statement No. 8, shows the extent to which coercive process was 
employed in the collection of revenue in Fusly 1278. Processes were issued in 361 villages 
against 1,603 defaulters, for the recovery of Rupees 65,785, The value of the property attached 
amounted to Rupees 48,481. The value of the property sold waa Rupees 11,662; of which 
Rupees 5,543 were realized by the sale of landed property, and Rupees 6,119 by the sale 
of moveable property. The amount of Process Service Fund remaining undisbursed to the Batta 
peons at the beginning of Fusly 1278 was Rupees 648-16-0, and the amount collected during the 
year was Rupees 3,239-12-0, making a total of Rupees 3,888-11-0, of which the amount paid to 
the Batta peons, viz. Rupees 3,641-3-0 being deducted, there remained a balance of Rupees 
247-8-0 at the end of the fusly. This amount was subsequently paid to the peons. 

74. The provisions of the Board's Standing Circular Order, dated 8th January 1869, 
No. 277, were brought into operation in this district from April 1869. The fees collected for 
processes issued for the sale of distrained property from April to June was Rupees 9-14-0. 
Rupees 5-2-0 were paid to the Batta peons during those three months, and the rest was disbursed 
Subsequently. These sums were sJso included in the above items. The Proceedings of the Board 
of Revenue, dated 10th June 1869, No. 4176, cancelled the fourth paragraph of the above quoted 
Standing Order, and the levy of the fees for selling the distrained property was stopped firom 1st 
July 1869.

The increase in the first item is due to Mr. J. H. Master, as Sub-Collector of the Godavery 
District, having drawn his salary for three months in the current year, while it was disbursed only 
for two months in the past year, and Mr. Horsfall, the Acting Sub-Collector of the Godavery 
District, drew his deputation allowance at 30 per cent, on the salary of the Sub-Collector for Fusly 
1278, under the Notification of Government of India, published at page 30 of the Fort Saint 
George Gazette, dated 7th July 1868, No. 4,286, while it was only at 20 per cent, previously. 
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The mcreafle of Bapeaa 73 in the second item is caused by his having received a higher rate 
of deputation allowance under the above-mentioned notification. 

The increase in the third item is owing to Mr. Happell, the Assistant Collector of the 

Godavery District, having drawn a higher rate 
•Bnpees 1,185. of salary* since he had passed the second 

standard examination. 

The increase in the fourth item is attributable to the salary t of the Deputy Collector on 

general duties having been drawn fiilly for the 
XBnpeea 1,688. current year, while it was only for one month in 

the past. 

In the fifth item or Saderward, the increase is in various small articles and require no special 
explanation* 

The increase of Rupees 132 in the sixth item ia owing to the Sea Custom Peons having drawn 
their increased rates of salaries fully for the current year, while it was only for 8 months in the 
preceding year. 

The decrease of Rupees 1,292 in the seventh item is owing partly to a saving in the salary of 
the Ellore Tahsildar, the permaxkent incumbent having been appointed as Deputy Collector in the 
Kistna District, and the acting incumbent having received only deputation allowance of 20 per 
cent, according to the revised rules ; and partly to the salary of the permanent Tahsildar of the 
Narsapur Talook during his absence on sick certificate at Madras for three months in Fusly 1278, 
not having been drawn in that year. 

The decrease of Rupees 38 in the eighth or last item being very small, calls for no explanation. 

78. The increase of Rupees 17,381 in the Extra charges is due to the following principal

80. There is an increase of 19,984 Indian maunds in the quantity of salt manufactured and 
received into store. It is owing to the manufacture havingbeen commenced earlier in the current 
year than in the preceding. The remarks mentioned in paragraph 56 are equally applicable to 
the net increase of 6,798 Indian maunds in the sale of salt. 

31. The wastage of salt specified in column 6 of the Statement No. 11 is 22,760 or 3,691 
maunds above that of last year. 

This is due to the following causes, viz : — 

Istly. To the storage of a great portion of salt in Fusly 1276 having been weighed by the 
inaccurate old machines and to the disposal of it by more accurate ones in Fusly 1278.

82. Under the foregoing clroumstances, I consider that the wastage is reasonable, and request 
sanction for writing it off the accounts. 

83. No. salt has been imported either by sea or bj land daring the year under report, 
BaainatloQofTidookwid ViflageAooounbB, 84. The Talook and Village Manual ac- 
counts have been carefully examiDod and found 

to be generally correct in all the talooks except in Tanuku, of which the Acting Head Assistant 
Collector reports very unfavourably both in regard to the Talook and Village Accounts. Due care 
will be taken for their being correctly prepared in future.

From the Reports of tbe Tahsildars and Sub- Magistrates, it appears that they hold no lands, 
in their respective talooks except the Tahsildar of Am9lapur, who has some Zirayati land in that 
ttf ook as reported in Hke last year's Jummahbundy Report. 

The Salt and Treasmry Deputy Collectors have no Zirayaty or Inam lands in this district 
The Deputy CoUeotor on general duties holds some salt manufacturing land in Eungodoo, in the 
Gocanada Division. He acquired it before he was appointed as Deputy Collector in this District. 

The Huzoor Sheristadar has, with my knowledge and permission, purchased a garden contain- 
ing a dwelling house, godowns and fruit trees fenced with a wall, in the village of Falcole, in the 
ITarsapur Talook. The extent of the ground is 4 A. fi9C., and is part of Gramakantham or village 
site. Considering that there was no objection for his acquisition of what was really a dwelling 
site and meant to be used as such, I permitted him to do so. As this land will in future be 
enfranchised by the Inam Commissioner under baek-'yard tenures, X have iaclnded it in the above 
Register. 

D. Narsingarow, late Tahsildar of the Amalapur Talook, at present Acting Sherista^ of th# 
Rajahmundry Talook, has forwarded through the Tahsildar, a Statement showing that 170 acres of 
land have been purchased by his son Lakshmi Narayanappah, in the Amalapur Talook, in the year 
1868, with the money given to him by his late mother. His son being a boy of about 1 or 12 years 
of age, living under the protection of his father. I have no doubt that it is the property of 
Narsingarow, and acquired by him when he was Tahsildar of the Amalapur Talook, and in direct 
contravention of the Board's ordera, I have^ thereforoi induded the land in the Register.

The increase under Ryotwar which includes villages taken up under joint rent is owing to 
nine villages of the Yernagudem Talook held by single individuals up to Fusly 1277 having beea 
taken up in the year under report by the villagers themselves. There is a corresponding decrease 
under " rents for one year." 

Season. 4. The season was anything but favourable. 

During the first month or two of the fusly, there 
was a fair fall of rain and the ryots were encouraged thereby to carry on cultivation to the usual 
extent both of wet and dry crops. From September, however, the rains totally failed and the crops 
sufiered in consequenco. Cotton and Indigo sJone gave a fair yield, all other crops gave barely 
half the average out-turn. The people and cattle more especially suffered severely from drought. 
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The tanks having received an insafficient supply, dried up ; drinking water for men and cattle 
Iiad to be carried from great distances, and wells had to be sunk in places where they were most 
needed, and proved of the greatest service. 

Sanitary CondiUon. 6. The year proved a very healthy one ; 

the number of deaths from all causes being only 
2,818 as compared with 6,402 of the previous year. Cholera, Small-pox and Fever prevailed, but 
not to any great extent. The subjoined Statement shows the number of cases occurring, and the 
deaths from these causes :—

The increase of Collections under *' Permanently Settled*' and Shrotriem Jody is owing to the 
punctuality in the payment of their kists cm the part of Proprietors and Shrotriemdars 
respectively. 

The decrease under Byotwar is attributable to the falling off in the Amaracam. 

The increase imder Miscellaneous items is owing to arrears outstanding at the beginning of 
Fusly 1278, having been collected in this year, and to the speedy collection of the current year's 
demand. 

The decrease under Abkarry is owing to a large amount of arrears outstanding at the begin- 
ning of Fusly 1277 having been collected in that year. 

The decrease under License-tax requires no explanation. 

The increase under Stamps is owing to increase sales on that aecount. 
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17. The following Statement exhibits the old arrears. 
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The balance at the beginning of the fusly was Rupees 29, 849-10-6, of which Rupees 1 8,330-7-4 
were collected, and the remission of Rupees 4,287-6-10 having been sanctioned by Qoyemment, 
this sum was written off the Accounts. The remainder is Rupees 7,231-13-4. 

Of the amount of Rupees 5,537-5-9 classed as recoverable, Rupees 5,244-1-2 is due on 
account of the Peishcush for the proprietary estates of Thyajampudi and Kurukur under attach- 
ment, and the remainder is not considerable. 

Of the amount of Rupees 447-7-9 entered as doubtful, Rupees 144-13-9 is the assessment on 
back-yards, the collection of which has been suspended, pending settlement by the Inam Commis- 
sioner ; Rupees 119-8-0 is Water-tax charged for Fusly 1277 on Service Wet Inams in Morampalli, 
of the Yemagudem Talook, and the remaining Rupees 183-2-0, is the assessment on excess found 
in Inams, which will be inquired into and disposed of shortly. 

Of the irrecoverable balance of Rupees 1,246-15-10, Rupees 950-7-10 is a portion of the 
Peishcush of the Billumilli and Baiyunagudem estates for Fusly 1277, left uncollected owing to the 
non-completion of the repairs of the Galingulah on Baiyuna river. Of Rupees 24-4-0 under the head 
Shrotriem Jody, Rupees 24 is the Jody of Fusly 1275 on an Inam in the Agraharum. village of 
Ayyavaripolavarum, in the Yemagudem Talook, which Inam was long since resumed by Govern- 
ment, and sanction for writing off the Accounts ; the remaining 4 Annas was applied for in Fusly 
1277 by the Head Assistant Collector. Of Rupees 134-6-0 under Ryotwar, Rupees lO-ll-O, was 
recommended for remission in last year. Rupees 54-12-4 are due by deceased ryots and paupers 
who left no property, and the remaining Rupees 68-14-8 is excess demand. 

Of Rupees 137-14-0 under the head ** Miscellaneous," Rupees 47-11-0 is due from paupers, the 
remainder being excess demand. 

I have, therefore, the honor to request you will be good enough to obtain the sanction of 
Government to write off the whole irrecoverable balance of Rupees 1,246-15-10, particularized 
above. 

18. Processes under Act II. of 1864 were issued for the collection of an arrear of Rupees 
7,032 due by 202 ryots in 84 villages, and property to the value of Rupees 4,818 was actually 
brought under attachment. Of this, property to the value of Rupees 1,043 only was sold for 
Rupees 1,047. 

19. None of the public servants acquired landed property in the year under report. 

20. The Village Accounts were examined by the Huzoor and Talook Establishments and 
found to be generally correct. The mistakes found were pointed out to the Gumums for their 
guidance. The Talook Accounts were examined by myself, as directed in Standing Circular No. Y. 
of 1864, and the slight inaccuracies noted by me were then and there pointed out to the Tahsil- 
dars for their information. 

VaooinatioD. 21. No persons were vaccinated by the 

Dresser attached to my Office, the lymph with 
which he had been supplied being old and anfit for use. 

22. I was well satisfied with the conduct of the servants generally, Eoti Subba Row my 
Sheristadar gave me entire satisfaction, he has since been promoted. 

Samineni Oopala Row, the Acting Tahsildar of Peddapur, proved himself thoroughly conver- 
sant with his talook and the people, and has their entire confidence. Pharriharam Venkata 
Ranga Charlu, the Tahsildar of Rajahmundry, has a thorough knowledge of his talook and has 
performed his work to my satisfaction. 

Pattri Subba Row, the Tahsildar of Yemagudem, lacks energy and was not so well acquainted 
with his talook as he ought to be, but this may have been owing^to his newness to the post.

I HAVE the honor to submit the Jummah- 
bundy Report of the Kistna District for Fusly 
1278, together with the usual Statements. 

2. The subjoined is an abstract of State- 
ment No. 1, showing where and by whom the

^"•^■- 4. Tn the Masnlipatam portion of the dis- 

trict in which the new settlement has been intro- 
duced, new puttahs were given to all the ryots, in accordance with the form received with the 
Board's Circular Memorandum, No, 1,206, dated 8rd December 1866. In the Guntoor portion, 
however, the old form received with the Board's Proceedings, dated 22nd March 1866, was retain- 
ed, agreeably to the Board's Proceedings, No. 8,013, dated 12th November 1868. 

Changes in the tenure of vniages. 5. ^ Statement showing the number and 

tenures of villages in the district is entered in 
the margin. The village of Chanubanda and the 
Mootah of Vissannapetta consisting of 14 villages 
having been assigned to Zemindars, agreeably to 
the Orders of Government, ^ated 3rd February 
lh68. No. 297, and 23rd August 1869, No. 
1,011, respectively, there appears a decrease of 
15 under ryotwary. 

6. The fall of rain during the year under 
report, is entered in the margin. It will be 
observed that there was a copious fall during 
the months of June and July and the season 
appeared to be extremely promising, so much so, 
that people thought that it was the first good 
year after a score of bad seasons, but they were 
somewhat disappointed. The rain-fall in August 
and September was partial and scanty, and in 
October when it was most wanted, it almost 
failed. The consequence was a partial failure 
of Velavadam, Jilma and Badama (black paddy 
crops). Jonna suffered from excess of rain and 
flood in the commencement of the season, but 
the small quantity that fell from October was 
good for that crop. 

7. The wet crop was on the whole pretty good though it suffered from floods here and there 
in August, and from drought in October and November. 

8. Just SO hours before the great solar Eclipse which occurred on the 1 8th ofAugost 1868, the 
river Kistna rose to an unprecedented height, and inundated several villages along the bank. Much 
property was lost and damaged, but fortunately there was no loss of human life. It was reported 
that boats were used in the streets of the inundated villages for 2 days. The tanks in the DiT^ 
Pergannah in Bunder Talook were all breached by the flood and the young paddy was washed 
away. This was the case in some of the lower villages in the Bepalli Talook also on the other 
side of the river. 

9. The Paddy cultivation under the KoUur lake was much below the average, as the water 
was low in the lake. 

10. Of the Pyra or later crops, Variga which is one of the staple crops of the district, failed 
wherever it was sown late. The early sown Variga, Cotton, Tobacco and Chillies and all the 
pulse crops yielded a fair average. The wind was reported as extremely favorable this year for 
these crops, and made up for the want of rain.

The general health of the district was on the whole good. There was not a single case of 
Cholera in the whole district reported during the year under report. In Fusly 1277, the deaths 
from this disease were 1,390 against 6,641 in Fusly 1276, so that its total disappearance this year, 
concurrently with increased efforts at sanitation, is very satisfactory. Small-pox, however, prevailed 
all over the district, and particularly in the jungle parts in the west. I do not think that the 
present system of vaccination is so satisfactory as the one that preceded this, under which one 
Vaccinator at least was always available in each talook. The vaccination parties now make cir- 
cuits, and when an emergency occurs in any particular locality and the people would be glad to 
resort to vaccination driven by panic, the vaccinator cannot be procured. The number of deaths 
from Fever have considerably decreased, which is attributed to the rains having not been so pro- 
tracted as usual. The damp and moisture of the season is considered to have been a predisposing 
cause of fever in the cold season. There is no marked difference between the two years in other 
causes of mortality. It is satisfactory to observe the number of murders this year, only five as 
against thirteen last year. 

11. The price of Faddy fell in the begin- 
ning of the season when the rain-fall was abun- 
dant^ but rose gradually afterwards ; hence the 
average of 12 months was nearly equal to that of 
last year. The price of Cholum, Cumboo and 
Baggy fell, while that of Horse-gram rose higher 
than in the previous Fusly 1277. The exports 
and imports during the year under report were 
limited, as shown in the margin. 

12. There was no marked difference in wages. The number of Puttah ryots in Fusly 1271 
^s 1,16,688 and in Fusly 1276, 1,52,064, the increase being 86,376. As the number of ryots 
holding land increases, the number of those who live by labor decreases proportionately, and they 
demand better wages. The Department Public Works are every day finding it harder to obtain 
labor. The pauper holder of a fraction of land earns enough to keep body and soul together 
and thinks it infra dig to work for hire. The increase in the number of Futtahdars is not in 
proportion to the increasing prosperity of a district.

14. The extent of land held by ryots in 
the beginning of the year was acres 16,29,375,* 
paying an assessment of Rupees 31,10,539-15-1, 
of which acres 81,729, paying Rs. 2,51,414-11-11 
were relinquished and acres 65,323 paying Bu*^ 
pees 1,39,311-2-8 were taken up during the 
year under report, the net decrease being acres 
16,406, paying Rupees 1,12,103 1 in wet lands, 
chiefly in the talooks noted in the margin. X

15. The largest decrease by relinquishments is in Gudiwada Talook, and is ascribed partly 
to the deterioration of soil by Chavudu or the efflorescence of salt to the surface, to the insuffi- 
cient supply of water in the channels, but chiefly to the enhancement of wet rates by the introduc- 
lion of the new settlement. The present water rate alone is greater than the whole consolidated 
wet assessment under the joint rents. So large an enhancement of these sists suddenly in Fusly 
1276 has led to an enormous relinquishment of land last year. The relinquishments in Repalli 
are ascribed to the increase of Chavudu and to the insufficient supply of water in the channels. 
The branch channels have been extended too fast and more land has been taken up than it has 
been found possible to irrigate properly. Efforts are now being made to increase the width of the 
main channels as fast as possible, but considerable disappointment has been entailed and disputes 
engendered by the mistake that has been made. In Bapatla Talook a large extent of Fada or 
swamp land was taken up for cultivation prematurely, in the expectation that channels would be 
dug immediately to irrigate the same ; but as the excavation of the channels was postponed, the ryots 
were compelled to give up the lands, to secure which, in the immediate prospect of irrigation being 
supplied, there had been much competition. During the Fusly 1278, the Mootah of Vissannapetta 
was made over to the Zemindar, hence the decrease here is merely nominal. In the talook of 
Bunder, the relinquishments are due again to the inadequate supply of Anient water for irrigation* 
Lands have been taken up faster than the means of irrigation could be supplied. 

16. In consequence of this large amount of relinquishments, the total amount of waste charged 

and remitted was considerably less than in the 
previous Fusly 1277, as noted in the margin. 
The dry waste remitted is insignificant. The 
wet waste was chiefly in Bunder and Bapatla 
Talooks. In the former, the inundation of the 
river on the 18th of August breached the tanks 
in Divi Fergannah, which are entirely dependant 
on the freshes of the river. In Bapatla and 

other talooks, the chief cause for the remission of the waste was the inadequate supply of water, A 
quantity of land converted from dry into wet has been certified this year by the Department Public 
Works to be at too high a level to be irrigated, and yet some of the land has been charged water 
rate or wet assessment in past years. « 

17. The total waste charged was^Dry Rupees 1,96,780, and Wet Rupees 25,862, total Bu- 
pees 2,22,600, most part of which was in respect of grazing lands. 

18. The actual cultivation in the district 
is noted in the margin^ compared with the pre- 
vious year. 

19. There was no second crop cultivation, 
nor any additional assessment in tiie ourr^it 
Fusly 1278. 

20. As directed in the Board's Proceed- 
ings, No. 517, dated 20th May 1869, the Water

tax entered in colamn 61 of Statement No. 3, Rupees 2,60,559^ contains the tax both on dry lands 
converted into wet and on dry crops watered. 

21 . The entire demand of road cess in the district was Rupees 1,41, 165-3-0, being an increase 
of Rupees 55,960 on the previous Fusly 1277, which is due to certain Inamsand Zemindary estates 
having been finally settled in the year under report. It is hardly necessary to remark, that this 
cess will do and is doing much to develop the prosperity of the district by affording to the agri- 
cultural classes greater facilities of transport and easier access to markets. In the matter of roads, 
the Kistna has hitherto been exceedingly backward. This cess, however, is most unpopular, 
especially among the Inamdars, who complain grievously that their Inams, which were so long 
enjoyed free of taxation, have been burdened first of all with quit-rent and now with road oess in 
addition. 

22. In the Meerahs to village serrants, 
there is a decrease as noted in the margin, % 
which is owing to the exclusion of emoluments

23. The Land Revenue Beriz of the district is Rupees 29, 11 , 3 i 0. To this the sum of Rupees 
3,09,739 being added on account of Miscellaneous items, the total Ryotwary Beriz becomes Ru- 
pees 32,21,069-10-3, (vide column 61 of No. 3.) 

EnoioBore A. in No. 8. 24'. It will be observed from this account 

that the dry lands relinquished were Acres 
47,019, paying Rupees 61,727 and those taken up were Acres 62,451, paying Rupees 69,244, the 
net increase being acres 5,432 paying Rupees 7,517 which is ascribable to the abundant fall of rain 
in the early part of the season. In wet lands the relinquishments reached acres 34,710, paying 
Rupees 1,87,687, while the extension of lands taken up was only acres 12,872, paying Rupees 
70,067; the decrease being Rupees 1,19,620, hence the net decrease in the wet of Rupees 
1,12,103 the causes of which have been explained in paragraph 15 above. 

Enciotnre B. in No. 8. 25. There is no Sugar-cane cultivation in 

this district. The extent of land cultivated with 
Cotton was acres 191,795, against acres 2:^,567 
in Fusly 1277 ; the cause of decrease was due to 
heavy rains in the early part of the season which 
induced the ryots to cultivate Punassa crops in 
Cotton lands. 

The cultivation of Indigo increased as noted 
in the margin. The price of this article like 
that of Cotton, is rising. 

27. No lands were held on progressive 
Cowle during Fusly 1278. In the western parts 
of Erosur, Vlnukonda and Rajapetta Talooks which are now waste and infested by wild beasts, 
there are good arable lands. Liberal Cowles would probably attract enterprizing ryots to clear 
these jungles containing brushwood and bring the lands under the plough, but I would strongly 
deprecate the destruction of any forests or jungles, now that the demand for timber and firewood 
is so largely increasing. All our jungle reserves should be strictly conserved. 

28. The principal sources of irrigation in this district are the Kistna, the Koller Lak^, the 
tanks in uplands, and the hill streams. The area occupied and cultivated under each of these 
sources, is entered in the subjoined Statement.

StetementKo.4. 80. Remissions were 

granted in strict con- 
formity with the Board's Order, No. 7,009, dated 
1st November 1865, after fnll inquiry by the 
Settling Officers at Jummahbundy. In cases of 
disputes about the supply of water, the Officers of the Public Works Department were consulted, 
and the information which they offered was extremely valuable and tended to lighten the work of 
Jummahbundy. In the * * occasional'' remissions or those granted at the Jummahbundy with 
reference to the state of the season, there is a decrease of Rupees 20,969, while in the ** usual" 
remissions there is an increase of Rupees 5,377. The net decrease is Rupees 15,592. 

Shamiiat Hunger. 31. Under this head the remission granted 

was Rupees 11,637-10-7 against Rupees 
]4,26i-15-l in Fusly 1277, the decrease being Rupees 2,627. In some of the lower villages of the 
Repalli Talook, the young Faddy plants were washed away by the inundation of the river on the 
, 18th of August. The ryots were obliged to purchase fresh paddy plants and to cultivate only parts 
of fields. In the upland talooks, some of the tanks did not get a sufficient supply from failure of 
riuns ; hence the lands under them were entirely left waste, but dry assessment was charged on 
them in consequence of the ryots having made use of the pasture ; therefore the remission granted 
is entered under this head. 

BhhrU 32. There is an increase in this item of 

Rupees 4,640, as shown in the margin. This 
remission was granted for large tracts in the 
Western Talooks. Some of the tanks must fill 
twice or three times to bring the crops to 
maturity. The failure of rain from October was 
the cause of total loss of crops. 

33. There is a decrease under this item of 
Rupees 7,410, as noted in the margin. This was 
chiefly granted in Repalli and Bapatla Talooks. 
In the former the inundation of the river alluded 
to above, and in the latter the heavy rain in 
September damaged the crops to a large extent. 

34. There is an increase under these heads 
of Rupees 404 on the preceding year, owing to 

the heavy rains in August and September, which injured the crops.

this head is due to the deaths of certain of the 
privileged recipients.

In some talooks, printed forms 
were not supplied for all Village Accounts and as the District Press is heavily worked and has a 
very insufficient supply of type, I have availed myself of the Board's orders to pend the forms to bo 
printed in the Penitentiary Press. 

Lands acquired by Pubiio Servants. 81. A Statement giving full information 

on this subject, is herewith jBdbmitted, 
Sabordinate Officers. The officers in this district have all been 

repeatedly changed in the course of the past year, 
which is disadvantageous for the interests of the district. During the former part of the year the 
duties of Sherishtadar were conducted by Turga Narsingam with much credit to himself. Subse- 
quently, the permanent incumbent of the post, Dinavahi Parushothamaya Garu, who had been 
acting as Treasiflry Deputy Collector for about a year and a half, returned to the office of Sherishtadar. 
This officer's merits have been frequently brought to the notice of the Board. His duties are 
most efficiently discharged, and I trust he may before long be confirmed as a Deputy Collector, for 
which advancement he has been repeatedly recommended.

14 SETTLEMENT BEPOUT OF 

6. The season opened prosperously, attended with timely and favorable falls of ridn in the 
beginning, by which Oidda, Jonna in the Gontoor and Ejrosoor Talooks, and early crops such as 
Sujja, Korra, Ac., in the Division, generally gave a good yield ; but the dry Paddy crops (Vellava- 
dam) in the Guntoor and Erosoor Talooks suffered from the subsequent scanty fall of rain. As 
regards the Bapatia Talook, it is to be observed that the dry paddy crops raised in some parts 
were lost in consequence of flooding by the surplus water of other villages ; the Jonna crop raised 
in the villages bordering on the Eistna river generally gave a good yield, in other parts failure of 
rains caused some loss^ From the same cause the later crops also suffered except in some low 
grounds where standing water was available* 

7. The wet paddy crops raised in the Guntoor and Erosoor Talooks dependant on tank irriga- 
tion suffered to some extent, as the supply of water received into the tanks was insufficient for the 
cultivation, and in some coast villages of Bapatia Talook the wet Faddy crop suffered partly from 
failure of rains and partly through being flooded by the surplus water from the low ground known 

8. This year the freshes in the Eistna were unusually high, and in consequence, some villages 
in Guntoor and Erosoor Talooks were inundated, fortunately unattended with loss of life, although 
a few houses were swept away. As a set off to this injury, the villages have benefitted by the 
deposit of alluvial soil left by the freshes. 

9. The public health suffered from smallpox and fever, while murram and other diseases 
prevailed amongst live stock. 

10. Statement No. 2 will show that the prices of grains in the year under review do not 
exhibit any marked difference from that of last year except in Faddy and Gholum, the price of the 
former rose in sequence of a large exportation, while that of Cholum fell. 
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11. From the marginal Statement, 
it appears that there is an increase in 
cultivation of Acres 997-22, and a 
decrease of Bupees 21,906-7-0 in the 
assessment. This result is due to the 
relinquishment of a considerable extent 
of wet land and to the taking up of a 
much larger extent of dry land than in the 
preceding year. Of the Acres 1 5, 890-23 
entered as relinquished. Acres 2,597-26 
were properly transfers, the absolute 
relinquishments amounting to* Acres 
13,292-37, assessed at Bupees 47, 104-3-0 
to balance which, there were taken up 
Acres 18,139-7, assessed at Rupees 
38,178-1-8. Thus the total Land Re- 
venue demand for the current Fusly was 
(Enclosure A), Rupees 11,86,967-8-3.

This increase being set off against the decrease of Rupees 14,933-14-3, the net decrease 

amounts to Rupees 6, 063-4- 0.

25. Of the unac^justed balance classed as doubtful, a portion appertains to fnams requiring 
settlement by the Inam Commissioner. As regards the remainder, measures will be taken for its 
speedy disposal.

(1.) The Jummahbundy of the Earali Talook was at first proposed to be made by the Acting 
Head Assistant Collector Mr. Enox. But he had to take charge of the Zillah Jail, and as there 
was no other officer available, Mr. Dykes found it necessary to take up the Jummahbundy himself. 
The state of his health prevented him exposing himself to the excessive heat of the Eavali Talook, 
and he selected Isakapalli, a village of the Nellore Talook^ on the sea coast. The requisite exami- 
nation of the accounts was, however, made at Eavali. 

(2.) With this exception, each talook was settled within its own limits. 

(3.) During the year under report, survey areas have been introduced into the Eavali 
Talook. Cumums areas remain in force in only one talook in the principal division, viz-, Udaya- 
giri, and in the three talooks of the sub-division.

I. Rupees 6ii,20(>>13-l were recommended for remission on account of Shavi in the last 
Jummahbundy Report. Rupees 221-8-5 have Mince been collected, the requisite sanction to write it 
off not having been as yet received, the remainder, viz..

On referring to Statement No. 9, the ouly items in which there is 9 large fluctuation, are 

found to be those noted in the margin. The 
6,968 increase under the first of these items is owing

5. In consequence of the almost complete 
failure of the north-eaet monsoon, the past 
fdsly cannot be said to haye been a fayorablo one, though tiie abundant supply of rain brought 
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by the south-west monsoon in the early part of the fusly, and the circumstances of the previous 
year, kept down the prices of grain of all kinds. In consequence of the want of rain in the 
months of December, January and February, the dry crops that had been put down in October 
and November gave a very deficient yield, while the wet crops were almost entirely lost throughout 
the Sub-Division. The latter, however, are not cultivated to any very great extent in these parts. 
As regards the south-west monsoon, a reference to the accompanying Table shows that the fall 
of rain in Fusly 1278 was about half as much again as that in Fusly 1277, while the rain brought 
by the north-east monsoon during 1278, was but a third of that which fell during the north- 
east monsoon in 1277. Altogether the rain-fall of 1278 seems to be in proportion to that of 1277 
as 5 to 6. In the Kandukur Talook taken alone, the difierence was as 3 to 4.

No remission has been given for dry waste; this generally consists of land reserved for pasturage. 
As regards partial waste on wet lands, I had adopted 10 acres as the minimum extent for which 
remisfflon on part waste would be granted, thus acting on Mr. Boswell's letter, No. 592, dated 27th 
Febraary 1868, but subsequently on the receipt of Mr. Dyke's letter. No. 397, dated 27th February 
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1869, informing me that he had taken 4 acres as his standard, I conformed to Mr. Djke*s instruc- 
tions. This, however, I could do only in respect of the Ongole and Eanigiri Talooks, for the settle- 
ment of the Eandukur Talook had now been almost completed on the principles laid down by the 
late Acting Collector, but as it appeared to me that the circumstances of five villages of the 
Eandukur Talook already settled were such as particularly to call for the measure of relief proposed 
by Mr, Dykes, I recommended to you in my letter dated 3rd July, No. 247, that remission be 
granted accordingly. In your docket dated 8th July 1869, No. 1,348, you sanctioned the addi- 
tional remission thus recommended. The increase in the amount of remission on waste as com- 
pared with that of last year is entirely due to the failure of the north-east monsoon. The usual 
remission of Rupees 48 was made on account of the salary of the Moonsiff of Timmanapalem and 
other villages in conformity with the custom of the Eistna District, for which these villages were 
transferred. Remission of Rupees 16,131 has been granted for perished crops (shavi) this year. 
The increase under this head is chiefly in the Eandukur Talook. In the Ongole Talook, a furthe^ 
sum of Rupees 2,954 (including russums and road fund) has to be remitted. This was not entered 
in the accounts, as delay took place in the receipt of particulars, owing to the absence of the Tah- 
sildar on lease. 

Cultivation of special products. 11. The Sugar-cane cultivation which is 

still confined to the Eanigiri Talook has slightly 
decreased. The annexed Statement shows the cultivation of Cotton which is also on a reduced 
scale this year, in consequence, I am told, of a fall in prices. Indigo cultivation has considerably 
increased ; there is, I am informed, a larger demand than before.

The increase under ryotwar is confined to Ongole Talook only, as stated in paragraph 8 of 
this report. The decrease in Elandukur and Eanigiri Talook is owing almost entirely to the remis- 
sion on wet lands given in the Kandukur Talook. The increase under Land Bevenue miscellaneous

Demand, Collection and Balance of revenue. 13. The Subjoined Statement shoWS the 

Demand, Collection and Balance of revenue for 
Fusly 1278. The outstanding balance on Byotwary holdings on Slst July is in excess of that on 
the same date last year. The increased occupation of land in the Ongole Talook, as well as the 
comparatively low prices of grains, seem to be the cause. From the balance, a deduction has to 
be made for remission granted on account of withered crops subsequently to the close of the Jum- 
mahbundy. This amounts to Bupees 2,954, and I request sanction to write it off. Orders have 
been issued to the Tahsildars to take the necessary steps for the speedy collection of the remainder 
Bupees 253, arrears on Abkarry due by the late renters will be recovered from the money deposited 
by them, and Bupees ei-S arrears on License-tax will be recovered from the defaulters according 
to the provisions of the Act*

ings, No. 5,642, dated 4th August 1869, I have 
occasioaally injected the Rain -gauges at the various stations. I regret to say tha6 1 have generallj 
found them to be kept with little regard to accuracy in the record of results, and I am inclined to 
believe that they are, for any scientific purpose, utterly unreliable. For a Jummahbundy Beport* 
where absolute exactness in these matters is not necessary, and where the general account of the 
rain-fall is as a rule tested by the writer's own observations, the registers are useful enough, for in 
the long run, errors in excess or defect may be left to rectify each other. However, I am new 
calling particular attention to this subject, whenever I am out on circuit, and as improved gauges 
have been lately supplied, I hope the Returns will be correctly prepared in future. But I have 
little confidence that this will be so, for in accounts of this kind, absolute dependence must be 
placed op the persons keeping them, and though we n^ight be willing to trust an officer in the 
position of Tahsildar, the Tahsildar is frequently absent from his Head-quarters when the charge 
necessarily devolves upon one of his subordinates, who in his turq, deputes a peon to the work. 

▲bmoM of Sab-Coiieotor from Sab-Divisioiu 22. I have during the year been absent 

firom the Sub-division on some half dozen occa- 
sions. On each of such occasions my visit hasjnvariably been to Nellore on duty, and has never 
exceeded 3 or 4 days, except when I went in for the Nellore Cattle Show and to take charge of the 
district during Mr. Dyke's absence at Madras ; on the former occasion, I was in Nellore for a fort- 
night, on the latter, for nearly a month.

has not yet been received notwithstanding

Puttahs. 4. The total number of puttahs in the 

district is 1,36,620, which is in excess of the 
number held in the preceding Fusly by 119; 92,698 fresh puttahs were issued and 8,482 old 
puttahs modified, leaving 35,440 puttahs unaltered. The enhanced issue of puttahs is due to the 
pubstitution of the pew form for the old— TWe Bpard's Circular Memprandum, dated 3rd 
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December 1866, No. 1,206, The new receipt books will, I am of opinion, save many a ryot 
paying his kist twice over, and the introduction of a more durable form of puttah is likewise a 
great improvement. 

Sauon. 5. The year was more favorable to the 

district than any in the last decade. Copious and 
seasonable rain fell during the year, and the rivers, tanks» and wells generally received a full 
supply of water. The exceptioiis ofcdurirfed pHhcipallJ ift th^ Sub-dif ision, tod will be noticed below 
under the head of Waste remitted. Both the Mungary (early) and Hingary (late) crops gave a 
good return and compensated the ryots for the loss they sustained in the two preceding years.

Fusly 1277 the returns of the year under review 
show that 1,188 persons succumbed to this malady. There were fewer cases of fever, but the 
number of deaths from this cause was no less than 8|845, being in excesis of last year's returns by 
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1,012, as will be teen from the subjoined statement. I think that the preTalence of this disease 
in this district and its fatal effects ought specially to engage the attention of the Sanitary Commis- 
sioner. All classes suffer from it, and hardly any locality is wholly free from it : —

7. The cattle disease, especially that form of it known as " Moosararogam," was very fatal 
in its effects during the year. Of S,7T0 head of cattle attacked no less than 2, 199 died. Medicines 
supplied by Mr. Thacker were widely distributed, and no pains were spared to instruct the ryots in 
the use of the remedies and the treatment of their animals ; but I am inclined to think that in many 
instances these instructions were neglected, and without some special measures, such as were recom- 
mended by me in a separate report being adopted, I am certain that the benevolent intentions of 
Government have not a chance of being carried out, so ignorant are the ryots of the Ceded Districts, 
and if not blind to their own interests in many instances so careless of them. 

Piioeg of Grain. 8. Owing to the favorable season the prices 

of grain fell very much indeed, as will be seen 
from Statement No. 2. 

Holdings, 9. statement No. 3 shows the Ryots' 

holdings, cultivation, and the net beriz of the 
Fufily. Enclosure A. of the Statement ^hows the holdings at ike commencement of the Fusly and 
the subsequent alterations, the waste remitted and charged, and the extent of actual cultivation, 
exhibiting a net increase over Fusly 1^77 of Acres 30, 129, and a net decrease in the iissessment of 
Bupees 8,561, or about tths per oent. on the assessment of Fusly 1277 ; this is attributable to the land 
newly taken up bearing a lighter assessment than that relinquished. This, in my opinion, is owing 
not to the land given up being too highly assessed, but rather to an imperfect classification of the 
BoH, a defect which will be remedied when ihe operations of the Settlement Department are extended 
to thb district. In the wet lands there was a net decrease of 1,357 Acres, assessed at Bs. 5, lOG. 

Lands reUnqnislied. 10. Under the head Lands relinquished 

there is a net increase of 20,255 Acres, assessed 
at Bupees 14,449, in dry land, and a net decrease 
of 568 Acres, assessed at Bopees S,59l, in the 
wet lands as shown in the marginal statement. 
In the talook of Dhurmaveram of the Sub-divi- 
sion a reduction of well land assessment, to the 
extent of Bupees 33-3-0, was made under the 
sanction of Government, conveyed in their Order, 
No. 581, of 6th April 1864, embodied in Board's 
Proceedings, No. 2,247, of the 1 3th idem. These 
cases were disposed of by the Acting Sub-Col- 
lector when brought to his notice at the annual settlement.

19. The Statement No. 4 includes the 
particulars of remission of all kinds, amounting 
to Rupees 12,150-11-4. In last year this 
account shows a remission of Rupees 79, 700-8-3, 
of which Rupees 60,83 1 and 10;265 were granted 
in consequence of failure of crops and on lands 
let on cowle which have been fully charged this 
year ; hence the decrease under this head.

This is attributable to the enfranchisement during the year of two 
villages in the Madakserah Talook. There are neither Zemindaries nor Mootahs in this district.

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23. The increase of Rupees 1.73,641, nearly eight per cent, on last year's demand of Land 
Reyenue, is chiefly under Ryotwar, and is owing to a larger extent of wet land having been culti- 
vated in consequence of a better water supply. The large decrease under the item of Abkarry 
has been explained ; the falling off of the demand under License Tax is accounted for as follows : — 
Under Act XXL of 18G7 the rates were higher than under Act IX. of 1868. Under the former 
Act incomes above Rupees 200 and less than Rupees 500 were liable, whilst under the latter no 
incomes below Rupees 500 were so. In 1867 all Government servants were assessed rateably, 
whereas in 1868 a special rate of one per cent, was fixed on oflicial incomes. The decrease under 
the item of Salt is, it is believed, due to an increased importation of sea salt into the district. The 
increase in the revenue from Stamps does not seem to call for any special remark. 

ComparatiYe ooUeotioDs. 24; As required in paragraph 9 of the 

Board's Circular Memorandum above referred to

The balance due under Land Bevenue is made up of the arrears for eight Fuslies. Of this amount 
Bupees 6,654 are due in the Baidrug Talook for Fusly 1277, and it is known that Mr. Wedderbum, 
under the special sanction conveyed in the Board's Proceedings, intended to have granted large 
remissions in this talook, but was prevented doing so owing to the Tahsildar then in charge of the 
talook having failed to hold any azmajsh. Hence the large balance of arrears against this talook, 
which would certainly not have appeared in iixe accounts had my predecessor been in a position 
to grant the remissions specially sanctioned in consequence of the previous disastrous years. The 
matter not having been disposed of at the settlement of the year in which the balance accrued the 
only alternative is to include the amount in the list of the irrecoverable balances which has now 
been done.

34. I regret to state that the manner in which the Talook and Village accounts are kept is by 
no means satisfactory. In one village, in the Eudlighi Talook, I found the daily collections account 
blank for the whole year. In the Hospett Talook, in Statement No. 5, Appendix C, wbich I examined 
in April, the balance was not once shown since the settlement. In Alur frauds carried on for 
a series of years showed that the entries in the cash Chittah had never been verified by the Sheris- 
tadar, who had signed his name as a matter of form merely to each day's account, owing to which 
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tlie Nilgadjr Goomastafa and Slirof sneeeeded in appropriating irofDe tLapeei 8,000 and odd at 
diflfeirent time's before thej Tfere found out. I have done my best to remedy this state of things, 
and on my departure from the district I doubt not that it will engage the attention of mj 
successor. l!he early issue of the new Manual is much to be desired, as many of the forms in the 
old one have been superseded.

The settlement was conducted at Gusbah Dhurmaveram only on account of the sickness of the 
Talook Sheristadar, which rendered it necessary for the Tahsildar to remain at head quarters. 
Mr. Sharp had previously made arrangements for distributing puttahs at Fairoor and Caliandroog. 
The necessity of meeting an ofiicer of the Mysore Revenue Survey for the settlement of boundary 
disputes was the reason why settlement was made in only two places in the Hindoopoor and 
Pengondah Talooks. The death of the Tahsildar of Madakserah made it impossible for the Sheris- 
tadar to leave the Cusbah, and the settlement of the talook was, therefore^ conducted at the Gusbah. 

S. I n the five talooks of the Sub-division there are 7 1 villages, with 1 ,048 hamlets. Of these 
villages 607 are ryotwary, and the remaining 103 are held on permanent quit-rent and Inam tenure. 
Last Fusly there were 609 ryotwar villages, but in the Fusly under report two shrotriem villages in 
the Madakserah Talook were enfranchised by the Inam Gommissioner, and have been added to the 
number of villages assessed with permanent quit-rent.

SETTLEMENT REPORT OF 



The decrease of Shrotriem remission is the resuU of the enfranchisement of the two shrotriem 
villages in the Madakserah Talook where ashrofriem remission was allowed when they were under 
rjotwar system. 

The increase of cultivation of lands on which remission of Kuttoogutta, etc., were allowed is the 
cause of the increase in the small amount of remission under this head. 

Last year remission of 24 Bupees was granted in excess to a Reddy in Dhurmaveram Talook, 
whose Inam was left waste so as to make up the proper amount of emoluments for his service. 
It was disallowed this year, his Inam having been cultivated.

In previous Fuslies exorbitant amounts were bid for the farms and the consequence was that 
the contractors were unable to pay the kists, and the uncollected arrears had to be written off. 
These years more moderate and safer amounts were bid. The decrease under the head of License 
Tax is owing to the difference of rates imposed by Act XXI. of 1867, and Act IX. of 1868. 

The item of Rupees 3 for Income Tax was collected under Act IX. of 1 869, and is a deduction 
made from a pension in the Anantapoor and Pengondah Taloo'<s for the months of May and June. 
Collections under this Act are only just commencing, chiefly because copies of the Act have only 
just been supplied. 

Under Salt there is a decrease. * 

The revenue derived from Stamps always fluctuates to some extent. In this year the prices 
realised by the sale of crops above the average enabled the ryots to discharge their debts without 
putting their creditors to the trouble of a Civil suit. In good years there is less litigation and 
consequently less demand for stamp papers than in less favorable ones.

The decrease under the 2nd and 3rd heads was caused by a failure of the mangoe crop and 
other fruit-bearing trees ; less amounts were, therefore, bid. No explanation is given why the 
]}abool trees sold less. 

The increase under the 5th head is partly owing to the increase of cultivation, but chiefly to 
other causes. The assessment which had been collected on lands which had been irregularly 
cultivated without filing a proper durkhast Mr. Sharp ordered to be credited to the head of Sevoy 

Jummah or Land Revenue, Miscellaneous. As a 
sort of punishment to the ryots he imposed double 
rates of assessment on these lands. For this 
reason the produce of some of these lands was 
1,214 attached and sold. The increase under this head 

is Rupees 1|214, particularized in the margin, 

The decrease under No. 6 head shows that fewer instances of concealed cultivation have been 
detected. 

The entries under No« 9 are necessarily of a fluctuating character. More fines seem to have 
been imposed in this year. 

The increase under No, 13 is owing to Jody being credited under its proper head instead of 
under Quit-rent on Inams as was the case last year. 

The increase under Nos. 14 and 15 is due to the increase of cultivation. 

The decrease under No. 16 is caused by the fact that several Bbfttwarti Inams have been sol4 
for arrears of revenue in consequence of the failure of the Inamdars to pay quit-rent. 
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Under head No. 22 is credited the receipt from the sale of Fattah books. None were sold in 
Fusly 1277.

Rupees 80,585 have still to be collected, and Rupees 7,154 are irrecoverable. Rupees 5,053 of 
this last sum is the Jody fixed on the Inam of village servants which cannot be collected^ the Jody 
imposed being so heavy. The remaining Rupees .2,101 is irrecoverable from poverty and other 
causes. In some instances also Mr. Sharp imposed an excessive water tax, and then reduced it, 
ordering the difference to be entered at Khatla. These items are accordingly included in the 
account.

ymagw at wbioh the settlement was made. ^ 2. Statement No. 1 shows the places at 

which, and fche names of the several officers by 
whom, the Jummahbundy was conducted in each talook. Three talooks were settled by myself 
and three by the Acting Sub-Collector. The Acting Head Assistant, and the Deputy Collector on 
general duty, each settled three and two talooks respectively; the places of settlement being more 
than one in each talook, thereby affording the ryots every facility of access to the Settlement Officer. 
The Jummahbundy was commenced by me on the 15th January last, and was finidied by myself at 
Yoilpaud, in the talook of that name, on the 16th May 1869. 

3. In the year under report 1,51,752 puttahs were issued, being 862 puttahs in excess of 
those issued in Fusly 1277, as shown below. The increase is chiefly owing to the extension of the 
area of cultivation, and partly to the transfer of lands:—

9. The season was, on the whole, a favor- 
able one. Although, as may be seen from the 
marginal Memorandum, the rain-fall was slight- 
ly less than in Fusly 1277, it was more season- 
able and enabled the ryots to put down their 
Mungary crops in May and June, such as sujjalu, 
aricalu, jonna, corralu, and raggy> etc. 

10. The out-turn of the Hingary crops of 
white jonna, cotton, corra, and horse-gram, etc., 
sown in September and October, was above the 
average in places where there was sufficient 
and seasonable rain-fall, but scantier where 
moisture was deficient in subsequent months. 
The mouths of December, January, and February 
were perfectly dry. 

11. The out-turn of the irrigated crops was in some instances poor, owiug to some of the 
tanks in the talooks of Budwell, Sidhout, and Fullampet having received but a partial supply. 

Bain BegiBter. 12. The accuracy of the rain registers kept 

in the talooks does not appear to be open to 
question generally. The Tahsildars in most talooks, I think, understand the management of 
the rain gauges. No opportunity is lost of impressing on them the great importance of accurate 
measurement. One Tahsildar returned the rain-fall as> five inches instead of five tenths. This 
mistake was corrected. The instructions conveyed in paragraph 4 of Board's Proceedings, No. 5,642, 
dated 4th August 1868, will be attended to in the current Fusly, (1279.)

13. There were 155 fatal cases of cholera 
during the Fusly year, but fever and small-pox 
of a virulent type prevailed throughout the dis- 
trict, 20,313 having succumbed to these dis- 
eases. In the margin is shown the increase 
of mortality over that in the preceding year* 

14. Medicines were liberally administered, 
and there is reason to believe with considera- 
ble beneficial effect. 

15. The health report of the district has already been separately submitted, together with a 
statement showing the ratio of mortality to the population^ as called for in Board's Proceedings, 
Ko. 4,407, dated the 15th June 1868. 

16. Murrain or saruku prevailed amongst 
cattle mostly in the talooks of Cuddapah, Mada- 
napuUy, Eadiri, and Froddatur. The mortality 
was much less than in the preceding year, as 
shown in the margin. 

17. Statement No. 2 exhibits a marked 
fall in prices as compared with those obtaining 

in the preceding Fusly. Indeed, with the exception of that of paddy, prices, were much lower 
than the averages of the last ten years« as will be seen from the comparative abstract of prices below 
the statement 

18. This favorable circumstance is attributable to the improved out-turn of both the dry 
and wet crops, also to a comparatively less demand from without the district, owing to the season 
having been more favorable in the adjoining districts idso. 

ityottf* Hoidingfl. 19. Statement No. 3 shows the ryots' 

holdings, cultivation, and net demand of the 
Fusly. Enclosure A. of this statement exhibits the holdings at the beginning of the year, and the 
subsequent alterations therein, Hxe waste remitted and charged, and the extent of actual cultiva- 
tion. 

20. The subjoined comparative abstract of cultivation shows a net increase over Fusly 1277 
of Acres 27,301, with an assessment of Rupees 77,639, or over 4 per cent, on the total assessment 
of Fusly 1277, namely, 17,93,834.

SETTLEMENT REPORT OF 



21. The increase in the extent is chiefly owing to lands newly taken up on dnrkhast, and to 
transfers of lands, etc., as may be seen from Enclosare A. in No. 3; but the net decrease of Ru- 
pees 12,029 is chiefly attributable to the reduction of Rupees 16,635-7-8 from the demand on dry 
lands irrigated by private wells, sanctioned in Board's Proceedings, No. 6,301, dated 4th Septem- 
ber 1868, and approved by Government in their Order, No. 1,836, under date the 29th June 1869, 
Revenue Department. 

Waste BemiiaionB. 22. The extent left waste during the year 

under report was 72,073 Acres, assessed at Ru- 
pees 1,87,138, from the total holdings of 13,17,677 Acres, assessed at Rupees 18,06,245; the per 
centage of waste being about 7^, of which the amount of waste remitted was Rupees 99,620, or 
69,979 Rupees less than in the preceding year. 

Stanc&ig Ciroidar Ovder, No. 187. 23. The remissions were large in the four 

talooks of the sub-division, owing to a failure 
of water in the tanks, etc. They were granted under the rules of 1st November 1865. 

24. The annexed Memorandum shows the remissions granted under circumstances beyond 
the control of the ryots during the past five Fuslies: —

From this it may be seen that the dry waste charged was on account of lands left waste or 
fallow either by litigation, neglect, or for pasturage, etc., and that the wet waste charged was 
on account of lands which inquiry at the settlement proved to have been left waste through care- 
lessness, though the tanks and channels under which they are situated received a sufficient supply 
of water. 

27. Under Bead cess, imposed under the provision of Act III. of 1866, there is an increase 

of Rupees 2,564, or about 5 per cent, over the 
demand for Fusly 1277, which is owing to the 
charge being made on ryots who had taken up 
fresh lands during the year, and to certain 
cases which escaped notice in the preceding year 
having been brought under the impost in the Fusly under review.

Farticnlars of Remissions. 



33. The particulars of remissions of all 
kinds in comparison with those of the previous 
Fuely are shown in Statement No. 4, The decrease under *'Shamilat Bunger" and *'Shavy" 
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or withered crops, amounting to Bupees 28,026, contrasts favorably with the remissions under 
those heads for the preceding year ; the other variations being slight do not call for any remarks 

Hisoenaneons Item No. 5. 34. Statement No. 5 exhibits the Demand, 

Collection, and Balance on account of Miscel 
laneous items under Land Revenue, corresponding with the figures in the Demand, Collection, and 
Balance Statement for June last. To this statement is appended a separate Memorandum, 
explanatory of the nature and particulars of the settlement of each item, as directed by paragraph 
7 of the Board's Circular quoted above. 

35. The net increase of Rupees 2,058 in the demand under this head over last year is chiefly 

owing to the increase under the two items of 
^'6, Land caltivated but not included in the 
Jummahbundy," and ''52, Assessment on 
C. class lands held by the Railway Company,*' 
enumerated in the body of the Statement No. 5. 
A sum of Rupees 2,690-10-7, being Inam 
TaflFrick, was transferred under Board's Proceed- 
ings, No. 1,121, dated 19th February 1869, to 
the Superintending Engineer. The variations of 
revenue under the other items of the statement 
do not call for remark, the name of each item accounting for the same. 

36. Statement No. 6 shows the Demand, 
Collection, and Balance of Shrotriem Jody vil- 
lages enfranchised by the Inam Commissioner, 
there being no Zemindaries, Mootahs, or Foliputs 
in this district.

The increase of Rupees 88,671 in the totol collections of arrears 9yerla8t year is 
nominal, as the portions of collections of revenue suspeiided during the famine year in the talooks 
of Eadiri and Boyachoty were brought to account in the year under report, while the increase of 
Rupees 2,12,853 over last year, under ''Current collections,** is chiefly due to the season having 
been favorable, and consequently to less remission having been granted during the year. 

40. In furtherance of the Board's instructions, conveyed in the Circular Memorandum, 
No. 689, dated 30th June 1869, a Statement in the prescribed form, of the Talookwar particulars 
of the Demand and Collections of Land and other sources of Revenue, accompanies the Report as an 
enclosure to Statement No. 7. 

statement No. s.—BeTenne Arrears. 41, Statement No. 8 exhibits the Collec- 

tion on account of old balances of all sources of 
Revenue. In column 7 thereof is inserted a balance of Rupees 45,182 at the close of the Fusly 
under report, which was by subsequent collections up to the end of July last reduced to Ru- 
pees 43,602, or about 14 per cent, on the demand. From this balance a sum of Rupees 29,433-6-9 
is recommended for remission as irrecoverable, the Fuslywar particulars of which are shown in 
the subjoined abstract, as directed by the Board in paragraph 8 of their Proceedings, No. 4,345, 
dated 17th June 1869.

48. The decrease of Bapees 608 ander '* Hozoor and Talook EstabKshnientB*' is (chiefly due 
to the salaries of servants on privilege leave being withheld till they rejoin their appointments. The 
decrease of Rupees 535 under *' Saderwafd^' is due to the strict observance of the rules fegolating 
the charges both in the Hu2oor and in Talooks. The decrease of Bupees 2,266 under License Tax 
establishment and refunds do not call for special remarks, as the Act was repealed before the second 
half of the Fusly under review. 

49. The increase of Bupees 615 under *' Medical charges'' is due to the increased scale of 
salaries of the Hospital Assistants attached to the Collectorate, while the increase of Bupees 1,331 
under Stamps is attributable to commissions on large sales of stamps under the discount system^ 
as well as to the duties refunded on stamp certificates of the Civil Courts. 

50. The total charges are in the proportion of 9 per cent, on the gross collections.

7. Since I took charge of the sub-division on the 29th October 1868, I have resided within 
my division except for nineteen days spent at Cuddapah. 

8. The season has, on the whole, been favorable to cultivation, especially to the dry crops 
on which the well-being of the sub-division talooks mainly depends. The following statement 
shows the rain-fall as compared with Fusly 1277. From May till November rain fell in all the 
talooks, and although the tanks were many of them only partially supplied the fall was most 
timely for the dry crops. The increase over the rain-fall of last year was rather over six inches 
on an average of all the talooks:—*

The chief increase in tanks filled, it will be observed, is in the Royachoty talook ; while in 
Madanapully there is a decrease of 14 compared with last Fusly. The rain-fall in these hilly talooks 
is always very partial, and generally comes in heavy showers, which are only local in their effect. 
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10. The average produce of dry and wet crops is given below. The yield was more plenti- 
ful than last year and no blight attacked the crops. Rain fell at seasonable times, both for sowing 
and for maturing the various grains. Prices have been generally much lower, though at the close 
of the Fusly there was a tendency to rise, owing to great quantities of dry grain being exported 
to Chittoor : —

11. The sanitary state of the sub-division was not so good as during the former Fusly. 
Small-pox and fever were very prevalent in all the talooks, and especially in the north of Kadiri 
and the eastern parts of Voilpaud. Medical aid was afforded in both localities it is hoped with 
good effect. The talooks of Kadiri and Royachoty were free from cholera, and that of Madana- 
puUy nearly so. 

In the talook of Voilpaud 1,555 persons were attacked, and 813 died. The disease was 
brought into that talook from Tirupathy. 

In the same talook small-pox was most virulent; the ^deaths having been 885 against 269 in 
the other three talooks. Looking, however, at the filthy condition of the generality of the villages, 
and the quantity of manure and dirt collected round the houses, the only wonder is that so com- 
paratively few persons are carried off by epidemic disease.

There is a decrease in ihe price of all kinds of grain, owing chiefly to the fikrorable nature of 
the season, and also to the increased facilities of import afforded by the Railway to Guddapah 
and thence to the sttb-division. A good deal of the better kinds of grain were imported from 
Guddapah to MadanapuUy, and from Bellaty to Eadiri. 

14. Statement No. 8 exhibits a net inerease of Land rerenne, amounting to Ils.63,369-12-0. 
This is almost entirely due to the better snpply of water. Under the heads of Fasul Jasty 
and Teerwah Jasty the increase is Rapees 10,964. Under the head of MiscellaDeooa 
there is an increaie of Rupees 893'>14-6. This is attribataUe to the more faTorable nature of the 
season, and the consequently inereased prosperity of the ryots. The decrease of remissions, amount* 
ing to Rupees 2,089-4-9, is explained in paragraph 19. 
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18 SETTLEMENT REPORT OF 

The large increase under the head ,of Demand on wet lands. Rupees 49,968, and also of 
Fasul Jasty and Teerwah Jasty is, of course, owing to the increase in the rain- fall. There is only a 
slight increase of Rupees 358 in dry cultivation. 

15. Enclosure A. in Statement No. 3 shows an increase in ryots' holdings of Rupees 358 in 
dry land, and of Rupees 1,089-8-8 in wet land. Dry lands were relinquished to the amount of 
Rupees 9,057, and taken up to the amount of Rupees 9,415; while in wet lands the assessment 
of those relinquished was Rupees 5,430, and of those taken up Rupees 6,520. 

16. Remissions on wet lands amounted to Rupees 84,220-2-4, which shows a decrease of 
Rupees 48,868-9-7 when compared with last f usly. Wet land cultiration amounted to Bu- 
pees 2,96,580-13-2, being an increase of Rupees 54,257-14-4 on that of last year. Dry cultivation 
was Rupees 2,34,097, being Rupees 1.160-6-10 in excess of the previous season. The remissions 
on Shamilat Bunger, or portions of fields left waste, is very small when compared with those of the 
previous Fusly, and amounted only to Rupees 59-11-9. 

The dry land left waste was taxable at Rupees 6,739-6-8 against Rupees 7,511 in last year; 
no remission was granted. Wet land left waste was charged to the amount of Rupees 8,183-9-4, 
being a decrease of Rupees 1,778-3-9 on that charged during last Fusly. 

17. Enclosure B. in Statement No. 3 shows the cultivation of sugar-cane, cotton, and indigo. 
There it a decrease in the cultivation of cotton and sugar-cane, and a slight increase in indigo. 
The decrease of the two former crops is owing to the larger profit obtainable from other crops. 

18. Enclosure C. in Statement No. 3 requires no remark, as the canal does not pass through 
the sub-division. 

19. Statement No. 4 shows the several kinds of remissions. Under the head of Shamilat 
Bunger there is a decreajse of Rupees 2,521-8-4, and no remissions were granted for withered 
crops. There is also a decrease under the head of Wet land cultivated with dry crops, on which 
half the nunjah assessment is charged. Remissions on seed destroyed also shews a slight decrease 
of Rupees 21»1-1. 

20. The increase in Items Nos. 2, 4, 5, and 7 of permanent remission is owing to the cultiva- 
tion having been more extensive. The decrease of Rupees 4-6-10 under Item No. 6 is owing to 
the cultivation having been less. 

The decrease of Rupees 2-9-1 in remission on topes is owing to the conditions under which 
the land was granted not having been complied with. The land was granted for planting a tope^^ 
but the holder subsequently cancelled his application, and the land was fully assessed. 

The pay of Village servants, amounting to] Rupees 68, has been deducted from the beriz of 
the villages concerned, according to the late orders of the Board for this Fusly. 

21. Statement No. 5. — There is a decrease of Rupees 306-8-6 in the current demand under 
the head of Miscellaneous, owing to the transfer of stamps from that head. 

Water tax on Inam lands shows an increase of Rupees 1,005-14-0, and cultivation after Jum-^ 
mahbundy an increase of Rupees 2,327-4-11. This is entirely owing to the larger rain-fall. 

Concealed cultivation shows an increase of Rupees 299-4-3, but I am unable to state whether 
this is owing to increased watchfulness on the part of the Revenue Inspectors, or to greater laznesa 
on the part of the village officials. Several of the latter were punished by fine or suspension. 
There is a large decrease of Rupees 3,876-8-0 in tope rents owing to the fruit trees having failed. 

The item of Maramut Taffrick has been transferred to the Public Works Department, so thai 
no collections are shown under that head. 

There is an increase in the quit-rent and jody payable on Inams of Rupees 2Q9-7-6, owing 
to many having been enfranchised durbg the past year« 
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There is a decrease in tbe over-collections from the ryots of Bapees 206-8-7« owing to many 
Tillage officials having been punished for carelessness in making collections* 

The other items do not appear to call for any particular remark. 

22. Statement No. 6. — ^The namber of permanently settled villages is the same as last year, 
namely, sixty-two. The total demand is Rupees 3-5-8 less than last year, owing to the deduction 
of Moturpha, Quit-rent, in two villages under sanction of Government in their Proceedings, 
No. 2,405, dated 17th September 1868. 

The outstanding balance in these villages is larger this year than last by Bupees 1,399-11-11. 
This is, however, in course of realisation. 

23. Statement No. 7. — ^The balance of the current land revenue up to the end of theFusly 
was Rupees 73,584-6-6, which is Rupees 43,099 less than last year. Subsequent collections up to 
the end of July were Rupees 40,031-12-9. 

The balance is Rupees 33,552-9-9 against Rupees 59,517-10-10 at the same period last year* 
The collections and balance of arrears show an increase this year of Rupees 24,397-13-11. 
This, however, is owing to a large amount of dry remission. Rupees 22,760-10-10, still standing 
as balance in the demand, but which is recommended to be struck off this year. 

There is a decrease of Rupees 394 under Stamps, and of Rupees 474 under License Tax. 
There is an increase under all other heads owing to the season having been favorable.

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In 'yonr letter. No. 124, "dated 30th June 1869, you directed that no further steps should be 
taken for collecting the outstanding balances of the two last kists on dry land in the Boyachoty; 
and Eadiri Talooks, and stated that the order of the late Acting Collector, directing these non- 
collections, must be considered equivalent to an order for remission. At the same time I was^ 
directed to remark on the matter in my Settlement Beport. The reasons for this remission were 
fnlly explained in my predecessor's letters^ No& 17 and 22, dated 26th February, and 6th March 
1868* 

I have now the honor to request that sanction may be obtained for writing off Bupees 
22,760-10-10 as irrecoverable. A sum of Bupees 376-14-3 in Boyachoty, and Bupees 68-8-8 in 
the Eadiri Talook, had been collected out of the sum of Bupees 23,206-1-9 mentioned in your 
letter. The amount of the other items recommended for remission is Bupees 484-0-10, or Bs. 51 
less than the amount recommended last year, 

25. Enclosure A. in Statement No. 8. — ^There is an increase in the number of instances in 
which coercive measures were employed for the collection of arrears. 

There were no sales of moveable or immoveable property in Voilpaud or Eadiri Talooks. The 
value of lands sold in Madanapully was Rupees 274-14-0, compared with Bupees 201-7-0 last year. 

A sum of Bupees 315-10-0 was realised on the moveable and immoveable property of five 
individuals in the same talook. 

26. Statement No. 9. — There is an increase in the gross collections during the last Fusly 
of Bupees 1,47,011-5-5, the cause of which has already been explained. 

The net increase in Disbursements is Bupees 36,122-8-0. This is chiefly due to the disburse- 
ment of the salaries of the Bevenue Settlement Department in the Talooks of Voilpaud and Boya- 
choty. There is also an increase of Bupees 690 in the payment of the Huzoor and Talook Establish- 
ments, owing to the increased salary of the Dresser attached to the sub-division. 

27. Statement No. 10. — ^There are six tanks in the sub-division, having each a combined 
Circar and Inam ayacut exceeding Bupees 3,000. Out of a total Circar ayacut of Bupees 33,461 
only Bupees 10,968 was collected last year, while this year Bupees 20,705 was realised. 

28. Statement No. 11. — No ayacut tanks are given on dry sist 'in this Fusly. The wet 
cultivation under fourteen tanks previously handed over is Bupees 218 against Bupees 87 in last 
year. The rate of Bupees 3 per acre is generally too high to afford a fair profit to the ryots taking 
up the tanks for repairs. The assessment of the ChinaganypuUy tank in the Eadiri Talook was 
erroneously entered last year as Bupees 132. The proper amount, Bupees 170, has now been 
entered.

31. I personally ei^amined many of the Talooks and Village Manual accounts, and found 
them generally kept with fair accuracy. The headings to them are now all printed, and the form» 
furnished to the Curnums, so that there is now nothing for them to do except fill up the various 
columns. The new rain gauges were received in the month of April, and will afford far more' 
Reliable returns of the rain-fall than the old ones. I examined the registers kept in the Madana* 
puUy and Kadiri Talooks, and they appeared generally to be written up with accuracy. A mistake 
was discovered in the Kadiri register, which was, however, promptly rectified. The rain-fall for 
one day was returned as five inches, instead of five-tenths. Every effort is made to impress the 
Tahsildars with the importance of keeping these registers with utmost exactness. 

32. The Tahsildar of Madanapully, N. Appa Row, was transferred at the close of the Fusly 
to Froddatur, owing to his possessing land in this talook. 

The Tahsildar of Kadiri, Vencatachalapathy Naidoo, is an able and active man, and is ther 
only one of the Tahsildars who systematically visits the villages in his range. 

I have found my Sheristadar, H. Kristna Row, of great assistance in examining the accounts, 
and see no reason for not endorsing the favorable opinion expressed regarding his conduct by my 
predecessors.

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I have the honor to sabmit mj Report upon the Bevenae Settlement of the District for Fasly 
1278, (1868-69 J mth the prescribed Statements. 

2. Statement No. 1 shows the places at which the settlement was made, and the period 
occupied in it. The talooks of Sirwell and Eoilkuntla were settled by me. Mr. McCarthy settled 
the Head Assistant's Division, comprising the talooks of Cumbum and Markapur. The talooks 
of Pattikonda and Eamalkota were settled by Deputy Collector Timmappa ; Mr. Turner, the 
Assistant Collector, settled the Nandikotkur talook ; and Deputy Collector Sudersana Bow the 
I^undial Talook. With the exception of (IBIambhalapad) a village in the Bamalkota Talook, the 
Cumum of which failed to appear with his accounts at the time of settlement, and which was in 
consequence settled at Fyapalli in the Pattikonda Talook, all the talooks were settled within their 
respective limits, and at not less than two stations in each. 

3. There have been no variations in the year under report in the number and tenure of 
Tillages.

duction of the new form of puttah into three (Sirwell, STandikotkur, and Nundial) out of the 
eight talooks of the district has swelled the proportion between the old and new puttahs to a great 
extent. The number of new puttahs appearing against the Bamalkota Talook is to be ascribed 
mainly to the introduction into nineteen of its villages of the settlement rates of assessment. The 
issue of fresh puttahs in the remaining talooks was occasioned by large variations in ryots* holdings 

and by transfers. In the three talooks where the new form of puttah was adopted the issue of 

miscellaneous puttahs was avoided.

5. The marginal table gives the parti- 
culars of rain-fall daring the year. The season 
was on the whole decidedly favorable. In 
the six talooks situated to the west of the 
Nallamalla Hills the rain during the south-west 
monsoon was abundant. Nearly all the tanks 
received a full supply, and the yield both of wet 
and dry crops, especially the latter, was large. 
Two tanks, one at Yapadinne and one at Kochervu, in the Ramalkota Talook breached. 
The latter, as I have already explained to the Board, could not be advantageously repaired, and 
regarding the former I have written to the Superintending Engineer for estimates for repairs.

In the two talooks, Cumbum and Markapur, lying to the east of the Nallamalla Hills 
the rains of the north-east monsoon on which they chiefly depend generally failed. A large 
extent of land was either thrown up or left waste, and where cultivation was attempted the crops 
in many places wholly withered. It was, therefore, found necessary, as shown hereafter, to allow 
large remissions on wet holdings,

carried off large numbers. The marginal figures give the particulars of mortality from these causes. 

7. Murrain also prevailed among cattle generally throughout the district, Mr. Thaokerbas 
supplied a great deal of medicine, the efficacy of which appears doubtful, except when administered 
at the premonitory stage of the disease. 

I experience great difficulty in persuading the villagers to segregate the sick cattle, a means 
of prevention to which they appear almost superstitiously adverse to adopt. 

Prices.— Statement No. 2. 8. From the Subjoined comparative abstract 

it will be seen that the prices of grain, especially 
of the dry grains which form the food of the masses, show a marked decrease in comparison with 
those of the last four Fuslics. This is to be ascribed chiefly to the favorable character of the sea- 
son, and in some measure to importations from the Nizam*s territories.

10.: It will be apparent from the above statement that the holdings for the year under report 
exhibit, in comparison with the holdings of the previous year, a net increase of Acres 4,837 in the 
area and a net decrease of Rupees 9,062 in the assessment. Both the increase in the area and thd 
decrease in the assessment is chiefly due to the introduction of the new survey areas, and the set* 
tlement rates of assessment in some of the villages of the talooks of Bamalkota, Kundial, and 
Sirwell. 

Actaai CaltiTatioci and Waste remitted. 11, Of the entire area thus occupied, amount- 

ing to Acres 11,88,894, assessed at Eupees 
12,89,693, the area actually cultivated amounted to Acres 11,57,191, assessed at Eupees 1 2,61,230, 
i3ndAcres31,703,assessedatBupees28,463,. were left waste. Of this latter acreage the asseM- 
ment on Acres 798, amounting to Rupees 5,941, was remitted. The greater portion of thw 
remission was allowed in the Cum bum and Markapur Talooks, where from the deficiency of the 
later rains the tanks failed to afibrd sufiicient water. 

Dry Eemisfiioni. 12. From Enclosure A. to Statement No. 3 

it will be seen that dry remissions were also 
allowed m the Fusly under report, though to a trifling extent. This was granted with the permis- 
sion of the Board* in the Sirwell Talook, where 
♦ Vide Board's Proceedings, dated 27th Januair 186D. 26 acres of land, lying at the foot of the Nalla- 

malla Hills, were left waste from dread of tigers 
in the neighbourhood. 

13, The subjoined abstract, in the form prescribed by the Board in their Circular Memo* 
randam of 14th August 1866, shows the net settlement of the district for Fusly 1278. as eom^ 
pared with that of Fusly 1277. 
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14. The above statement shows a large falling oflf in the amount of the second crop assess- 
ment. This occurs almost entirely in the Cumbum Talook, where the scanty supply in tanks did 
not admit of any second crop cultiyation.

15. There is a net increase of Rupees 752 under Teerwa jasty, or additional assessment. 
The increase is distributed through all the talooks situated to the west of the Nallamalla Hills, 
and is attributable to the favorable character of the season. 

16. The increase of Bupees 4,893, under the head of " Water tax/* is for the most part 
nominal, being simply transferred to this head from under Additional assessment, in consequence 
of the introduction of the settlement rates, whereby a specific water-rate is charged on every acre 
irrigated. 

17. The fluctuations under the remaining heads do not call for remark.

19. The decrease in the extent of cotton cultivation, and the increase in that of indigo, 
cannot be traced to any other cause than the state of the market, with respect to these articles, 
at the commencement of the cultivating season. The falling off in the area of sugar-cane cultiva- 
tion occurs mainly under the Cumbum tank, and is attributable to the short supply of water 
in the talook.

21. In the year under review three ruined tanks, situated in the Pattikonda Talook, have 
been made over to private enterprise. Only one of these has an ayacut according to the Fymash 
accounts. This was made over at Rupees 3 per acre, the rate prescribed for the district. The 
other two, ruined long before the Pymash, were made over at the existing dry rates of assessment. 

22. Referring to paragraph 6 of the Board's Official Memorandum of 22nd December 1868, 
I beg to annex a statement showing the extent to which the water from Madras Irrigation aucl 
Canal Company's canal was used for irrigation purposes during the past Fusly. 
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23. Water was let into the canal up to the eeventy-second mile, but the extent to which it 
is availed of for irrigation was small owing to the want of disferibution channels, and the Company 
not being yet prepared for the irrigation much beyond twenty miles. In the month of September 
there was a breach in the anient at^ Sunkesula, which temporarily out off irrigation, but without 
any serious damage to the cultivation, 

other BemiisioiiB. 24. Statement No. 4 contains particulars 

of miscellaneous remissions granted during the 
year under report, compared with those of the previous year. As desired by the Board in para- 
graph 4 of their Memorandum above referred to, I have given full explanation in the body of the 
statement of all remissions peculiar to the district. I proceed to review seriatim the sums remit- 
ted during the year. 

L-ShftmaatBunger. 25. This remission was allowed chiefly in 

the Markapur and Cumbum Talooks on por- 
tions of fields left waste in consequence of inadequate supply in the tanks. 

s.— BhaTj. 26. Under this head there appears a sum 

of Rupees 2,080, or 515 Rupees more than the 
amount remitted in the previous year. This was almost entirely in the two talooks referred to in 
the preceding paragraph, where the crops, under many of the tanks withered for want of water. 
• ».— PMuiyboodttij. 27. The trifling sum that appears under 

this head was remitted in the Bamalkota Talook, 
the crops having been destroyed by inundation. 

4.— p«y»m»iy. 28. This remission was allowed in the 

Bamalkota Talook, under the orders of the 
No, 1,141, dated 20di Febrnary 1869. Board noted in the margin, where, in conse- 

quence of the break of the Kochervu tank, 112 

acres of land under it was damaged.

6 — ^TeerwaCnmiay. 29. This is the remission given on certain 

wet lands situated mostly under breached 
tanks, which were allowed to be cultivated with dry crop, as there was no prospect of there being 
water enough for the irrigation of wet crops. 

6.— Topo Beminionf. 30. There is an increase of Bupees 67 

under this head, which occurs almost entirely 
in the Nundial Talook, where, during the year under report, some fresh lands were given to the 
ryots under the Tope rules. 

DamTandam. 81. The increase of 112 Bupees under 

this head is the result of increased cultivation' 
under the Dasavandam tanks, which are situated in the Markapur and Cumbum Talooks. 

BemiMions pecnUar to the BiBtriot. 32. The terms Eattugutta Mukta Cowle, 

Sery, Sagawat, are all explained in the body of 
the statement. The variations in these remissions are attributable to the extent to which the 
lands enjoying these indulgences are cultivated ; the remissions on the uncultivated portion merging 
in the generd remissions allowed on waste. 

Bhotriem Yasa. 33. This is the amount deducted from 

the beriz of an unenfranchised Shotriem village 
(Malasomapuram) in the Bamalkota Talook, and paid to the Shotriemdars. This item will dis- 
appear from the next Fusly, as by that time the Shotriem will have been enfranchised by the Inam 
Commissioner. 

Land BeTenna, HiBoeUaneoui. Si. Ihe demand under Land Bevenue, 

Miscellaneous, shows a net decrease pf Bs. 6,098 

above that of the previous year, resulting from a total increase of Bupees h,323 in some items, 

and a total decrease of Bupees 14,421 in others. The increase occurs chiefly in the items 

r » 1 • 4 SS4 noted in the margin. The large increase under 

Watar tax on Inami. ( Teenr ajiurty 9 61S Water tax on Inams is chiefly due to the favor- 

' able character of the season, and to a strict 

enforcement of the recent order of Government by which all Inams, classed by the Inam Commis- 
sioner as one crop lands, are to be charged with fasal jasty as Circar lands, whenever water is 
obtained from a Government tank for a second crop. As desired by the Board the two items of 
which this tax is composed, namely, Fasal jasty and Teerwa jasty, are separately shown in State- 
ment No. 5. 
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35. The items showing a large decrease are shown in the margin. The falling off under

36. There are no Zemindaries in this district. Statement No. 6 shows the enfranchised 
Shotriem villages. There has been no change in the demand under this source of revenue. 

37. Adverting to Standing Order, No. *f *, I have the honor to state that no application have 
as yet been received from the holders of any enfranchised Shotriem for the sub-division of their 
joint liability to the payment of the Government quit-rent.

39. The aggregate demand from all sources of rerenne amounts to Rupees 18,96,159, being 
a net increase of Rupees 18.S19 on the beriz of the previous year. The increase occurs chiefly in 
License Tax, Income Tax, Certificate Tax, and Stamps. 

40. The total demand under Land Rerenne is Rupees 14,69,047, or Rupees 6.163 below 
the demand of the past Fusly. The decrease is chiefly to be observed in the Miscellaneous reve- 
nue, and is fully explained in paragraphs 34 and 35 of this report. 

41. The Abkarry demand of the year under report is Rupees 2,67,133 against Ru- 
pees 2.66,111 of the past Fusly, showing an increase of Rupees 1, 02S attributable to the increased 
prices for which some of the farms were sold by auction in June 1868. 

Sdi 42. The trifling decrease in this item

43. The large increase in the Stamp 
revenue is to be ascribed to the operation of 
the revised B. Schedule.

Act only came into operation towards the close of Fusly 1277, and in consequence the collections 
in that year were small. Full collections were made in the Fusly under report. 

Inoome Tm. 45. The amount assessed up to the clpse 

of the Fusly under the Income Tax Act, which 
came into operation on the 1st of April last, was Rupees Hi,283. The assessment is in progress, 
and every effort is being made to complete it as early as possible. 

46. Out of the aggregate demand of Rupees 18,96,159 the collections within the Fusly 
amounted to Rupees 18,64,934, which left a balance of Rupees 31,225 at the dose of the year. 
Of this sum Rupees 17,639 have since been collected.

up to July last amounted to Rupees 3,729, which reduces the balance to Rupees 8,411. 

Abkury. 48. The balance under this head at the 

close of the Fusly was Rupees 18,725, which 
was simply nominal, as some of the contractors had deposited as security Promissory Ifotes instead 
of money as in the previous year, many of which they have since had restored to them on payment 
of their kists in money.

The above statement gives for the total collections of the year, both arrears and current. Ru- 
pees 18,77,672, which shows a net decrease of Rupees 57,763 below the collections of the pre- 
vious year.* The decrease occurs largely under Abkarry, and is to be seen both in current and 
arrear collections. 

60. The decrease under Abkarry arrear collections is due to the circumstance of there 
being but little arrear demand in the beginning of the year under report. The decrease in the 
current Abkarry collections is already explained in paragraph 48. 

51. The decrease in the Land Revenue, Miscellaneous collections, is attributable to diminished 

demand. The variations in the collections of the remaining sources of revenue do not call for remark. 

Arrears, No. 8. 52. The total amount of arrears un der all 

heads of revenue, as detailed in Statement 8, 
was Rupees 19,655, of which Rupees 1^,739 were collected within the Fusly, and Rupees 4,243 
remitted under the Orders of Qovernmenb, dated 22nd December 18 j8. No. 3,200, and 17th June

The early date at which I am enabled to 
forward this report is entirely due to the exertions of the Head Sheristadar Choudappa, and. 
E. S. Narasaya, the English Record-keeper, who, when not occupied with the especial work of 
his office, lends his aid most willingly in any department when necessary.

statement No. 1. — Names of the Officers vho oondaoted 
the settlement and the time occupied in doing so. 



2. Of the talooks of the Principal Division 
two, namely, Ponneri andSjdapet, were settled 
by the Collector Mr. Fane. The time occupied in doing so was one month and twenty-six days. 
The third talook of the Principal Division, Trivellore, was settled by Mr. Lee- Warner, Assistant 
Collector, in one month. The Acting Sub-Collector Mr. Crole was occupied for two months and 
eight days in conducting the settlement of the three talooks of the Sub-division. 

Variation in the nnmber and tenure of Villages. 3, Under the Orders of Government, dated 

22nd December 1868, No. 3,201, (Land Reve- 
nue,) the village of Annamanaikenkuppam, which is held on Jaghire tenure from the Ealastri 
Zemindar, has been transferred from the North Arcot to the Madras District. No revenue is 
payable to Oovemment from this village. With this exception there has been no change in the 
number or mode of tenure of the villages of the district in the Fusly under review. 

Number of Pnttahs distributed, with remarks regarding 4. The total number of puttahs isSUed in 

the number renewed and unrenewed. p^gj^ ^278 was 49,983, Or 1,385 more than in the 

previous Fusly. The excess is attributed to durkhasts and transfers by sale, etc. No old puttahs 
were made use] of in Fusly 1278, as, according to the Board's Circular Memorandum, dated 3rd 
December 1866, No. 1,206, fresh puttahs in the new form were issued to all the ryots of the district. 

Season and sanitary condition of the District. 5, The following table shoWS the average 

rain-fall for the year as registered in the talooks, 
and which is a trifle less than that of the previous year, while it is less than half of that of Fusly 
1276, which was inches 37-88:—

SETTLEMENT REPOET OF 



6. In the Report for Fusly 1277 1 had occasion to remark that much reliance could not be 
placed on the registered rain-fall of this district owing to the gauges being out of repair, but as 
new ones of a superior kind have since been supplied there is reason to expect that greater 
accuracy in this respect will be attained in future, 

7. The season, in an agricultural point of view, was very unfavorable, being not only much 
below the average but even worse than that of the previous Fusly, which was notoriously a very bad 
one; as observed before the rain-fall was less, and the failure of the north-east monsoon, on which 
the Nui^ah cultivation of this district is mainly dependant, was still more complete. 

8. Notwithstanding the pressure resulting from two successive bad seasons there was no 
absolute distress. Relaxation of the ordinary remission rules was authorized by the Board in their 
Proceedings, dated 19th January 1869, JNo. 49. Surplus labor was absorbed by ordinary public 
works by special projects, namely, Chembrambakum tank, and the Madras Water works and Belief 
works, for which special funds were sanctioned. 

9. The public health was on the whole good. Cholera did not make its appearance, but 
small-pox and fever of a mild type prevailed more or less in various parts of the district for the 
greater part of the Fusly. Cattle disease also prevailed to a certain extent, as was naturally to be 
Expected from the want of water and pasture owing to the failure of the north-east monsoon. 
The price of fodder was exceedingly high. 

statement No. 2.--Price8 of grain. 10. The average price of first and second 

sort paddy was 8 per cent, above that of the 
previous Fusly, and 178 per cent, above the commutation rates. From the following abstract it 
will be seen that the prices of the staple food grains of the district were comparatively higher than 
the average of the previous ten years, and also in excess of the prices of the previous Fusly. The 
increase above the average ranged from 3 per cent, for oumboo to 27 per cent, for first sort paddy, 
while the increase over the previous Fusly was from 3 per cent, on cholum to 9 per cent, on first 
sort paddy: —

11. The net holding of Fusly 1278 exceeds 
that of the previous Fusly by Acres 23, 310, assessed 
at Rupees 44,635. The extent of land relinquished in Fusly 1278 was Acres 11,657, Rs. 23,487, 
less than in the previous Fusly, while the land taken up was Acres 6,986, Rupees 12,673, in 
excess of the previous Fusly. The increase in the holding may be ascribed to the anticipations 
of the ryots, that as Fusly 1277 was a bad season the chances were that Fusly 1278 would be 
a good one. No doubt also the liberal remissions granted in Fusly 1277 on account of the adverse 
nature of the season inspired the ryots with confidence to enlarge their holdings, in the expectation 
of receiving similar liberal treatment should circumstances require it.

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20. It is here necessary to explain the decrease of Rapees 24,809 in the item Road Cess. 
The cause is, (1) that in Fosly 1277 the cess iras imposed on Zemindary villages for the first 
time, and that the cess on sach Tillages for eighteen months, namely, the half of Fnsly 1276 and 
the vhole of Fusly 1277, was credited to the demand of the latter Fusly; (2) in Fusly 1276, in 
the ryotwary villages, 85 per cent, of the cess was charged; whereas, according to Board's 
Proceedings, dated 12th November 1867, No. 7>376, paragraph 2, only 50 per cent, should have 
been charged; the difference 35 per cent, was remitted in Fusly 1278, and the demand for that 
Fusly proportionately reduced.

22. No ruined tanks were made over to 
private enterprise, nor were any such applica- 
tions received during the Fusly under report. 

23. Remissions for waste, entered in State- 
ment No. 3, have already been noticed and 
accounted for. Under the head Occasional remissions there is a net decrease of Rupees 1,25,123. 
24. Remission for Shamilat Bunger was granted in Fusly 1278, with the previous sanction of 
the Board — Vide Board's Proceedings, dated 19th January 1869, No. 320, and Government Order, 
dated 19th idem. No. 154. The increase of Rupees 2,132 in this item is proportionate to the 
increased extent of the ryots' holdings.

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37. The enrrent demand against ''Mootahs*' and ''Rente for more than one year*' is precisely 
the same as that of the previous Fusly. 

38. The decrease of Rupees 139 in "Shotriem*' is in consequence of the abolition of 
Shotriem kist, Rupees 75, on the commutation of Fatma Bee's variable share of the proceeds of the 
Shotriem village Rajakilpakam into a fixed allowance, as sanctioned by Government in their 
Order, dated 7th April 1868, No. 921, communicated by Board's Proceedings, dated 22nd idem, 
No. 2,984, and because RupeesJ 64, enhanced quit-rent imposed by the Inam Commission on the 
Shotriem village of Pudupakam, Chingleput Talook, to which the Shotriemdar did not consent, 
was erroneously entered in the demand of last year. 

39. The increase under the head '*Ryotwar," amounting to Rupees 1,16,639, is ascribable 
to the circumstance that the amount of remission granted in Fusly 1278 is considerably less than 
in the previous Fusly.

extension of the North- West Line of Railway; (2) the improved condition of the salt approaches, 
particularly that of the Cheyur pans; (3) a large demand for export: Messrs. Hazee Abdullah Hazee 
Abubaker and Co. purchased outright the whole stock of salt at Govelong and shipped it to 
Calcutta. 

43. The Home and Inland consumption this year amounted to Maunds 14,38,044, or 61,372 
Maunds more than Fusly 1277. The quantity exported in the Fusly under review was Maunds 
3,07,050, or 2,19,142 Maunds more than in the previous Fusly. Most of this was exported to 
Calcutta.

45. The decrease in the quantity manufactured was Maunds 6,30,836, and is attributable to 
the fact that the Ennore bar was not opened until April, up to which time manufacture in the 
northern pans was suspended. 

46. Eudiwaram paid for the manufacture of salt in Fusly 1278 amounted to Rs. 67,636, 
or Rupees 50,264 less than the previous Fusly, which is attributable to the large decrease in the 
quantity manufactured. 

47. Deducting the grosscharges3^pees2,30,282, from the gross revenue, Rupees 23,55,008, 
the net salt revenue for the Fusly amounts to Rupees 21,24,726, or Rupees 1,77,271 more than 
the previous Fusly. The excess is to be ascribed to the large increase in sales already noted.

or a little over 94 per cent., was realised within the Fusly, leaving a balance of Bupees 2,92,725, 
or about 6 per cent., at the close of the Fusly.

The diminished resources of the people, resulting from two successive bad seasons, have no 
doubt had an appreciable eflfect on the revenue collections. However, instructions have been issued 
to the Tahsildars to adopt the necessary measures for the realization of the arrears. 

54. The balance of Rs. 25,892 against the late Abkarry contractor is probably withheld, 
pending the disposal of certain claims to compensation now before Government. His deposit, 
however, is sufficient to cover the balance. 

55. The Statement of the Demand and collections of Land and other sources of Revenue in 
the form prescribed by Board's Circular^Memorandum, dated 30th June 1869, No. 689, is herewith 
submitted.

the demand on account of arrears under all heads was Rupees 4, 87, 012, of which Rupees 3,26,803 
was realised within the Fusly.

The collections for June alone are entered in 
column 2 of the Abstract, while the charges for the whole year, exclusive of the Collector's salary 
which was drawn from the Bank, are entered in column 5.

I HAVE the honor to submit, with the returns particularized in the accompanying list, the 
Settlement Report of this District for Fusly 1278, (A. D. 1868-69.) 

SattiementofTaiooks. 2. The Jummahbundy of the Principal 

Division commenced on the 6th January with 
the settlement of the Gudiattum Talook, and terminated on the 10th July with that of Falmanair. 
The names of the several places at which the settlement was made in each talook and time so 
occupied are shown in Statement No. 1. The Jummahbundy of the Gudiattum^ Chittoor, and 
Falmanair Talooks was made by myself, and those of Walligah and Chendragherry by Messrs. 
AYilkineon and Gibson respectively. The Jummahbundy of the Chittoor Talook was unusually 
protracted and difficult, as it involved the settlement of the two ** Minor" estates of Bungary 
and Nurganty. 

3. Of the four talooks comprised in the Sub-division that of Wandewash was settled by Mr. 
Brandt, and the Arcot Talook by Mr. Gordon. Mr. Comyn returned to the district in indifferent 
health, and having to accompany His Excellency the Governor in his tour of the district it was 
arranged that Mr. LeeWamer should complete the Jummahbundy of the Vellore Talook which 
he had already begun, and afterwards settle the Folur Talook. Thus owing to a combination of 
circumstances the settlement of the Sub-division was sub ^divided and retarded to a degree which 
for obvious reasons is much to be regretted.

BeasonandBanitary state of the District. 6. The SOaSOU upon which I report was 

even more disastrous than the previous season, 
bad as that was. The south-west monsoon, it is true, set in early and brought with it a longer 
duration of showery weather than the district had had for some years; but there was no heavy 
continuous rain, and the tanks did not receive their supply of early water. The north-east 
monsoon failed altogether. In the first week of December there was a short burst on the eastern 
frontier nearest the coast line, but more inland there fell only light and most unequally distributed 
showers, which neither filled the tanks nor brought flood water down the streams. Thus the season, 
which had opened hopefully, again terminated in a disastrous loss of agricultural produce and 
profits^ and in the premature interruption of the ordinary channels of rural industry. The tanks 
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fed by anient and river channels had at no time more than half the average supply, whereas the 
tanks dependant on natural drainage were for the most part not more than (me-fourth full. 

7. The harvest of the earlier sown dry grains, sueh as raggy, kandulu, (red gram,) and 
cholum was good, but in horse-gram, varagu, sam^, and other dry crop cut later in the season, 
the yield was only from one- fourth to half of an average crop. In wet land irrigated by river 
channel, the first crop turned out well; but the second crop failed very generally owing to the 
unseasonable drought, and much of it withered at all stages of maturity. In like manner the 
early crop under tanks was tolerably good, bat a large proportion of the doable crop land could 
not be cultivated at all in consequence of the total failure of the north-east monsoon. Thus in 
the wet cereals the yield was only from one -fourth to three-fourths of an average crop; and 
although the coarser grains and pulses were a fair averse along the western side of the district 
the out-turn of dry crop in other parts was a good deal below that standard. 

8. The subjoined statement gives the average rain-fall during the last five years. The 
Registers from which these important statistics are compiled are probably on the whole well kept, 
but it is very desirable that the long promised gauges, which are to take the place of those now in 
use, ahoald be distribated with as little further delay as possible: —

9. Notwithstanding the adverse character of the season the general health of the district 
was exceptionally good. There were a few sporadic outbreaks of cholera in the Walliyah, Arcot, 
and Ghendragherry Talookp^ but the disease was not of a malignant type, and the retams show 
only 90 fatal cases from this cause against 374 in the previoas year. The mortality from 

small-pox, as may be seen from the statement in 
the margin, likewise contrasts favorably with 
the returns of the preceding year, whilst the 
deaths from fever are somewhat in excess. On 
the other hand the mortality among farm stock 
was greater than in 1867-68, and 19,374* head 
of cattle were carried off by murrain under the 
several forms of the disease. Medicines were 
liberally distributed, and although not uniformly 
successful they no doubt contributed, when properly administered, to arrest the spread of disease. 

10. Except in the case of paddy of bodi 
sorts the prices of all the principal food grains 
were lower than the market rates of the previous year. The difference in the price of paddy is 
very small considering that the north-east monsoon failed iotaUy. It wUl be seen from the 
subjoined statement that cholum and cumboo excepted the prices of all other grains are stiU 
more or less above the decennial average. The yield in some of the dry grains was remarkably 
good on the western side of the district, and in the a^i^oining Mysore country the raggy crop was.

11. In Statement No. 3 are compared the 
Byeto' Hoidingt. Statistics of land, wet and dry, taken up and 

relinquished during the year. From Enclosure 
A. it will be found that the area in ** Byotwarj'' 
holding during the year was greater by Acres 
15,907, bearing an assessment of Rupees 21,004, 
than in the preceding Fusly. This increase is 
ascribable to the large extent of wet, and particu- 
larly of dry land taken up for cultivation at the 
outset of the season, which was most encourag- 
ing. A large proportion of the wet land' thus 
taken up was later in the year, owing to the 
failure of the north-east monsoon, either put 
down in dry crop or had to be remitted as waste 
and shary. 
12. Under the terms of the Government Order, dated 15th May 1868, No. 1,370, Revenue 

Department, communicated with Board's Pro- 
ceedings, dated 19th June 1868, No. 4,561, the 
ayacut (extent and assessment as per margin)* 
of a deserted village in the Falmanair Talook 

Tot%i 51 41 was made over to Reverend Mr. Chamberlain 

on a progressive lease of twenty-one years from 
Fusly 1277. This item, which ought to have found place in Enclosure C. of Statement No. 3 of ttie 
laist year's accounts, was by some oversight omitted, but has now been entered in the current year's 
accounts in column 2 of Enclosure C, headed "As per last year." Of this village ayaeut 7 
Acres of dry land were cultivated, and as a small part of this was put down in wet crop irrigated 
from a Government pond a water-rate of 3 Rupees was charged on it. 

13. As was to be expected of a season 
which had so belied its earlier promise the re* 
missions for waste, wet, and dry were neces- 
sarily very large. The total loss of revenue 
under this head was, however, less than that of 
the previous year by Rupees 47,633, notwith- 
standing the very large remissions on waste, wet, and dry in the four talooks of the sub-division.

15. From the foregoing statement the Board will find that, notwithstanding the exceedingly 
unfavorable character of the latter part of the season under review, there was an increase of Acres 
15,907 in the area, wet and dry, under cultivation, with an additional revenue of Rupees 21,004, 
as compared with the statistics of the previous jear. 

16. This result, as also the increase shown in the year's accounts, under the heads '' Second 
crop assessment*' and ** Additional assessment,'' are of course in a great measure due to the fact 
that the year with which comparison is made was itself a very unfavorable one. 

17. Having eiplained in detail in my last report the financial results of the extension of 
Act III. of 1866 to the several proprietary estates which had up to that time been exempt from 
the demand of Road Cess I need not revert to the subject. 

18. The decrease of Rupees 20,998 under Road Fund is really only nominal, as in the pre- 
ceding year with which comparison is made large outstanding arrears of the cess in the proprie* 
tary estates were brought to account; whereas the present account only shows current income. 
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19. The increase under the Village Service Fond is consequent on the extended cultivation 
carried out under the circumstances noticed in paragraph 11 of this report. The instructions con* 

veyed in the Board's Order quoted in the mar- 
Gtroniar Memorwidam, dated l2Ui March 1869, No. 238. gin, regarding the administration of this fundj 

were not carried out, pending the Board's answer 
to my reference of the 24th July, No. 6,359, which was only very recently received, I shall 
now give effect to those orders so far as they are applicable to this district from Fusly 1279. 

20. Notwithstanding the heavy remissions granted in the southern talooks the total loss of 
revenue under this head was less by Rupees 47,632 than that of the previous year. This is a 
mere pro tanto improvement on the results of a comparison with a most unfavorable year, as the 
general beriz of the district is still IJ lac below its ordinary standard. 

21. Under Miscellaneous and other items of remissions there is the largedecrease of Rs. 71,991; 
the causes which have contributed to this result will be noticed in detail further on. 

22. The area brought under cultivation is 
given marginally in comparison with the statis- 
tics of the previous year. The causes which 
led to an increase in the acreage under cultiva« 
tion have already been noticed in paragraph 1 1 
of this report. In this, as in the item of remis- 
sions, the year is a gainer from being brought into comparison with the exceedingly unfavorable 
season which preceded it. 

Waate charged and remitted. 23. The amount of waste charged and 

Fndtes. Charged. Bemitied. remitted is shown in the margin. The amount 

of waste charged is, it will be observed, very 
much larger, although lower than the average 
extent so charged in former years. The waste charged during the year under report is almost 
wholly dry land, which might hare been cultivated in the earlier and more favorable part of the 
season. The rates on dry land are so light that it is desirable, as well in the interests of the revenue 
as of a prudent and independent industry, that the old principle should be re^asserted, that remis^ 
sion is not claimable on dry land except under the most exceptional circumstances. 

24. There was a decrease in the acreage under sugar-cane, cotton, and indigo. The return 
is probably not very accurate, as the statistics from the proprietary estates are very incomplete. 
At the same time the low state of the springs in wells and channels, and the failure of the perio« 
dical rains, were peculiarly adverse to the cultivation of the sugar-cane. The subjoined state^ 
ment shows the extent and assessment of lands cultivated with these special products: —

65. Besides the Rupees 51,519-6-5 which I have just recommended to be written off the 
accounts there is a further amount of Rupees 6,430.7-0 under ** Ryotwar" and '* Miscellaneous" 
(see subjoined statement) pertaining to old outstanding arrears of five Fuslies from 1269 to 1273, 
which I beg permission to strike out of the balance sheet: —

66. For years pa.ot the most stringent orders have been issued on the subject of these old 
balances, and the Tahsildars have been urged to realize what portion of them may be yet recover- 
able, and to return the remainder as irrecoverable. Notwithstanding all the pressure thus 
exercised with respect to these old balances the state of the collections remains much as it was 
years ago. It is easy to understand what complications have arisen in this long interval of ^ears 
to enhance the difBculty of realizing under any form of action these arrears, and I am convinced 
that as long as the responsibility of recommending their being struck off the balance sheet rests 
with the Tahsildars no adjustment will or ever can be made. The very fact that balances per- 
taining to such remote periods remain almost in statu quo on the accounts is proof that they are 
either in their very nature irrecoverable, or if partially recoverable can only be realised at the 
cost of great suffering and loss to existing interests. I have satisfied myself from minute inquiries 
made during the Jummahbundy that it is utterly hopeless to look for an adjustment of such 
balances, and beg, therefore, to recommend that the arrears for Fuslies 1269, 1270, 1271, 1272, 
and 1273, amounting to Rupees 6,430-7-0, may also be struck off the balance sheet, with 
the Rupees 51,519-6-5 which I have recommended to be written off the accounts in paragraph 
64 of this report. 

67. Enclosure A. in Statement No. 8 shows to what extent coercive measures were adopted 
for the recovery of revenue during the Fusly under report.

69. The decrease in the number of processes issued during the year under report is an 
indication of improvement in the circumstances of the agricultural masses. Whilst on the subject 
I may observe that the instructions conveyed in the Board's Standing Circular Order, No. 1 of 
1869, are being attended to in all such coercive operations. 

70. Statement No. 9 shows the gross collections and charges during the year under report. 
As the details of ** Collections" have been elsewhere noticed, I shall now bring under brief review 
the several items of *• Charges." 

71. The decrease of Rupees 485, under *' Refund of revenue," is trifling, and calls for no 
remark. 

72. There is an increase of Rupees 6,667 in salaries of Collector, Sub-Collector, Head 
Assistant, etc. This is owing to the salary of the permanent Head Assistant, who was absent on 
leave in the preceding year, having been disbursed during the period under review. 

73. The decrease of Rupees 882, under the head '* Huzoor and Talook Establishments," is 
made up of savings in the salaries of certain posts in the Huzoor and Talooks, which remained 
vacant at intervals. 

74. Under *• Medical charges" there is an increase of Rupees 776 occasioned by the aug- 
mented rate of pay drawn by Hospital Assistants under the recent orders of Government. 

75. There is a decrease of Rupees 658 under t^e.head •* Contingent charges." 

76. The increase of Rupees 1,868, under ** Miscellaneous charges," is made up of certain 
items of which the two following are the principal: — The first is an item of Rupees 993, being the 
amount oiF compensation paid on account of land taken up for public purposes, with reference to 
Government Order, dated Ist May 1868, No. 3,190. The second is an item of Rupees 816, per- 
taining to law charges, etc., incurred in connection with the suit filed by Mr. Willix, and inclu- 
ding the sum paid to him (Mr. Willix) under the authority conveyed in the Board's Proceedings, 
dated 28th November 1868, No. 8,228. 
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77. Among the oth^r statements which accompany this report will be found one showing 
the extent, etc., of land transferred from Nunjah to Fanjah rates of assessment. The subjoined

tion of private and public topes. This statement will show that, during the year, tracts measuring 
in the aggregate Acres 204, and lying in 33 villages, were made over on cowle for the purpose 
of being planted out as private topes. The people are, I am well assured, thoroughly alive to the 
advantages conferred on this form of industry by existing rules, but the seasons latterly have been 
so unfavorable as to check and discourage all general enterprise in this direction.

In Mr. Gibson I lost a valuable Assistant, on whose cheerful and efficient co-operation I 
could always count. 

Mr. Pearse has not yet qualified for an independent Revenue charge, but conducts his duties 
satisfactorily. 

My Deputies, Mr. Marjoribanks and lyaloo Naidoo, have my fullest confidence. They are 
both highly conscientious and useful public officers. 

To my Sheristadar's ability and business qualifications I have frequently borne testimony. 
He continues to afford me entire satisfaction in all respects. 

My Office establishment, and the staff of Tahsildars and Sub-Magistrates, have on the whole 
been well conducted and attentive to their duties.

ant Collector, who was placed in charge of the Sub-division upon Mr. Gordon's re-appointment to 
the Small Cause Court. Personally I took no part in the settlement, having returned to this 
district at about the close of the Fusly.

village close to the Cusbah. This arrangement was rendered necessary by the scarcity of drinking 
water, and the difficulty of getting provisions experienced in other stations in each talook.

I HAVE the honour to submit my Report on the Settlement of this District for Fusly 1278, 
together with the usual Statements, agreeably to the accompanying list. 

2. Statement No. 1 gives the stations at which the Jummahbundy was made, the period 
occupied in settling each talook, and the name of the officer by whom conducted. The Jummah- 
bundy of each talook was partly settled at the Cusbah and partly at other places. It commenced 
on the 18th January^ and was completed before the 16th May 1869.

9. In the months of August, September, October, and November there were slight and partial 
showers, and nuiyah cultiyation was attempted in villages possessed of no certain source of water 
supply, but which depended wholly on the rain; the greater portion of the wet lands, however, were 
left untouched on account of the insufficiency of the rain, and owing to subsequent failure the crops 
sown either withered in whole or in part; some only here and there in more favored localities 
having yielded partial produce. 

10. The principal rivers in the district, such as the Coleroon, Pennar, Ouddelum, andVellar 
received tolerable freshes, and the wet lands depending upon them were more or less cultivated, 
but the out-turn was not an average one, and in parts the yield was comparatively poor. 

11. The following statement exhibits the rain-fall during each month of the past year, and 
has been prepared from the periodical returns submitted to the Board of Revenue: —

40. In consequence of the exceptionally unfavorable character of the past season now under 
report the ordinary rules laid down for the grant of remissions in the Standing Order, No. 137, 
were generally relaxed during the settlement throughout the district, as recommended by me and 
approved by the Board— Fide Proceedings, No. 1,696, dated 9th March 1869. 

41. Under Rule 2 of the Standing Order above quoted remissions in full were granted as 
usual on wet lands left waste, and on wet crops totally lost owing to deficiency of water, and 
arising from no neglect of the ryots. Such loss was considerable in every talook in the past year. 
The amount so remi tted is Rupees 2,93,288; on putcut waste Rupees 1,33,651, and on crops 
withered Rupees 1,68,637. But besides these two grounds of remission, which are provided for 
under the rules, there was a heavy loss by the partial failure of crops throughout the district more 
or less; Tindevanum, Trikalore, and KuUakoorchy suffering less than other talooks, and occasioned 
wholly by deficiency of water-supply, and in no way attributable to neglect by the laud*owners. 
In all cases of the kind remissions wiere likewise granted, agreeably to paragraph 4 of the Board's 
Proceedings, dated 9th March 1869, No. 1,596, in various proportions of one-third, half, and 
two-thirds to the actual loss ascertained. It will be seen that the total of the partial remissions 
on wet crops amounted to Rupees 32,617, exhibiting a decrease of Rupees 64,542 below the Fusly 
1277, a result which m^st be accepted as satisfactory when it is remembered that the past was the 
second bad year in succession.

42. A very similar course was adopted in 
respect to the. treatment of kusser or extra water 
ces9, as well as with second crop. The amount 
remitted under these two heads during the 
year under review is given in the margin. 
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43. As prescribed in paragraph 7 of the Standing Order, No. 137, application was made to 
the Board of Revenue for remitting the assessment on pooiyah or unirrigated land. In their 
Proceedings, dated 9th March 1869, No. 1,596, the Board were pleased to sanction a remission 
for poonjah waste shavy and partial failure of crops. 

44. The amount so remitted in the year under report is Rupees 2,68,925, and the relief thus 
afforded to therjots was, I may say, essential to their very existence in reference to what may be 
rightly designated, as regards poonjah ryots, the calamitous character of ^two successive seasons. 
TheVates given were one-third, half, two-thirds, and three-fourths of the loss^as in the preceding 
year. 

45. The particulars of remissions from the gross demand are exhibited in Statement No. 4. 
The following abstract shows the entire amount of remissions under three heads, '' Occasicmal,'^ 
"Fixed," and "Items allowed on the collection or from the entire beriz of villages." The 
aggregate amount remitted under these three heads was Rupees 6,62,195, or a net increase of 
Rupees 40,489 over the previous Fuslj: —

46. The increase of Rupees 34,386 under the head *' Occasional" was owing to the larger 
extent of remissions granted in the year under report on dry and wet crops, including withered 
and palanustum or loss of produce, as well as also on kusser and fasul jastee. 

47. The second item calls for no remark, the decrease in that Item being only Rupees 5. 

48. Under the third item the increase of Rupees 6, 108 is owing to the inclusion of the amount 
of salary of the Taliaries due for the second half-year of Fusly 1278, under the Circular Memorandum 
of the Board of Revenue, dated 12th March 1869, No. 238. TheTaliarieswere formerly paid from the 
sanctioned Budget fund. The sum so brought to this head from the beriz amounts to Rupees 10,060, 
but deducting Rupees 3,952, which is a decrease below the past year in the salary of Gumums and 
Monigars consequcQt on the fall of beriz on account of remissions, the net increase under this 
head is Rupees 6,108, as mentioned above.

18,726, assessed at Rupees 42,644; but this was subsequently found to be a mistake, and the figures 
of area, cultivation, and a^ssessment, now given in the foregoing statement for Fusly 1277, are 
correct.

55. The decrease in the cultivation of gingelly seed in the talooks of Tindevanum, 
Trinomallay, and Trikalore is owing to the want of rain in the months of December, January, and 
February, and the slightly increased cultivation of ground-nut is due to the rains in July and 
August, which fell very seasonably for the maturing of that product. 

56. The subjoined statement exhibits the general result of the Land Revenue settlement 
for the preceding and past Fuslies, including Miscellaneous items. The total amount for Fusly 
1278 is Rupees 25,24,914-8-0, resulting in a net decrease of Rupees 78,879-11-9 due, as already 
explained, to the increased remissions called for by the generally unpropitious char acter of the 
season for the second year in succession: —

Mootahdars of the current year's demand within the Fusly year consequent on the adversity of 
the season. A large proportion of this has been since collected.

67. The decrease in Kill ay pans was occasioned by the want of salt in store, while the large 
increase at the other pans was owing in part to the quantity in store, in part to increased consump- 
tion, and lastly to the absence of any reduction in the price of any of the salt sold, and which had 
been exceptionally permitted.

69. The increase in the first head is accounted for by a larger Home consumption. The 
decrease in the second item is consequent on less demand for the inland trade, and the deficiency 
under the third head is attributable to the prohibition to sell for exportation, as explained in my 
separate letter. No. 239, of the 22nd instant. The trifling increase under the head French Govern- 
ment calls for no particular remark, the demand always fluctuating somewhat. 

70. The Statement No. 11 gives 21,535 Maunds, valued at Bupees 4,096-8-0, as the wastage. 
This amount equals about 5 per cent, on the sales, and I solicit sanction to write it off in the 
accounts. 

71. The total quantity of salt in store on the 1st July 1869 is 3,47,721 Maunds, the quantity 
measured up to 20th October 1869 out of the total quantity manufactured according to dittum was 
Maunds 5,20,148, and the quantity remaining for measurement was estimated at Maunds 72,968^.

item is attributed chiefly to the less exportation 
of paddy, rice, indigo, and hides tanned, as well as to the less importation of nuts. 

Land Cnstoms. 73. The increase of Bupees 31,748 in 

this item of revenue is owing to the larger 
exportation of indigo, indigo leaves, gingeUy seed, oil, cloth, as well as to the larger imports in 
fndigo, liquor, and cocoanut, and also to increased exertion and vigilance on the part of the 
Executive in the prevention of smuggling. 

stamp0. 74. The revenue from stamps exhibits an 

increase of Bupees 4,186, attributable to 
increased sales over the previous year. 
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License Tax. 75. This item exhibits a decrease of 

Rupees 5, 530^ attributable mainly to the change 
introduced by the Certificate Act IX. of 1868, by which incomes under Rupees 500 are exempted 
from tax. 

inoomeTaz. 76. This tax was substituted only in 

April by Act IX. of 1869 for the late Certifi- 
cate or License Tax, and the collection during the three months of the Fusly year, or Apr3, 
May, and June, amounted to Rupees 587 only. 

Demand, Collection, and Balanoe of all Sonroes of 77. Out of the entire demand of Rupees 

Beyenne.-statenientNo.7. 36,75,579.14-10 Rupees 30,38,466.5.6 were 

collected within the Fusly year, leaying a 
balance of Rupees 6,37,113 9-5, which was further reduced to Rupees 1,15,463-8-6 within tie 
30th of September 1869, a result which, I submit, is very creditable to the collecting officer! 
when the character of the season is taken into account. 

78. The above balance of Rupees 1,15,468-8-6 is standing only in the item of Land Revenae, 
and the needful measures are in progress for the realization of these arrears. 

Demand, CoUectioD, and Balance of Arrears. 79. The arrears On the Ist July 1868 

amounted to Rupees 3,21,576-11-9, of whicli 
Rupees 2,21,334-3-1 was collected within the revenue year just closed. Including a sum of 
Rupees 59,434-11-5, which had been sanctioned to be written off, there remained only Rupees 
40,807-13-3 on the 1st July 1869, and since that date Rupees 2,438-3-5 has been collected, 
leaving a net balance on the Ist October 1869 of Rupees 38,374-9-10. 

80. The Statement No« 8 exhibits the details of the accumulated arrears, embracing a period 
of six years, or from Fusly 1272 to 1277. 

8^. Of these outstanding arrears, amounting to Rupees 40,807-13«3 on the Ist July 1869, 
Rupees 35,324-0-3 are reported to be recoverable, and a sum of Rupees 5,483-13-0 to 1>e 
irrecoverable, in consequence of desertions, deaths, and poverty of the defaulters, as well as other 
Special causes. In the subjoined abstract the Fuslywar particulars of the latter are given:—

83. In paragraphs 84, 86, and 86 of my Settlement Report for Fusly 1277, I entered into 

some detail on these subjects, and asked for sanction for a permanent reduction of the above sumof 

Rupees 37-7-5 and 12-6-7 from the peshcush and jody respectively, but I have received no ord^s, 

which I now again solicit in order to avoid the repetition of this item in my future Annual Reports. 

TaJiaries. 84. Rupees 2^346-10-2 is the assessment 

, for Fusly 1277 of rent-free land assigned for 
the pay of Taliaries of the late Chellumbrum andManargoody Talooks, and its collection has been 
in abeyance for several years under orders of the late Collector. 
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85. As stated in paragraph 87 of my last Settlement Report the proposed revised statements 
for the salary of these Village Officers are not yet completed. I will endeavor to submit them for 
sanction at an early date. 

FromFiuiy 1275 to 1277- 86. Bupeos 192-7-1 is the assessment of 

certain lands, the village to which they belong 
being in dispute, and the teerwah of which has been brought to account in both villages by the 
Gurnums. The question of boundary will be settled in due course ; meanwhile the assessment in 
one village having been levied this sum of Rupees 192-7-1 is a double charge on the same land, 
and is to be remitted. 

87. Rupees 2,056-6-0 is the amount which has been improperly charged or brought to account. 
About half of this amount, or Rupees 1,080, is the tax charged irregularly upon young and unpro- 
ductive trees in the Sub-division in Fusly 1277; while the other sum is comprised of different small 
items, the chief being double charge on certain lands. All these charges were since ascertained to 
be improper, and the suspension of their collection was ordered by Divisional Officers. 

88. Rupees 839-7-9 is reported to be irrecoverable owing to deaths, desertions, and poverty 
of the defaulting ryots, as ascertained during the course of the settlement, and I therefore recom- 
mend that the amount may be remitted. The total sum irrecoverable from the various causes as 
above explained, and which ic is now sought to strike off, amounts to Rupees 5,483-13-0, as above 
stated. 

89. The extent of coercive measures resorted to for the collection of revenue is shown in the 
subjoined table.

The attachment and sale of real property although somewhat more than itt- the previous Fusly, 
yet that of real property is very low. These coercive measures have mainly taken place in Chellum- 
brum, Villapuram and Tindevanum Talooks, consequent on failure of the ryots to pay their kist. 
I am not of opinion that there has been a single instance of real oppression arising out of the- 
enforcement of the Government^ dues. 

standing Order No. 277-2 Q(^ rj^^ fe^ realised from revenue default- 

ers for the service of process, etc , under Madras 
Act II. of 1864, amounts to Rupees 8,400-6-8 during the past Fusly, and Rs. 7,835-7-2 were paid 
up to the end of Fusly to persons who served the processes. The balance of Rupees 564-15-6 will 
be paid to the respective individuals on their appearance. A. large proportion, or Rs. 224-5-5 is. 
reported to have been since distributed. 

Statement Ko. 9. 91. The gross Collections amounted, to. 

Rupees 32,59,800-8-6, while the disbursements, 
were Rupees 3,21,023-0-2, leaving it surplus of Rupees 29,38,777-8-4; the percentage of ehargofe

is accounted for; Mr.Cadell, the late Acting 
Judge, having drawn only three months' salary as Collector of South Canara in my Treasury in the 
Fusly under review, while in the preceding year he had drawn the full year's salary. 

4. HnEoorandTaiookBstabiishmonta. ^^' The increase in this item of Rupees 

2,867-14-5 is mainly owing to the disbursement 
of Rupees 2,320-7-8 to Mr. Dique, the late Tahsildar of Cuddalore, and to a Goomastah, being the 
balance of full salary undrawn by these servants for the time they were under suspension— Fide 
Government Orders, dated 13th May 1869, No. 1,341, and 6th August 1869, No. 2,271. 

8. ContingenoiM. 96. The increase of Rupees 2,566-8-9 

shown under this heading is accounted for in 
several ways: — Ist, the increased rate of travelling allowance to Covenanted Officers; 2nd, the 
longer continuance on circuit of the Divisional Officers; 3rd, increased payments of batta to 
the establishments accompanying Divisional Officers on circuit, and for cost of conveying records, 
etc.; and, lastly, the payment of batta to Talook officials, as per Order of Government, dated 2nd 
February 1869, No. 276. 

12. Drawback. 97. The decrease of Rupees 5,700-12-11 

in this item is due partly to the less exportation 
of piece goods, etc., to Pondicherry, and partly to the discontinuance of the drawback system 
during a portion of the year, as per orders of Government. 

20. Manufaotorer^s share. 98. The increase of Rupeos 11,005 is 

consequent on the larger manufacture of salt in 
the past as compared with the previous year. 

22 Export and Import oharges. 99. The decrease of Rupees 1,612 is owing 

to the non-exportation of salt by sea in the 
year under notice. 

26. Befand of Stamp duty. 100. The increase of Rupees 1,328-13-0 

in this item of revenue is owing to larger pay- 
ment agreeably to Court certificates. 

27. Refnnd of License Tax. 101. The increase of Rupees 2,120-13-0 

is owing simply to the grant of refunds on appeal, 
and to refunds in cases improperly or over-taxed. 

Working of the Village, Talook, and Hozoor ManoaU. 102. These accounts have been generally 

found correct, and are kept agreeably to the 
prescribed forms* eicept in a few instances. The necessary orders have been given to the officers 
concerned. 

Begistar of lands acquired by pubUoBorrants. 103. The usual register, in accordance 

with tho Board's Circular Order, dated 13th 
October 1863, No. 6,843, is kept in my office, and all public servants have been duly warned to 
furnish a statement of land acquired by them; but during the Fusly under report lands so acquired 
amount to only 37*18 Acres, assessed at Rupees 143-4-4, as particularized hj the Sub<>Collectop 
in his report accompanying. 
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104. Pro forma I suppose I am called upon to say something of the various officers 
associated with me in the administration of the district. All I have to report is in the main 
favorable. My late efficient Sub -Collector, Mr. Hathaway, has been replaced by Mr. Roberts. 
Mr. Lister continues my Head Assistant, and I have nothing to alter in the testimony borne in my 
last year's Report on this officer's qualifications. I have to speak equally well of Mr. Gribble, 
whose labors have been principally directed to improvements and reform in the detailed 
administration of the land customs, and he has ably discharged this duty, and to his personal 
zeal and energy of management much of the favorable results (financially) of this branch of the 
revenue for the year under review may with truth be attributed. 

105. I will add nothing to all I have written in previous years of Vardah Charry, my 
Treasury Deputy Collector. Sree Baliah, Deputy Collector in charge of a division of the district, 
is an officer of considerable ability, and I feel myself fortunate in having under me a Deputy 
Collector of his qualifications and attainments. 

106. I would again ask attention to paragraph 107 of my last year's report regarding the 
service of old and incompetent Tahsildars. One of the two officers of this grade ascertained by 
me has since applied for a pension, but the other I fear must drag on for some years to come» 
either until he has served thirty years, or until he is qualified by sickness for a pension, which- 
ever event may first happen. 

107. Of the ministerial servants of my office I regret to notice the displeasure and cloud 
under which my Head Sheristadar is at present placed. He was suspended on the 5th instant 
for supposed fraudulent conduct in connection with the settlement, and I fear from all that has 
transpired, with little prospect of reinstatement, if he escape a criminal prosecution, but the inquiry 
has not yet closed, and therefore it would be premature to add more on the subject, as it will be 
separately reported on in due course. In Kistniah's place I have nominated for the time 
Vencata Soobiah, Tahsildar of Cuddalore, whom I selected to succeed as Sheristadar from the 
very high character he has always borne for integrity and efficiency. He certainly ranks the first 
amongst the Tahsildars of this district, and the able and energetic manner in which he had 
invariably discharged the onerous and complex duties of the head of several talooks will, I am 
sanguine, fully attest the propriety and wisdom of my choice, although as yet I have had very 
little experience personally of this officer. With the exception of the Sheristadar I may repeat the 
testimony I recorded last year on the general efficiency and ability with which the rest of the 
ministerial servants of my office performed their allotted duties. 

108. The report of my Sub-Collector on the settlement of his talooks accompanies this. 
There is nothing in it requiring particular notice or remark.

I HAVB the honor to submit eight Statements and Eaclosares in Nos. 3, 7, and 8, connected 
with the Revenue Settlement of Fasly 1278, in the forms prescribed by the Board of Revenue in 
their Circular Memorandum, No. 787, of the 14th August 1866. 

2. The settlement was conducted by my predecessor Mr. Hathaway at the stations noted

Distribation of Pattaiis. 3* As shown in column 7 of the State- 

ment No. 1 the total number of puttahs distri- 
buted in this year amounted to 69,718, which is less than those distributed in the last 
Fusly by 4,506. This decrease is attributable partly to the addition of miscellaneous items 
in the permanent puttahs instead of issuing separate ones, as was the case hitherto, and partly 
to the relinquishment of entire holding entered in puttahs. 

4. There was no alteration in the number and tenure of villages during the Fusly under 
review. 

Price of Grain. 5. Statement No. 2 exhibits the average 

prices of the principal kinds of grain during 
Fusly 1278, as compared with 1277 and the past ten years, from 1268 to 1277 inclusive. The 
comparative abstract exhibits a fall in prices in this Fusly when compared with last — Fide 
column 7. Thus prices have continued to decrease, though not to the same extent they did in 
Fusly 1277 from those of the previous years. On comparing the prices of Fusly 1278 with the 
average of the previous ten years (vide column 5) we find a slight increase in the items of 
cholum, cumboo, and raggy, and a small decrease in those of horse-gram and first sort paddy. 

Bjots* holding and alteration. 6. Statement No. 3 treats of the Eyots' 

holding and cultivation, with the alterations 
subsequently efiectod, and the annexed Memorandum is entered to show increase or decrease 
under each item in comparison with the results of last Fusly. 
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7. The extent of holding at the commencement of the Fasly was Acres 3,28,590, assessed 
at Rupees 9,76,762-9-0, from which deducting the land resigned, transferred from one head to 
another, and that appropriated for public purposes, amounting to Acres 16,313, bearing an assess- 
ment of Rupees 35,441-12-11, as detailed below, and adding thereto the fresh lands taken up, the 
result observable at the close of the Fusly was Acres 3,29,292, assessed at Rupees 9, 77, 932-5-2, 
which is shown in columns 31 and 32 of Statement No. 3. This amount is exclusiye of second 
<^op and water-rate assessment and road cess, which all amount to Rupees 89,596-2-1, as exhibited 
in columns 49, 51 and 52 : —

8. In the comparative statement in paragraph 6 increase is observable in the item ** Land 
resigned'* and decrease in the item " Land taken on durkhast" to the extent of Rupees 3,902-14-S 
and Bupees 22,779-7-11, respectively. This was, of course, owing to the bad state of the season. 
The decrease under the head " Waste remitted*' and increase under '' Waste charged** was caused 
by withholding remissions for portions of fields left waste, and chiefly by refusing remission in 
those portions of Chidambarum Talook which were settled seven or eight years ago by the Revenue 
Settlement Department. 

CuitiTation of Sngar-oane, eto. 9« Enclosure B. in Statement No. 3 shows 

the extent of cultivation of sugar-cane, cotton, 
and indigo, and the subjoined comparative Memorandum shows a decrease of Rupees 809 in the 
cultivation of sugar-cane and cotton, while an increase is observable in that of indigo to an extent 
of Rupees 472: —

12. The anient across Manimuttannadi was 
only completed last year, and at present supplies 
water to the 14 villages marginally noted. Some 
work remains to be done on the channels and to 
some tanks dependant on them. In the above 
statement, under the head ''Extent actually 

cultivated/' only the nunjah land is entered, but in the amount of assessment second crop and 
water assessment are included to show the total revenue derived from each anient. 

13. The season of Fusly 1278 was unfavor- 
Saason and Health. ^}yiQ^ and it ^as felt more pressing especially 

as this was the second year of drought. The 
rain-fall in Virdachellum town was about 12 inches only, which of course is very little. In 
Chidambarum the fall was 21 or 22 inches, but in many parts of both talooks the rain was still 
more scanty than it was in the principal towns. The heat was excessive, and scarcity of drinkmg 
water was experienced almost throughout Virdachellum Talook and the Srimushtam section of 
Chidambarum Talook. The adverse state of the season was brought to notice by Mr- Hathaway in 
his letter to you, dated 1st February 1869, No. 29, paragraph 2, and Government were pleased to 
sanction at once 1,000 Eupees for sinking wells and procuring a supply of drinking water for the 
inhabitants and their cattle— Vide Government Order, dated 13th March 1869, No. 687. The dry 
crops in Virdachellum Talook failed to a great extent. There was no cholera or small-poz in Virda- 
chellum, but there were a few cases in Chidambarum. Cattle disease prevailed ta a large extent 
in Virdachellum Talook at the close of the Fusly, and does not seem to have died out yet. Reports 
were sent in the prescribed form to J. Thacker, Esq., Veterinary Surgeon, and he has arrived and ifl 
prosecuting inquiries regarding this epidemic. The disease is called *' Vekkai,'* and assumes two 
or three forms. It is infectious, but it will take a long time to impress on the ryots the value of 
segregation. They raise objections about the great difficulty of carrying out the principle. The 
disease is attributed to various causes. 

fiemisBioDft. 14. In Statement No. 4 the particulars 

of remissions granted under different heads in 
comparison with the last Fusly are given. Under the head " Occasional remissions** granted with 
reference to the state of the season** the increase of Bupees 25,443-8-4 observable in the amoBit 
of remission for shavy or withered crops, and of Bupees 61,625-8-3 for loss of produce on pocHyah 
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lands, and of Rupees 223-5-6 for second crop not cultivated, has been caused in Virdachellum 
Talook, where the year under notice appears to have been most unfavorable, as already observed. 
Remissions on poonjah lands were granted with reference to Government Order, 13th March 1869, 
No. 687. Remissions on nui^ah waste are entered talookwar in column 38 of Stotement No. 3, 
from which it will be^seen that the decrease of Rupees 1,327-14-10, exhibited in Statement No. 4, 
was caused in Chidambaram alone. In Virdachellum there was an increase of Rupees 3,936-13-8 
over the past Fusly. In Chidambaram the decrease. Rupees 5,265-2-6, was caused by withholding 
remission in the irrigated portions of the talook which have undergone re-settlement by the Settle- 
ment Department. Explanation was submitted to you on this point by Mr. Hathaway in his letters, 
Nos. 109 and 127, dated 19th and 30th April 1869, respectively, wherein he states that in conside- 
ration of the permanent reduction allowed at the new settlement remission for wet, waste, etc., 
was not required. The decrease of Rupees 359-15-9, under the head Cowle remission, was caused 
by bringing to account portions of the grants not planted according to the rules conveyed in the 
Board's Circular No. III. of 1865. The items of fixed and other remissions do not require any 
remarks. 

Misceiianeoai itemi. 15, Statement No. 5 exhibits the Demand, 

Collection, and Balance of the Land Revenue, 
Miscellaneous items. The demand for Fusly 1278 was Rupees 22,224-0-5, as entered in column 
60 of Statement No. 3, or Rupees 4,220-9-11 less than the demand of Fusly 1277. The revenue 
brought to account under the heads of Fasul jastee on one crop Inam Nunjah, and Teerwa jastee on 
Inam Poonjah, was Rupees 4,067-2-10, as entered in Item No. 46 in Statement No. 5, and in the 
annexed comparative statement:—

Goiieotion in Shrotriem Villages. 16. Statement No. 6 gives the Demand, 

Collection, and Balance of Shrotriem villages 
for Fusly 1 278. The balance left at the close of the Fusly against Shrotriemdars was Rs. 636-6-6. 
Subsequent collections reduced this amount to Rupees 383< 1 1 - 1 1 , of which Rupees 24- 1 5-2, forming^ 
a portion of arrear of Kinanur in Virdachellum Talook, is to be struck off the accounts as usual, as 
this amount represents a portion of the peshcush for Fuslies 1277 and 1278 on land taken up for 
a Government channel. In paragraph 13 of last year's Jummahbundy Report Mr. Hathaway 
proposed the permanent reduction of the sum of Rupees 12-7-7 by reckoning the peshcush at 
Rupees 217-8-5 instead of 230. This must, however, be represented in a separate letter. 

17. Statement No. 7 shows the Demand,. 
Collection, and Balance of all sources of Reve- 
nue, current and arrears. The balance to be 
collected for Fusly 1278 was^ on 1st September 
1869, Rupees 65,914-2-4, as entered in column 
6, and arrear balance for previous Fuslies on the 
same date was Rupees 6,232-14-6, as entered 
in column 13. The very large balance of 
Rupees 2,09,020 at the close of the Fusly, with 
the rapid reduction to Rupees 65,914 on the 3l8t 
August, is due to the following causes :*-Much difficulty was experienced by Talook authorities in 
collecting revenue, when precluded by Board's Standing Circular No. I. of 1869 from employing 
batta Ameens for the service of proeessea and the sale of property. This encouraged defaultera

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to hold back their payments, and the Village Officers having no expectation of profit in serving 
processes as previously, were of course perfectly indifferent about compelling those to pay who 
stood on the defensi7e. The village authorities were, in many cases, defaulters themselves, and 
the Tahsildars reported the trouble which they experienced in the work. However, on the 20th of 
July a Circular Order was issued by you to all Tahsildars, directing thatjas the ryots, notwithstanding 
the remissions they had received, were withholding payment in all cases where it was impossible to 
collect by the Village Officers batta Amcens might be employed, and the fees collected paid to 
them. Upon this a great stimulus was given to the work of collection, and it is probable that by 
the end of the month the remaining balance will be reduced to a very small amount.

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S«Mon. 6. The season was on the whole favorable. 

The north-east monsoon was a light one, while 
such rain as fell daring the whole year was unequally spread over the district ; but in the Delta, 
excepting such portions as are dependant for their irrigation on sources of a precarious nature, it 
was generally sufficient to supplement the freshes, of which there was a moderate but steady supply 
throughout the cultivation season. As regards the upland portion of the district, the southern 
and south-eastern talooks of Pattukottai and Tritrapundi received a much larger share than 
usual of local rains, which enabled the ryots to realize a fair out-turn of both the wet and dry 
crops. It was thus only the unirrigated portion of the Tanjore Talook which sufiFered from want 
of rain. The subjoined table shows the quantity of rain- fall during the past and the preceding 
five years : —

7. The year under report may be reckoned 
a healthy one, though the aggregate amount of 
mortality was slightly in excess of that of the 
preceding year. Cholera was almost unknown, 
but owing to the lightness of the monsoon, and 
the consequent increased severity of the hot 
season, fever prevailed to a large extent 
and produced a considerable amount of morta- 
lity. Owing to the same cause small-pox also prevailed though not so much as it did during the 
preceding year, and this comparatively, but by no means absolutely, satisfactory result is attri- 
butable no doubt to the more extended operation of the Vaccine Department. The comparative 
table entered in the margin exhibits the number of deaths severally from cholera, small-pox, and 
fever, as well as from all other diseases during the past three years, 

8. In consequence of the drought, which more or less prevailed during the latter part of the 
year, cattle suffered more than men, and in parts of the district their loss from diseases incidental 
to the hot season was rather considerable^

9. The average rate of the retail sales of 
paddy grain in villages during the year under 
report was Rupees 1-4.6J per Tanjore kalaro^ 
or Rupees 148-12-5 per Madias garce, being, as 
shown in the margin, slightly in excess of the 
similar average rate of the preceding year, and 
no less than 1 66 J- per cent, above the fixed 
commutation rate, which is Rupees 0-7-8-J- per 
Tanjore kalam, and Rupees 55 12-11 per 
Madras garce. 



10. The market selling price above mentioned, though decidedly high, has been only in 
keeping with what has been more or less maintained for the last ten or twelve years, and being 
the necessary result of the progressive state of the population and trade I do not imagine that 
any considerable falling off therein is within the bounds of probability.

This 
exhibits an increase of Rupees 9,306 over the preceding year, being the result of lands assessed 
at Rupees 6,826 given up or rendered unavailable for cultivation, against those assessed at

16. Of the four items of increase above 
enumerated the first two have been already ex- 
plained. The increase* in second crop assess- 
ment and water tax, and the decrease in shavy, 
etc., remissions (to be more particularly noticed 
hereafter) which comprize respectively the third 
and fourth items above specified, are likewise 
attributable to the generally more favorable character of the season. 

17* In the Road Fund, which also finds place in the statement appended to paragraph 14, 
there is an apparent increase of Rupees 1,16,556, which, however, is due partly to the fact that 
in the preceding year's statement the road cess on ryotwar lands alone was erroneously entered ; 
while in this year's statement the whole demand, including the cess on Inams, etc., is exhibited. 
It is due partly also to the demand for the preceding year having, under the Board's Proceedings 

marginally noted, t been diminished by as much 
1 12th November 1867, No. 7876. as had been collected in the year before over 

and above half the annual tax. 

18. Under the head ** Land Revenue, Miscellaneous,*' last entered in the statement above 
referred to, there is a small increase of Rupees 1,569. The variations in the several component 
items, of which this increase is the result in the aggregate, have been folly explained in statement 
No. 6, and no special notice here under this head seems, therefore, necessary. 

special products. 19, The extent to which special products 

were cultivated during the past year is shown 
in the subjoined table in comparison with the year preceding, from which it will be seen that 
there is an increase in cotton and indigo, with a decrease in sugar. The cultivation of these pro- 
ducts, however, is carried on in this district to such a limited extent that these variations, in 
themselves unimportant, call for no particular remark.

Irrigation. gO. Agreeably to instructions marginally 

Board's Circular Memorandum, i4Ul Angnst isse. noted I annex a statement showing the total 

irrigable Ayacut and actual cultivation unde 
each main branch of the Cauvery^ as also under tanks. 
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With reference to the Board*s Circular Memorandum, dated the 23rd October 1866, No. 1,064, 
I beg here to state that no tanks, ruined or otherwise, were made over to the ryots during the 
past year on the terms sanctioned in the Proceedings of Government. 

Semisaions. 21. The amount remitted under the head 

of Shavy was Rupees 25,798, which, plus the 
small sum of Rupees 637 remitted on account of Fassul Gummy and Rupees 26,283 for waste 
remitted, makes up a total of Rupees 52,718 against Rupees 1,21,538, which was the amount of ^ 
remissions granted in the preceding year. This satisfactory result of the settlement of the year 
under report is due to the generally favorable character of the past season compared with the year 
preceding, which was exceptionally bad for the upland parts of the district, and in which, there- 
fore, special measures of relief were accorded with respect to dry lands.

Land BeTenue. 23. The variations under the two heads of 

Land Revenue, viz., *' Ryotwar" and "Miscel- 
laneous," have been already noticed ; the Peshcush is an item not liable to any variation, and the 
decrease of Rupees 6 under the head of Jody is too small to need any explanation. 

Abkarry. g4. The increase of Rupees 3,725 under 

the head of Abkarry is the result of higher bids 
obtained for some of the farms sold in consequence of the expiry of previous leases. 

Income Tax. 25. The amount which appears under the 

head of Income Tax consists only of deductions 
made from the salaries of Government officials under Act IX. of 1869, since that Act, as regards 
other incomes, was not brought into actual operation before the close of the Fusly. 

lioenseTax. 26. The increase of Rupees 13,467 under 

the head of License Tax, as compared with the 
preceding year, is due to the fact that, owing to the Certificate Tax Act of 1868 having been brought 
into operation at a later date in the year than was the License Tax Act of 1867 during the preced- 
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ing year, a larger proportion of assessments under the Act first mentioned were made daring the 
Fusly year or subsequent to 30th June 1868. 

Bm OiwtoxM. 27, The increase of Rupees 32,1 82 under 

the head of Sea Customs is the net result of a 
gross increase of Bupees 54»519 in exports against a gross decrease of Bupees 20»581 in imports, 
pitftf a further decrease of Bupees l.TSe under the head "Miscellaneous." The increase first' 
mentioned arises chiefly from the increased exportation of rice and paddy to Ceylon, while the 
decrease in imports is due to the diminished importation of various articles of import trade, (of 
which the most important are betel-nuts,) as also to the exemption ot timber from import duty by 
Act XI. of I8689 counter-balanced by a small increase in the importation of piece goods and sundry 
other articles. 

Land CwtomB. 23. The increase of Bupees 7,728 under 

the head of Land Customs is due to the increased 
exportation of rice and grain to the French Settlement of Earikal and thence by sea to Ceylon, 
counter-balanced by a falling off in sundry articles of import. 

Salt. 29. The falling off of Bupees 42,847 in 

the Salt revenue is due partly to the fact that 
the sales in the southern and northernmost depdts in the preceding year were exceptionally 
large, and were, as a necessary consequence, followed by a corresponding falling off during the year 
under report, and partly to the Great Southern of India Bailway having to compete with the Madras 
Bailway at a disadvantage with regard to the cost of carriage of salt to Western Districts. It is 
in a measure due also to illicit manufacture of earth salt and theft of salt spontaneously produced 
on the coast, both of which practices there is reason to fear are to some extent carried on in certain 
out-of-the-way localities. I have adopted all practicable measures with a view to the detection 
and suppression of these practices. 

8te»pfl- 30. The increase ofBupees 68,805 in Stamp 

revenue is due chiefly to increased litigation 
arising out of the ordinary contingencies of society, as also to stricter compliance with the require- 
ments of the Stamp law in private transactions under the operation of its penal provisions now 
generally more rigidly enforced. The suits which have been filed during the year under report for 
the recovery of arrears of rent due to the estate of His Highness the late Bajali of Tanjore, and 
which had accumulated to a considerable extent in consequence of the neglected state of the affairs 
of his family, are alone computed to have cost about Bupees 25,000 for stamps, and llie Abkarry 
engagements, renewed in consequence of the resale of the farms, have on a rough calculation contri- 
buted about Bupees 8,600 to this branch of the public revenue.

Sources of revenue, amounted to Bs. 68,76,910 
against Bupees 68,05,193 in the preceding yeir, thus exhibiting an increase in the aggregate of

sure will be deemed satisfactory, considering that it is the balance of a demand amounting to very 
nearly forty- two and a half lacs, iind bears to it a percentage of less than half.

I HAvi the honour to submit the Annual Report on the Settlement of Land and extra sources 
of Eevenne in the Sub-division of Taiy'ore for Fusly 1278, (1868-69,) together with the several 
Statements and their enclosures prepared in the prescribed forms. 

2. In the year under report an attempt was made to get ^through the Jummahbundy earlier 
than usuai. Petitions for remissions on account of waste and shavy were received up to the end 
of January, and were forwarded to the Tahsildars for examination about the beginning of 
February. They were reported upon in the early part of March, and the distribution of puttahs 
c ommenced soon after and continued to the 21st of May; whilst in the Fusly preceding the 

distribution of puttahs did not begin till the 4th 
of May. The settlement of both the talooks of 
the Sub-division was conducted by my prede- 
cessor, Mr. Best, at the places noted in. the 
margin. 

3. The total number of puttahs issued during the yew under report was 25,146 against 
24,368 of the preceding year, the increase of 778 being the result of separate registration of 
sub-divisions of holdings and similar causes. The number of puttahs that remained unaltered is 
16,815. Of the remaining 8,331 the alterations required were in ff,554 cases made in the old 
puttahs, and in 1,777 cases fresh puttahs were given.

Sanitary. ^ 7. The Sanitary Condition of the Sub-divisiQiL 

during the past Fusly was decidedly good, and 
even better than that of Fusly 1277. There has been no cholera to speak of during the year 
under report, whilst 1,286 deaths took place in the previous Fusly by this disease. Considerable 
attention was paid to the arrangements directed to be made by the late Sanitary Committee in 
anticipation of the attendance of crowds at the festivals which are annually celebrated at Nagore, 
Valangany, and Trivalore, and it appears that not a single death was reported in any of these 
occasions last Fusly. There are also great facilities now for the use of European medicine and 
treatment, and they are more made use of by the native community in the large towns of Nagore 
and Negapatam. 

8. There appears to have been more deaths last Fusly than in the preceding one from 
. small-pox and fever. It is to be hoped, therefore, that the Vaccination establishment will soon 
visit this district. Mr. Best did attempt last Jummahbundy to get the ryots to subscribe funds for 
maintaining a Vaccinator at their own expense, but this they were unwilling to do, and I am 
afraid cannot be expected. The deaths which occurred by other causes do not require any 
remarks. Cattle appear to have been altogether free from disease.

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In the year under report the average price of paddy was If per cent, below thai of the 
previous Fualy, though 169 per cent, above what is called the standard price. Prices, therefore, 
are still high, though slightly easier than what were caused by the indiflferent harvests and scanty 
rain-fall of the previous years. 

Byotaf holdings. 10. The annexed table exhibits the opera- 

tions of the year with regard to Byots' holdings: — 
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11 . The extent of ryots' holdings at the end of Fusly 1277, as entered in the last Jnmmali* 
hnndy Report, was Acres 2,27»569, assessed at Rupees 10,79, 137. These figures would usaally be 
entered as the ryots' holdings at the beginning of the next Fusly, but as some Amany land was 
eonyerted into Mottamfysal last Fusly this extent was transferred from Amany to Byotwary, and 
produces the differences observable. 

12. Beddes the addition of these Acres 18, assessed at Rupees 117, Acres '5,162, 
assessed at Rupees 22,046, were newly taken up, and Acres 4,296, assessed at Rupees 19,482, 
relinquished during the year under report, thus causing on the whole a net increase of Acres 884, 
assessed at Rupees 2^681, in the f^gregate of ryots' holdings, as compared with that of the year 
preceding. 

13. With regard to the entry ** Waste remitted Acres 575, assessed at Rupees 2,359,'' it 
may appear strange that there was any remission at all in such a favorable season; but the fact 
is that there is a great deal of land (especially in the Negapatam Talook) rated as Nunjah, which 
seldom has a chance of a fair supply of water. It is said that the supply channels are in bad 
order and silted up, but I do not think that this is the case to any large extent. If this were 
really all that was wanted the ryots would probably take the matter in hand forthwith and clear 
out the channels themselyes, if thereby they could secure a crop. The real fact seems to be that 
this land is incapable of being irrigated, owing to its being on too high a level, and all iiie water 
is drawn off to the lower lying land which secures its two crops, while this land has none. 
Properly speaking two crops ought not to be allowed until all the land has had one crop, and the 
owners of low-lying land ought to abstain from taking more water than what they want for their 
first crop; but this is not attended to« and there is no one to enforce it, the consequence of which 
is that practically this higher land is incapable of wet cultivation, as nothing short of a deluge 
would irrigate it. This last year proves the point conclusively; the rain-fall was large, amount- 
ing to 35 inches, and the freshes were plentiful and seasonable. It is clear, therefore, that if 
the land could not be irrigated this year.it never can be irrigated, and it will be better, there- 
fore, at once to transfer it to the head of Pooi^ah. This would be in accordance with the princi- 
ples laid down by the Board of Revenue, No. 134, of DalyelFs compilation; for although the 
irrigation work may not have been destroyed or injured, yet it may fairly be said that it is 
incapable of irrigating this land. This course would be far better than the present ^stem d 
keeping it classed as Nunjah and then remitting the assessment regularly year by year, however 
good the season may have been. I therefore propose to look into these cases, and wherever 
remission has been given for five years at once to rate the land as Pooxgah^ so that at any rate 
that assessment may be secured regularly in future instead of, as at present, the land being kept 
permanently waste. If in any year the rain-fall or the freshes are so excessive as to allow of 
paddy being grown on this land it would be very easy to charge the kasr or water-rate for that 
one exceptional year, but such an occurrence is not to be expected; and even by that arrange- 
ment the ryots would gain, as the charge is particularly low in this district, being only Rupees 
1-14-3 an Acre, whereas in other districts it is 5 Rupees a cawny, or Rupees 3-12-6 the Acre. 
As it is many ryots would willingly grow Poo^jah crops on such land, but are prevented from 
doing so by the present rules, which make the ryot liable for the full Nunjah assessment if anj 
kind of crop is raised, even a Poonjah one. As, therefore, it would not pay them well to raise a 
Fooigah crop and pay the Nunjah assessment they prefer to leave the whole waste, and get the 
whole assessment remitted. The transfer after all would only do what is being aimed at in the 
present Survey and Settlement Department, namely, put into a proper class land which has been 
incorrectly rated before. 

Aotaai onitiTation. 14. Jq the extent of cultivation there is an 

increase of Acres 4,969 and Rupees 18,195. This 
arises from the decrease of Acres 1,797 and Rupees 6,815 in waste] remitted, plus the decrease 
Acres 2,288 and Rupees 8,699 in waste charged being added to Aox«s 884 and Rupees 2,681, 
which is the excess of land tajcen up over lands given up during the year under report.

preceding. 

21. Hence excluding these two amounts it will appear that there has been a real increase of 
as large a sum as Rupees 15,194. This is principally owing to the large decreaso in remissions 
for waste and shavy. 

22. The increase in the assessment of the ryots* holdings, and the decrease in the different 
kinds of remissions granted, have been fully explained. The slight increase in Fasul jasti and Water 
tax is owing mainly to the favorable character of the season. The increase in the Road cess is 
the amount charged on the additional land brought under cultivation during the year under report. 
Ibie excess of Rupeea 608 in Miscellaneous items consists of varioua small sums which call for no 
remark.

25. The only item of land revenue which requires an explanation is that of ** Ryotwar,'* 
wherein there is a decrease of Rupees 8,959. This arises from an increase of Rupees 15,194 in 
the settlement of the pastFusly, (paragraph 21,) minus excess of Road cess (Rupees 449) and of 
Miscellaneous (Rupees 608) being counter-balanced by Rupees 23,096, which is the pay of village 
establishment deducted from the jummahbundy and carried to the credit of Village Service Fund.

26. The increase of Rupees 199 under 
Abkarry is accounted for by an increase in the fees 
paid on account of licenses for selling English liquors, etc. 

Sea CuBtomBv 27. Under the head of Sea Customs there

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28. The falling oflF in the Import duty on hetel-nut is owing, firstly, to a Board's order of 
1868, directing that the value of this article should be estimated according to the Tariff rate of 
7 Rupees per cwt., and not according to the market price as formerly; and, secondly, to the still 
further reduction of the rate from 7 Rupees to 6 J in the Tariff of 1869: that on Timber is oa 
account of the exemption of that article from duty by Act XI. of 1868: that on Railway stores is 
owing to the completion of the railway line from Negapatam to Erode: the increase on Grain, 
export duty, arises from an increased demand in, and consequent exportation to, Ceylon. The 
other items require no notice. 

Land Customs. 29. There 18 an increase of Rupees 7,418 

in the Land Customs. Almost the same caoses 
which operated to bring about a rise in the Sea Customs collections have contributed to bring about 
this result in the Land Customs. 

Stamps. 30. The increase of Rupees 19,501 in the 

Stamp revenue is due partly to the sale of the 
Abkarry farm and the consequent renewal of shopkeepers' Muchilkas, partly to the stricter enforce- 
ment of the provisions of the Stamp Act, and partly to increased litigation.

31. The collections under these heads call 
for no remark. The collections under the 
Income Tax Act (IX. of 1869) had only just been commenced when the Fusly closed. 

Road cess. 32. The decrease of Rupees 12,571 under 

Inam Road Cess arises from the fact of the cess 
due for Fusly 1206, together with certain penalties awarded under Act III. of 1866, having been 
included in the demand for Fusly 1277; whilst the tax due for Fusly 1278 only has been entered in 
the demand for that Fusly.

of the Fusly^l277 amounted to Rupees 28,100. 
Of this Rupees 27,778 have been collected, and Rupees 322 have been struck off the accounts. 
There is still an irrecoverable balance of 2 Annas, being the quit-rent of a certain piece of land 
for Fusly 1277 by mistake included in the demand, although it had been converted into a free-hold 
from the beginning of that Fusly. It is, therefore, requested that permission may be granted to 
strike off the said sum of Annas 2 from the accounts.

Although the statement exhibits a small decrease in the average rain-fall during the Fasly, 
yet the rains were on the whole more evenly distributed throughout the year, whereas one or two 
heavy down-pours during the preceding Fusly tended to raise the average of that season. 

Seaaon. '7. The season was very favorable for the 

early crops, but not so with regard to those of 
later date. The failure of the looked-for rains in November and December was much felt. For- 
tunately, however, the river springs, nourished by the plentiful south-west monsoon, afforded a 
bountiful supply, which, when diverted from the river beds by the coramboos or temporary dams, 
caused a good flow of water to be kept up in the irrigation channels until the ver; close of the 
cultivating season. The beneficial effects of these ancient native methods of irrigation were never 
more clearly manifested than during the past year. 

SMitary condition. 8. In a Sanitary point of view the twelve 

months under report were unusually fortunate. 
The district was remarkably free from all epidemics, and only a very few cases of cholera hare 
been reported during this period. Not a single instance of cholera occurred within the densely 
populated municipality, tmd the thickly crowded festival at Sreerungum was totally free from this 
disease. The cattle also were healthy and their numbers undiminished by any murrain or disease. 
Emigration. 9^ The number of emigrants during the 

year was only 169. Owing partly to the facilities 
now afforded to the poorer classes to become land-holders on their own behalf, in consequence of 
the lightened assessment and the proper working of the Durkhast rules, and owing also to work- 
ing people finding suflScient labor near home, especially on the Railway and in the Public Works 
Department, very few people were seduced away from this province by the legalized crimps or 
maistries. 

Woee— statement No. 2. iQ. The prices of all food grains ruled 

much lower than during the preceding Fnslj, 
The 1st and 2nd sort paddy fell 7 and 8 per cent, respectively, as compared with the prece- 
ding Fusly, although these prices were still 8 and 10 per cent, higher than the averages of the 
last ten years. Dry grains fell from S to 7 per cent, below last Fusly, being nevertheless 2 to 8 per 
cent, higher than the averages of the last ten years. This is attributable partly to the inGreai#

in the out-turn of the early crops in the upland parts of the district^ and partly to the large im- 
portations of paddy from Tanjore; which more than compensated for the exportations to the south- 
wards from this province. When the prices actually realized during the year are compared with 
the commutation rate upon which the new settlement was based, we find that wet grains averaged 
thrice and dry grains between twice and thrice this settlement standard, thus most amply com- 
pensating the cultivating classes for any deficiency in out-turn, owing to diminished rain-fall during 
the close of the season. 

The average prices of paddy and rice of the 1st sort, as given in this statement, do not 
tally with the averages of those prices as given in the monthly Demand, Collection, and Balance 
Statements submitted to the Board. The prices of Ist sort paddy and rice were being erroneously 
entered as prices of 2nd sort paddy and rice in the Price Beturns of the WoodiarpoUiem Talook 
from month to month. This mistake was subsequently discovered, and is rectified in this state- 
ment. Hence the difference. 

Bjoti^ Holdingt. -statement No. 8. 11. The aggregate extent of land in the 

ryots' holdings at the commencement of the 
Fosly was 9,31,897 acres, assessed at Bs. 12,94,616, of which 25,473 acres, assessed at Bs, ^4,959, 
were relinquished, and 44,343 acres, assessed at Bupees42,12S, were newly brought under the 
plough. Thus the actual extent of land under this head at the close of the Fusly was 9,50,767 
acres, with an assessment of Bupees 13^11,779, or 18,870.acres, assessed at Bupees 17,163, in 
excess of the preceding Fusly. 

The Board are doubtless aware that though they have prohibited the ^'Podoogar' or 
** Fallow" system it still goes on merrily in an indirect way ; the holder gives Bazeenamah one year 
for the land he elects to retain as fallow, and takes it up the next. Most frequently no one else 
in the village knows of this relinquishment but the Cumum, and in order to stop this arrangement 
to some extent I have ordered the Bazeenamahs to be published in the village, thus letting the 
neighbours know what has been given up, and what is consequently available to their hands ; 
hitherto all has been kept dark. 

lADd tranafeiTed.-^t»tement 8 A. 12^ This statement shows that out of the 

25,473 acres of land entered under the head 
of ^ 'Lands given up" 15 acres, assessed at Bupees 78, have been transferred to that of 
*'Inam." This is caused by certain lands having been purchased and made over partly as com- 
pensation for certain Inams taken up for the Bailway, and partly for Inams allotted to the 

Fotmakers and Arryars of the Sreerungum 

• Q.O., dated 16th SeptemberlSeS, No. 2,892. ^^ t m rni. •• «xi.rij 

Devastanum.* The remaimng extent of land 
under the above head consists chiefly of the following items : — 
A. — Lands relinquished on Bazeenamahs. 
B. — Lands taken up by Government for the Lunatic Asylum, and for the construction of 

certain roads. 
C. — Lands purchased on behalf of Government in consequence of there having been no 
bidders for them at the sales held for the realization of the arrears of revenue. 
The lands forming the last item are utterly unfit for cultivation, and are lying waste. 
Hence they are included under the head of Lands given up." 

BenuBriona necessary only to the Bum of Eupeei 400. 13. The actual COnCOSSionS granted this 

year were next to nothing, only about Ba. 400. 
Fortunately for this district the ryots have been given firmly to understand that one of the 
objects of a lightened assessment was the abolition of these annual alleviations. Thus during the 
present season remissions were neither asked for by the ryots, nor proffered by the native officials. 
I only trust that when both the revised settlement and those that took part in it have become 
things of the past that the old system of remissions, so dear to the hearts of the native subordi* 
natesy will not again be brought iAto existence with all its attendant iniquities. 
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Wuto remitted. u. The Bum of Rupees *18 was remitted in 

the Moosery Talook by the Acting Head Assistant 
Collector, after he had ascertained that the lands in question had suffered from want of water 
owing to breaches in the banks of the tanks upon which this cultivation was depending. This 
item of Bupees 418 was the total amount of actual land revenue foregone at the annual settle- 
ment. The other remissions are merely comparative deficiencies between this Fusly and last, and 
they speedily changed into large augmentations of revenue when examinations regarding them 
were strictly made. 



WMte charged. 15, Waste land to the amount of acw 

87»833, assessed at Bupees 72,223-13-0, wu 
charged during the Fusly under report. This, compared with the extent charged in the prenom 
Fusly, shows an increase of acres 1 1 ,713, assessed at Bupees 17,024, which is attributable to the 
causes detailed in paragraph 13 of this report, and to the fact that with a light assessment the 
ryot, if left to himself, is perfectly willing to pay for what he really elects to hold^ . without 
making any trouble or solicitations for remission. Again, with our present low rates of Foonjah 
assessment large tracts of waste dry land are retained in the puttahs of the ryots for pasturage for 
their cattle, and for these acres of grass land the owners are only too happy to pay.

under the Board's roles, and the applicant 
•fterwards repented of his request and cried off; the fact is the present Nuigah assessment is so 
light that the indulgent standard of Rupees 2 per acre for the tax under these privately restored 
reservoirs is no indulgence at all in the eyes of our cultivators. 

BemiMioiia.— Statemwit No. 4. gO. As already mentioned in paragraph 

18 no remissions were granted this year on 
account of waste or ehavy. A sum of Rupees 4 is entered under the head of " Tarum Gammy." 
This is owing to a certain field which was erroneously entered in the accounts as " Permanently 
improved Fuitjah" having been now brought under the head of Ordinary Punjab. It will appear 
from this statement that the remissions under the heads of " Fasal Gummy or second crop not 
cultivated," and Water Tax," exceeded those of the preceding Fasly under the corresponding heads 
by Rupees 2,657 and Rupees 2,254 respectively. This naturally attracted my attention, and 
inquiry speedily showed that the Guraums had been committing wholesale frauds in keeping back 
from the accounts both wet lands cultivated with second crops, and dry lands irrigated by 
Government water. The scrutiny very soon more than compensated for the amount thus sud to 
be deficient under these heads, and the examinations thereby inaugurated have already recovered 
Rupees 65,000 otherwise lost to Government, as will be detailed hereafter. 

statement No. 6. ' 21." This statement shows the demand, 

collection, and balance of the "Land Revenue 
Miscellaneous items." In the item " Jody on sundry Inams" the amounts of demand on account 
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of Personal and Service Inams, under the head of Arrears, do not tally with the corresponding 
amounts entered under the head of Balance in the statement for the preceding Fusly. This is 
owing to a sum of Rupees 189, which ought to have been brought under the item ** Personal/* 
having been erroneously included under the item of ** Service" in the statement submitted last 
year. This mistake has been corrected in this statement. 

The aggregate amount of demand was Rupees 61,051, or an increase of Rupees 14,340, as 
compared with that of the preceding Fusly. The causes of this augmentation are as follow : — 

The increase of Rupees 12,008, under the item "Land cultivated but not included in 
the Jummahbundy,*' is attributable partly to the settlement having been made very early this year, 
but mainly to the commencement of the investigations after the settlement, which so frightened 
some of the Cumums into propriety that they hastened to bring to account what they had wittingly 
left out, lest their fraudulent omissions should be detected by the Examiners. 

The increase of Rupees 1,897, under the head of "Revenue fines,*' is owing to the fines 
imposed on village servants under Regulation IX. of 1822 for frauds brought to light by the 
present Azmaish. 

Similarly the increase of Rupees 1 ,634, under the head of Tnam Water-rate, is owing to 
this subject having been taken in hand by the Azmaishdars, who have also, subsequently to the 
close of the Fusly, discovered large tracts of Inam lands annually watered from Government sources 
free of charge. The balance of Rupees 2,364 is almost entirely due upon the Inam village of 
Daranelloor. I have already addressed the Board upon this matter, and they have submitted it to 
tiovemment with recommendation for realization by sale of the lands concerned. 

The differences under the remaining items being comparatively slight call for no remarks. 

Zexnindaries, Mootahs, eto— Statement No. 6. 22. This statement exhibits a balance of 

Rupees 8,882 at the close of the Fusly, of which 
Rupees 3,747 have been since realized, and the balance of Rupees 5,135 is under collection.

Permanently settled. ^4. The decrease of Rupees 3,^87, under 

the head of '* Permanently settled," is owing to 
the collection under this head in the preceding Fusly having included the realization of the arrears 
of the previous Fusly. 

Bjotwar and Hisoellaneoiu. There IS an increase of Rupees 1,20,363 

under the head of Ryotwar, and of Rupees 16,084 
under that of Miscellaneous. This must be attributed to an earlier settlement, and to greater 
exertions having been made in realizing the kists with punctuality. I had at one time hoped to 
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hare collected all the land reveDue within the Revenue year, but the WoodiarpoUiem Tahsildar 
failed me, although the others did right well, particularly the Moosery Tahsildar. Bat the 

Board^s orders,* preventing our acting in ac- 
• Ciwoiar Order No. I of 1869. cordance with the provisions of the law for the 

realization of arrears, tends to prevent any 
remo^rkably satisfactory collection result at the close of the year. 

Abkarry. The decrease of Rupees 5,754 in the item 

of ''Abkarry*' is due to the fiict that there 
were less arrears to be collected than during the preceding Fusly. 

* Lioenie Tax. There 18 a decrease of Rupees 7,100 under 

the head of '' License Tax,*' and an increase of 
Rupees 6,958 under that of " Profession and Trade Tax." This is owing to Act XXI. of 1867 
having been repealed, and Act IX. of 1868 having come into force in May 1868. 

inoome Tax. A sum of Rupees 943 was collected during 

the Fusly on account of Income Tax, which 
came into force in April last. 

Btampi. The increase of Rupees 15,666 under 

** Stamps'* is the result of the Stamp law being 
more correctly understood by the people, and more strictly carried out by the authorities. Notice 
is, moreover, taken of deficient stamps brought for registration, and an additional Moonsiff*s Court 
has lately been opened at Trichinopoly itself. 

statement No. 7. 25, There is a balance of Rupees 42,726 

on account of all sources of revenue at the close 
of the Fusly. Of this sum Rupees 14,368 were realized up to 31st July last, and the balance, 
viz., Rupees 28,368, is under collection. A statement showing the Talookwar particulars of the 
demand and collections of land and other sources of revenue is submitted agreeably to the instruc- 
tions contained in Board's Circular Memorandum, No. 689, dated 30th June 18o9. The Enclo- 
sure A. of Statement No* 7 is not forwarded, as tiie Board consider it to be unnecessary. 

Arrears— statement No. 8. 26. There was a balance of Rupees 

63,119-9-3 on account of all sources of revenue 
at the beginning of the Fusly. Of this sum Rupees 67,911-16-1 have been collected, leaving a 
balance of Rupees 5,^07-10-2, of which Rupees 4,261-11-5 are recoverable, Rupees 372-5-3 are 
doubtful, and Rupees 573-9-6 are irrecoverable, in consequence of death, desertion^ and poverty 
of the defaulting ryots. 

A sum of Rupees 1, 860-9-4 was recommended for remission in last Fusly, and sanction was 
received only for Rupees 1,727-4- 10. The remaining sum of Rupees 133-4-6 consisted, as stated 
in paragraph 40 of the Jummahbundy Report for the last Fusly, of trifling sums over-collected 
up to Fusly 1276 from certain ryots, and erroneously credited to the balance due by other ryots, 
and is irrecoverable. I beg, therefore* to request the sanction of the Board for the remission of 
Rupees 706-14-0 in the aggregate. 

Coeroive Prooeae.— Statement No. 8 A. g7. The number of cases in which coer- 

cive process had to be employed this year was 
1,533, and the amount of arrears, for the recovery of which such measures were resorted to, 
was Rupees 18,472. The value of property, both real and personal, attached amounted to Ru- 
pees 1 1, 1 ] 6, while the value of property actually sold amounted to Rupees 4,737, or Rupees 2,322 
less than the value of property Isold last year. 

Vide Board's Proooedings, No. 62, dated 8th Janaary 1869. 28. A SUm of Rupees 4,888 was realized 

from revenue defaulters for the services of pro- 
cesses, etc , under Madras Act II. of 1864, of which Rupees 4,291 were paid to persons deputed 
under the Act. There is thus a balance of Rupees 597 under the head of *' Process Service Fund.'* 

statement No. 9. 29. The gross collections from all sources 

of revenue amounted to Rupees 17,66,204, 
and the aggregate charges to Rupees 1,58,006, thus leaving a balance of Rupees 15,98,198 at the 
close of the Fusly. 

There is an increase of Rupees 24,327 in item '* Salary of the Collectors, etc/* This is owing 
no the salary of Mr. Cadell, the Acting Civil and Session Judge of this district, and the perma- 
tent Collector of the district of South Canara, having been debited under this item. 

The decrease of Rupees 1,450 in the item '* Huzoor and Talook establishments*' is owing to 
the salary of the Tahsildar of Eulitadlay having not been drawn during the Fusly owing to his 
absence on leave. 
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The increase of Rupees 1,885 in the item "Miscellimeous'* is attributable to the batta paid 
to the Tahsildars and Merassidars who attended the Public Works Commission at Madras from 
this district. 

The difTerences in the other items call for no fpecial remarks.

The result was the discovery of annual defalcations in the following instances : — 

(1.) — Lands improperly deducted at the new settlement as "Uncultivable," when in 

reality they are and always have been double crop wet lands. 
(2.)— Dry lands irrigated by Government water without beingcharged the proper waterrate, 

(B.)— Lands annually capable of bearing two crops, but entered at the settlement as one 
crop, owing to the false representations of the owner, aided by the village officers, 
whereby the former thus quietly obtained a second crop free of assessment year 
after year. 

(4.)«*-Garden lands irrigated by baling from river channels not charged. 

Again, in cases of Inam lands water-tax was not regularly collected when dry Inam lands 
were irrigated from Government sources, nor was the second crop regularly charged when regis- 
tered. One crop Inam lands were a second time cultivated with wet produce. Orders issued 
upon this point had been grossly neglected, and the existence of the preliminary register, which 
iraa the foundation upon which these charges should be made, was practically ignored.

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Sanitary condition of the District. 11- The sanitary Condition of the district 

has been on the whole better than in the past 
year;- there were some cases of small-pox and fever in Melur and other places, but they were 
not generally of a virulent type. Cattle generally have been healthy, but there were a good many 
cases of murrain in Dindigul in August. During the latter part of the year cattle have suffered 
a good deal from want of drinking water in the Melur and Dindigul Divisions, but there has .been 
no serious mortality amongst them. The money placed at my disposal for the improvement of the 
supply of drinking water has, I am glad to say, been judiciously and economically expended, so 
that tiiough the amount is small the outlay has done a great deal of good. 

12. The figures noted in the margin show 
the number of persons who emigrated to Ceylon. 
I attribute the decrease partly to the fact that 
prices were lower than in the preceding year, 
and partly to the employment which was afford- 
ed to the poorer classes,

These qualities have 
had full scope this ye ar, for the settlement of the Sub-division demanded great personal care 
and labor which were freely and efficiently rendered, and the work of the Zomindaries, which is at 
all times heavy, was increased and complicated by numerous disputes arising from the litigation 
which has taken place with regard to the Shevagungah Zemindary. 
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92. Deputy Collectors Bam Bow, Derasikamany Fillay, and Bamasamy Hoodelliar, have dons 
their work zealously and efficiently, and I have much pleasure in recording my appreciation of ths 
Taluable assistance they have rendered me. 

93. I have had every reason to be satisfied with the conduct of the Hooasur Native officials; 
and Talook Officers have, as a rule, behaved well and done their work efficiently.

I HAVE the honor to report on the Settlement of the Sub-division for Fusly 1278, and to 
forward eight Statements according to the prescribed forms. 

Btatement No. 1. . 2. The Settlement was made by myself, with 

the exception of the five hill Tillages which were 
settled by Messrs. Arbuthnott and Wilkinson during my absence on leave. 

3. The transfer of four villages from the talook of Melur to that of Dindignl, and of the viU 
lage of Nallampoliem from the Pulni Talook to that of Dharapuram in the Coimbatore District, 
caused the increase and decrease in the number of Byotwary villages of the Dindigul and Fulni 
Talooks respectively. 

4. In the accompanying detailed statements the changes caused by these transfers have 
been particularly shown, but in the statements which are embodied in this letter general results 
only are shown, to avoid occupying undue space. This will account for some apparent discrepancies 
between the figures entered in this report and that for Fusly 1277, the reasons of which will bo 
clearly discernible on reference to the particulars given in the enclosures* 

5. The new form of puttah according to the specimen copies forwarded with the Board's 

Circular Memorandum, dated 3rd December 
Fndy. ^%uM^ 1866, was adopted during the settlement of the 

1377 87,504 year under report. The number ofputtahsas 

— — compared with Fusly 1277 is given in the margin. 

^"'''^■* *'^^* I attribute the increase to the net increase of 

three villages in the Sub-division* As all new puttahs were issued there were no renewals. 

6. I have so fully reported on the season in my letters embodied in Board's Proceedings, 
No. 1,341, dated 1st March 1869, that it is not necessary for me to say more here than that its 
general character was very unfavorable. A seasonable and copious fall of rain in the months of 
May, June, and July 1868, gave the best hopes of a prosperous harvest and induced a consider- 
ftble increase of cultivation, but this favorable opening of the season was not followed by a con- 
tinuance of timely rains. In the month of August the rain-fall was but slight, and in the three 
•ttbsequent months but scanty in Dindigul and very inadequate in Pulni, and in every part of the 
division partial and uncertain in the extreme. The general result was that the dry crops (which 
in these talooks form the bulk of the cultivation) suffered very considerably in almost every Til- 
lage, and in some to an extent which may be called disastrous. 
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7. Bj the Board*! orders marginally noted I was authorized to make liberal remissions for 

loss of produce, particulars of which are given 
N«. 1^41. dated irtMaroh 1869. below. This aid has prevented any genersl 

distress up to this time, but I fear that if we 
do not hare r^ soon the effects of the short out-turn of last Fnsly's crops will not be long in 
showing themselves. 

8. The healtii of man and beast was generally good during the year, notwithstuiding th« 
scarcity of run and the scant supply in some places of water to drinh. There was at no time 
any important epidemic outbreak of disease. Cattle have suffered connderably for want of 
fodder.

14. From the above statement it will be seen that the cultivation was 18,915 Acres, assessed 
at Bupees 20,927, above that of Fusly 1277. This increase is mainly nominal, and attributable to 
the '* Enclosed waste*' having been included under the head of Cultivation^ though remitted again 
under the heads of *' Waste*' (Statement No. 3), or '' Shamilat Bunger** (Statement No. 4), in 
compliance with the Board's order to conduct the settlement in a liberal spirit. 

15. Enclosures A., B., and G. to Statement No. 3 require no remark. 

statement No. 4. l^* This shows the particulars of remission 

granted for the Fusly under report, as compared 
with that of the previous Fusly. It would appear from this that the remission of this Fusly falls 
short of that of the previous one by a net amount of Bupees 5,412. This account, however, does not 
include the remission on entire waste which is shown in Statement No. 3, and amounts to Bs. 73,031. 
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In Fusly 1277 the remission on waste was Rupees 26,639. Adding together the remission shown 
in the two accounts, Nos. 3 and 4, the totals stand thus: —

I proceed to notice the items ofStatement No. 4, 

Shamilat Bunger. 17. The increase of Rupees 19,513 under 

this head is owing to the exceptional character of 
the season and the Board's orders noticed above. 

Teerwa Commy. 18. The increase of Rupees 2,749-13-2 

under this head is owing to the increase of dry 
cultivation on lands classed as wet for which no water was this year available, and on which I charged 
only dry rates, as dry crops only had been cultivated owing to the adverse nature of the season. It 
includes also some cultivation of garden produce for which Government supplied no water, but 
which was dependant entirely on the ryots' own wells. 

Special RemissionB on dry Cultivation. 19. By the Board's orders above adverted 

to I was authorized to grant remissions on dry 
cultivation, as a special case, to the extent of 75 per cent, in certain specified villages, and of 
50 per cent, in the rest of the Sub-division; discretion being allowed me to grant various rates 
not exceeding the above maxima, as might seem necessary at the time of the Jummahbundy. 
After careful inquiry I came to the conclusion that the only way of fairly apportioning the re- 
mission was to arrange the villages in groups according to the reported rain- fall, the known nature 
of the soil and rate of assessment, the out-turn of the crops, and other particulars as ascertained 
by inquiry at the time. If it had been possible a more detailed inquiry might have been better 
than the plan I adopted; but it was manifestly not in my power to make separate investigations 
into the individual losses of more than 38,000 persons, and I am quite satisfied, from the very 
few complaints I received, that on the whole the people were contented with the proportions of 
the demand remitted in their respective villages. The percentages remitted, and the number of 
villages to which each was applied, are given below: —

24. The decrease of Rupees 17,602 in the Land Revenue Demand is owing to the large 
remissions granted this year. 

25. The diminution of Rupees 1,295 under the head of Abkarry, in comparison with Fusly 
1277, was caused by the sale of the Abkarry farms for Fusly 1278 at a reduced rate. 

26. The falling off in the Stamp revenue is attributable partly to a decrease of litigation, 
due I fear to the gradual deterioration of the condition of the people caused by the continuous 
succession of bad seasons, and partly to the talooks not being kept-properly supplied with stamped 
paper in May and June. 
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27. The sabjoined 18 an abstract comparative statement of collections. 
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Btatom»nt Ho. T. 28. The Bjotwar balance ontstandmg at 

the end of the Fosly, as shown in this statement, 
is loss than last Fosly, bat still amoimts to the large sum of Rupees 41,209*. It has since bedt 
reduced by subsequent collections up to July 31st to Rupees 3-, 161-9-3. There has been scHne^ 
difficulty in making the collections^ notwithstanding the remissions. 

29. Under the head of Abkarry the balance at the end of the Fusly amounted to Es. 1,894, 
which has since been reduced by the subsequent collections to Rupees 136-5-1. In April the 
Dindigul renter fell into arrears, and I was obliged to take the farm under management. The 
balance now outstanding is Rupees 136, which I hope to be able to realize shortly by the sale of 
the renter's effects here and in the G<Hmbatore District. 

gtateme&fe No. 8» Sff. The arrears of former years amounted 

at the end of the Fusly to Es. 6,636, which was 
reduced by subsequent collections to the end of July to Rupees 6,634-10-8. 

31. Ihe recoverable arrears, amounting to Rupees 1,163-11-4, are in course of collection. 
EapaeaW93.i8^- 32. Of the doubtful atrears Rs. 1,945-9. & 

form the^ubject of a boundary dispute pending in 
your office between two hill villages, one belonging to Government and the other to Eannivady 
estate. A similar dispute between Dindigul and Tirumungalum Talooke accounts Ibr the remain- 
der, or Rupees 48-3-7. 

33. The irrecoverable arrears, amounting to Rupees 3,477-2-0; are as follows, and I request 
that sanction may be obtained for writing them off:— 

Bbpee i-B^Oi Rupees 1-8-0 is the tax on certain waste land 

charged for Fusly 1277, the puttah of which stands 
in the name of a man who has absconded and has not been heard of for several years. The land was 
ponakadu and is now over-grown not having been cultivated since 1862, and is therefore not 
saleable. I request, therefore, that the arrears may be written off. 

Bapoo* 2-12-6. Thig gum also is the teerwa on certain other 

waste lands fixed under the same circumstanees as 
above for Fusly 1277. The defaulter has disappeared for the last seven years and the land has 
ever since been submerged under the water-spread of a tank and consequently cannot be sold for 
arrears. 

Bupees m-9-4. Rupecs 797-9-4 is the difference between the 

highest dry tax and Nuigah tax on certain lands, 
which, though classed as Nunjah, are dependant entirely on private wells. The arrears under this 
head amounted, as per last year's Report, to Rs. 633-9-9 for Fusly 1276. Deducting Rs. 114-3-10 as 
belonging to Nallampoliem village, transferred from Fulni to Dharapuram Talook in the Ooimba- 
tore District, there remain Rupees 419-5-11. Add Rs. 378-3-5, the amount due for Fusly 1277, 
and we get the above sum of Rupees 797-9-4. The lands in question are entered as Nullah in 
the Fysal accounts, but as a matter of fact there is not now any supply of water for their irrigation 
and they are cultivated as garden by means of wells dug at the ryots* own expense, and should be 
charged at Punjab rates only. In fact dry rates only have been paid, this difference being allowed 
to fall into arrears until the question of their permanent transfer to the Punjab head can be settled. 
I am not at present prepared to recommend this, as I have not as yet been able to obtain an Engi- 
neer's opinion on the subject of the ultimate restoration of the irrigation works; but I have charged 
the ryots dry rates only this year, as they received no water from Government, and would now 
request that this balance, which is nominally outstanding against them, may be remitted. 

BapMB 2,674.4.&. This balance, which includes interest, is due 

by the Abkarry renters of Dindigul Talook for 
Fusly 1277, as adverted to in paragraph 25 of last year's Report. As therein anticipated by me

«ftw all their property bas been sold and the proceeds thereof, together with the sabsequent col- 
lections from the sab- renters, set off against the arrears, there still remains the above sum doe to 
•oYemment. This loss must be put down to the badness of the season in Fosly 1277, and is now 
recommended to be written off the accounts, as there is no prospect of the realization of any por- 
tion of it. 

'Biop— t. This is a fine imposed on a Gumum, which 

was subsequently remitted at the recommendation 
of the Tahsildar, but the sum having been brought to the demand account sanction is required for 
writing it off. 

34. Coerceive measures have been resorted to <mly in four instances, one that of the Abkary 
renter noted in paragraph 33, and the others for the recovery of land revenue amounting to 
Riq>ees 35-4-0. In the first instance Rupees 41-8-0 have been realised and in the others the 
whole arrears were recovered. 

35. The Talook accounts are pretty well kept. The Village accounts in Pulni are the same, 
but in Dindigul «re by no means satisfactory. In my opinion, however, the general untidiness of 
the accounts, which I was sorry to notice, is to a great extent due to the very inferior qaality of 
the paper supplied* It is trailed Double- Double Pott 1 believe, and seems to me better suited 
&r printing than for writing on. If it is the least damp the ink runs, and wherever the paper is 
folded it tears and breaks at once. No one can keep an account neat under such circumstances.

88. For the first half of the year P. Subbaya was Sheristadar of my office and rendered me 
able and zealous assistance. Of Ramasawmy Iyer, Tahsildar of Dindigul, now absent on sick 
leave, I may say the same. I have seen no reason to change my good opinion of these two officers. 
Mr. Burby, Tahsildar of Pulni, seems daily to grow less and less efficient, but his serrice will 
terminate in a few months. Daring Subbaya's absence on duty in your office A. RamanqjalTi 
Naidoo, Collector's Head Revenue Clerk, has filled his place. He wants experience in the some- 
what miscellaneous work of a Sub-dirisiou Sheristadar, but is willing, hard-working, and.of faur 
ability, and promises to become a valuable officer. D;!ring Ramasawmy Iyer's absence on leave, 
N. Gopalaiengar, Sub-Magistrate of Shevagungah, has acted as Tahsildar of Dindigul. This 
officer knows his woric, but appears to me to be lamentably wanting in energy. He must improfe 
considerably before he can hope for a permanent Tahsil.

The increase in the number of new puttahs is chiefly owing to division of family property 
and variations in the old ones from alienations by sale, mortgage, etc. The fact that no Futtahdar 
in the district is able to raise a loan by mortaging his lands without at the same time applying 
for transfer of his puttah to the mortgagee chiefly accounts for the large variations under this 
head. 
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5. The season was on the whole favorable, except in the southern and eastern parts of 
Nanguneri talook. Mr. Pennington has submitted a complete report on this subject in his letter 
d^^ted 80th March last. No. 46. He says that the rains were more abundant and more evenly 
distributed than last year, and that the complaints of poor out turn were owing to high expecta- 
tions having been formed. 

^^^^' 6. No epidemic ot any serious kind broke 

out during the year; small-pox made its appear- 
ance in a few places in the Nanguneri talook, but not to a serious extent. 

7. Annexed is a comparative statement showing the cultivation of punjah and garden lands 
in 1278.

The decrease under the head of Garden is chiefly omng to the rules prohibiting the cultiTa- 
tion of Natham lands having been more rigidly enforced in the year under report. 

8. The subjoined statement shows the extent of cultivation under the several sources of irri- 
gation classified as River irrigation and rain-fed tanks. 

It will be seen that although there was a decrease of 5,144 Acres under the rain- fed tanks 
there was a much larger increase in the extent cultivated by means of river irrigation. The 
decrease was owing to the precarious nature of the supply of water in the rain-fed tanks by* which 
the ryots of severaJ villages were induced to cultivate a second crop under river irrigation in 
preferenee to a single crop under rain-fed tanks. This difierence is unusually large, because last 
year the ryots cultivated a large extent of land under rain-fed tanks, aa they were allowed to pay 
a light assessment for any hot weather crop that they might cultivate; whereas such indulgence 
not having been extended to them this year they preferred to raise a second crop under a more cer- 
tain source of irrigation to risking their labor and money when they were uncertain of receiving 
a return. Taking the cultivation under the two sources of irrigation together there was an increase 
of 2,595 Acres cultivated this year over last year's cultivation. This is accounted for by the favorable 
character of the season in the year under review.

The facts that the ryots have given up till the new settlement some lands nnder the ram-fed 
tanks and paying a heavy assessment accounts for the difference which need scarcely be noticed . 

10. The annexed statement shows the particulars of waste charged and remitted as compared 
with Fusly 1277. On careful inquiry the assessment upon such lands as have been left waste 
from causes beyond the ryots' control were remitted. The concession so granted amounts to 
Bnpees 6.733 against Rupees 27,358 remitted last year. When it appeared that the waste 
was the result of the ryots' neglect it was charged, as also when no application for remission was 
made, and in this way 1,28,847 Acres, bearing an assessment of Rupees 80,819. have been charged 
against 1,26.886 Acres, yielding a revenue of Rupees 70,040 in Fudy 1277.

The large amount of balance left uncollected at the close of the Fusly is certainly in great 
measure dae to the difficulty thrown in the way of the Tahsildars by the Board's Standing Circular, 
No. 1 of 1869. 

Vaccination. 14 , The extent of coercive measures adopt- 

ed in the collection of revenue, the operations of 
the special Vaccine Department, and the services rendered by the Dresser attached to this office 
in vaccinating children both at and near my head quarters and during my tours, have been so fully 
commented upon by my predecessor in his Administration Report submitted on the 13th April 
last that they require no further notice here. 

Village accounts. 15. Xhe most important of these accounts 

have been examined in nearly all the villages as 
they were settled. They were generally found to be kept according to the forms prescribed, though 
in some cases they were not neatly kept. The Bevenue Inspectors have been strictly ordered 
invariably to examine the accounts of villages inspected by them, and to notice the fact and any 
irregularities they may observe in their Diaries. Instructions having been issued upon these 
monthly Diaries from time to time, and the Gumums at fault having been duly punished, some im- 
provement has resulted. The Chittah of daily collections used to be much neglected; but under 
the supervision ordered by Mr. Pennington these important accounts are, it is believed, now kept 
more regularly and the entries made with less delay. With the same precautions it is hoped that 
better results may be reported next year.

I HAvx the honor to submit my Report on the Settlement and collection of Revenue of this 
District for Fusly 1278, (1868-69,) together with the usual Returns. 

2. Under Madras Act No. I. of 1868 the Neilgherries were separated from this district, 
and made over to the Commissioner on the 1st August 1868. The number of talooks has, there- 
fore, been reduced from eleven to ten. The re-arrangement of divisions, sanctioned in the 
Government Order of the 29th January 1869, No. 258, has been postponed under the Board's 
Order, dated 5th March 1869, No. 1,476, till a building could be provided for the Sub-Gollector*s 
Cutcherry at Errode. The talook of PoUachy belonging to the Collector's Division was placed 
temporarily under the charge of the Head Assistant Collector by Mr. Wedderbum, who took 
Magisterial charge of the Goimbatore Talook. As B. Cooppa Rao, Deputy Collector, Northern 
Division, was absent on leave from 28th September 1868 to 17th June 1869, and the office of 
Deputy Collector; Southern Division, was vacant until the beginning of March 1869, the divisions 
were temporarily placed under the charge of Assistant Collectors. 

I.— PiacoB at which tho eetiiement wM made. 3. The Settlement was Commenced in 

January and completed in July. The villages 
at which the Jummahbundy was made, and the names of Officers by whom it was conducted, are

6. The aggregate number of puttahs shows an increase of 1,964, which is due to Oovernment 
waste lands having been newly taken up for cultivation, and to the transfer of the Nullampolliem 
village from Madura to this district. The number of old puttahs remaining unaltered was nearly 
the same as in Fusly 1 277, while the number of fresh puttahs issued amounted to 90, 264, or i 1, 79 1 
over and above that of the past Fusly. The issue of so many new puttahs became necessary owing 
to the amount remitted last year for poo^jah waste and short produce having been again brought 
to account this year, and to the fact of the ryots having been more backward in producing their 
old puttahs for alteration than in the preceding year. 

III.— Season and sanitary state of the District. 7. The following table flhows the rain-fall 

from 1st April 1868 to 31st March 1869. The 
rain gauges now in use are those supplied by the Board in December 1868. They are reported 
by Division Officers to be in good condition, and the accounts are properly kept according to

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The season was not favorable througlioat the district, but it cannot be said to have been 
Tery unpropitioos. It opened well, bat the^ subsequent rains were scanty and partial. In 
those parts of the district which are situated under the influence of the south-west monsoon, 
the rain-fall was seasonable and not below the average. The north-east monsoon did not fail 
in the talooks of PoUachy, Coimbatore, Pulladum, CoUigal, and parts of Dharapoorum and Oodoo- 
mulpettah. In the otiher parts of the district it was deficient. Where the north*east monsoon 
was favorable the dry crops yielded an average return. Where it was deficient the out-turn was 
about half the usual crop. In some villages the crop was less, but in no case did it entirely fail. 
The rain-fall during the 12 months, from 1st April 1868 to 31st March 1869, was 2070 inches. 
This, though less than the average fall, was seasonable in the greater part of the district. The 
garden cultivation was good, and the supply of water in the wells did not fail. The most impor- 
tant wet crops depending chiefly on river irrigation turned out well. Under some rain-fed tanks 
and jungle streams the cultivation suffered to a slight degree from the want of a sufficient supply 
of water. On the whole the season was much better than last year . 

The sanitary condition of the district was generally good. Epidemic diseases were less preva- 
lent than in the previous year. The number of deaths from cholera and small-pox amounted to 
15 and 664, respectively, against 373 and 1,050 in Fusly 1277.

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The low death-rate in Fusly 1277 (8 per mille) was attributed to the unreliable nature of the 
Village Returns. The returns submitted this year are, I consider, more reliable, and show an 
increased rate of 3 per mille. Considering that the sanitary condition of the district was generally 
Tory good, I attribute this increase to more exact returns haying been prepared. There is still 
great room for improvement in the returns regarding the cause of deaths, and measures are being 
taken to ensure greater accuracy in their preparation. Cattle disease prevailed in parts of the 
district. The loss of cattle amounted to 36,075 head, or 1,285 in excess of the deaths during 
Fusly 1277, as shown below. The majority of deaths occurred in the talooks of Coimbatore, 
Colligal, Suttimungalum, Oodoomulpettah, FoUachy, PuUadum, and Caroor. There was a 
deficiency of forage in some localities during the latter end of the year: —

assessed at Rupees 20,36,220, of which Acres 
57,438, assessed at Rupees 27,984, have to be deducted, being the area of the lands held by rjots 
and others in the Neilgherry Talook, which has been formed into a separate district, and which 
will be exhibited in the accounts of the Commissioner of that district. The net area belongiog to 
the Coimbatore District is' 22,14,111, bearing an assessment of Rupees 26,08,242, as shown in 
columns 7 and 8 of Statement No. 3, and in Enclosure A. of that Statement. Of this extent 
Acres 47^027 were deducted on account of lands given up on Razeenamahs, or otherwise disposed 
of, leaving a net area of Acres 21,67,084 in the possession of the former owners. To this has to 
be added Acres 28,288 taken up from Government waste, and Acres 33,939 which were otherwise 
acquired or brought to account. The aggregate area in the possession of the ryots, as finally 
fiettled for Fusly 1278, amounts to Acres 22,29,311, assessed at Rupees 26,24,534, showing m 
increase over the holdings of the past year of Acres 15,200, assessed at Rupees 16,292,

Items Nos. 1 and 2 being of usual occurrence require no particular comment. The 8rd 
item embraces Acres 28,176, assessed at Rupees 35,718, actually transferred from their former 
owners to other parties, and Acres 1,436, bearing an assessment of Rupees 710, being the area of 
the holdings of the village of Yellakadu Ramachendrapooram, which has been transferred from the 
Dharapoorum to the Caroor Talook under the orders of the Board of Revenue, dated 11th May

23. In Fusly 1277 Poonjah remissions to the amount of Rupees 1,74,819 were granted under 
the Board's sanction, dated 18th January 1868. As no similar remissions have been found necessary 
during the year under report the above sum is shown as ** Decrease." The remissions for 
withered crops on wet lands show a decrease of Rupees 4,741. These remissions were principally 
granted to lands at the extreme point of irrigation of the Ambravatty river in the Caroor Talook, 
and in some localities under the Noyel river in the Coimbatore Talook, where the wet crops 
withere'd from want of a sufficient supply of water. 

24. Cowle remissions show a decrease of Rupees 655, owing to prescribed rates of assessment 
having been charged according to the terms of the cowle on certain lands held uQder that tenure. 
The decrease of 3 Rupees in Item No. 7 is due to a portion of land held by certain privileged 
classes having been cultivated with other than their own stock, and therefore charged with full 
assessment. 

25. A portion of the land held on Punjum Hissa grass tenure was brought under cultiva- 
tion and charged with full assessment. Certain Nunjah lands which were cultivated with Poonjab 
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or garden produce in Fusly 1277 from want of water have this year been caltivated with wet crops, 
and charged with their proper assessment. Consequently there is a decrease of Rupees 7,517 
under the head *' Teerwah cummy." 

26. Under the head ''Fasul cummy*' there is an increase of Rupees 917, which is doe to 
the fact that certain two crop lands which were laid waste last year owing to deficiency of water, 
and on which the full assessment was remitted, have been cultivated with a single crop this year 
and charged accordingly ; the difference between the double and single crop assessment being 
ent^ed as remission. 

27. The sum of 15 Rupees in Item No. 10 is the remission granted by the Acting Sub-Col- 
lector Mr. Horsbrugh, under the Board's Order of the 1st November 1861, No. 6,995, for the 
cultivation of cotton on improved principles to a certain ryot in the Dharapoorum Talook. As 
stated in paragraph 30 of Mr. Wedderbum*s Jummahbundy Report for Fusly 1277, the term of five 
years granted by Government expired in that year ; no remission should, therefore, have been 
granted. Steps have been taken for the recovery of the amount from the party concerned^ and it 
will be credited to the head '* Sevoy jumma."

The increase in No. 16 arises from certain village offices having been 
raeant for a longer period than in the preceding year. Certain Inam lands, which were held under 
temporary attachment up to Fudy 1277, have since been restored to the Inamdars, and consequently 
there is a decrease of 1,103 Rupees in Item No. 17. The decrease in No. 41 is attributable to 
the reduced amount of collections made in Fusly 1277 in the estates under the management of the 
Court of Wards, which has proportionately reduced the amount of commission paid to Government 
for that year in Fusly 1278. The amount of fines recovered from Village Officers for neglect of 
duty was greater than in the preceding Fusly; hence the increase in Item No. 43.

The 
increase in Nos. 2 and 3 is owing to the number of Assistant Collectors^mployed in the district 
being greater than in the previous year.

6. The season iras unfavorable for agricultural purposes. The early rains from April to 
June were abundant, and the ryots were thereby enabled to bring portions of their Poonjah laoidB 
into cultivation; but the subsequent rains in the following months having been scanty and 
partial the yield of the first crop was a little below half the usual produce in the three talooks, 
and the second crop, the cultivation of which was commenced in September, partially failed owing 
to want of rains in the subsequent months. Garden cultivation was tolerably good and yielded 
an average produce, though in some places the second harvest was very scanty from deficiency of 
water in wells. The Nunjah lands in the three talooks under the Gauvery and Ambravatty 
yielded an average return, though at the extremity of the irrigation under the latter river in 
the Caroor Talook the crops withered away, and some lands were left waste owing to deficiency 
of water. 

The rain-fed tanks, four in Caroor and eight in Oodoomulpettah Talook, received a fair supply, 
and the cultivation under them was good. It may, however, be mentioned that most of the lands 
under these tanks have wells, and full erops of cholum, paddy, and sugar-cane were harvested* 
although some land to a very small extent was left unploughed under some of the tanks of the 
latter talook owing to their situation at the end of the irrigation.

13. From the Enclosure A. it will be seen that waste lands charged this year amount to 
Acres 1^81,364, assessed at Rupees 1,42,820-13-8; but a portion of this, amounting to Acres

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15. The increase of Bupees 82,288-14-9 is owing to the remission granted last year for 
Pooi^'ah and Nunjah waste in Garoor and Oodoomolpettah Talooks having been brought to account 
this year, as well as to wastelands having been taken np on durkhast, and to the beriz of Nullam- 
polliem transferred from Madura to this district. Under the head *' Water tax" there is an 
increase of Bupees 124-4-11.

17. The Statement No. 4 exhibits all the remissions with the exception of those granted on 
account of lands left waste. The increase of Rupees 2,296-13-6, under the head of Nunjah 
Shavy, is owing chiefly to crops having withered in the Caroor Talook, as specified in para- 
graph 5. 

The Item No. 2, ''Teerwah cummy," consists of the three-fourths assessment remitted on 
Ayen or Fanjum Hissa grass land paying one-fourth of the assessment, and the difference between 
Nunjah and Foonjah assessment paid on Nunjah lands cultivated as Foonjah.

19. Statement No. 6 shows the Demand, Collection, and Balance of the Zemindary, etc. 

20. Statement No. 7 shows the Demand, Collection, and Balance of all sources of Bevenue, 
current and arrears. The entire demand in the year under report was Bupees 8,70,985-3-0, of 
which Bs. 8,15,676-7-10 were collected within theFusly, leaving a balance of Bs. 55,308-11-2 
on the 30th June 1869. This is now reduced to Bupees 17,548-6-5, for the realization of which 
the necessary measures are being taken. 
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21. A Comparative Abstract of collections is annexed according to Form B: — 
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22. Of the outstanding balance of Fusly 1277/amoanting to Rupees 81,294-15-7, the sum 
of Rupees 76,281-0-1 was collected and 4,700 Rupees remitted under the Proceedings of the Board 
of Revenue, dated 5th May 1868, No. 3,260, and 5th June, No. 4,398. This leaves a balance of 
Rupees 313-15-6, which is irrecoverable. The particulars of this are as follow : — 

The lands in the village of Thalingee and Codandoor Hills in the Oodoomulpettah Talook were, 
until Fusly 1269, rented to different parties on payment of an annual sum. In Fusly 1270 the 
Collector having directed the introduction of the Ryotwary Efystem in letting out these hills, some 
Foonjah and Nui]jah lands were granted to one Goopiah for five years by Mr. Roberts, who was of 
opinion that a permanent Futtah might be issued after the lands have been demarcated and surveyed 
under the new Settlement system. This grant having expired in Fusly 1274 the same was renewed 
for three years by Mr. McQuhae. This latter term expired in the last Fusly. The beriz due by 
Coopiah for Fusly 1277 amounted to Rupees 543-0-9, of which he paid before the close of the Fusly 
Rapees 91-6-1, leaving a balance of Rupees 451-10-8 at the l)eginning of Fusly 1278. His 
immoveable property was attached and sold, and a sum of Rs. 107-15-9 was realised. A balance of 

Rupees 343-10-11 is still standing against him. 
When the land was made over to him a bond 
was taken from his sureties, but the bond having 
been executed on an unstamped paper the attach- 
ment of the sureties, property was considered 
illegal — Vide correspondence noted in the 
margin. During the settlement of the village 
^nquiry was made as to the condition of the 
defaulter, when it was found that he is without the means of paybg the balance still due. I 
therefore recommend its being written off the accounts. 

23. In only one case was coercive process resorted to during the year for the collection of 
revenue in the sub-division; in that case the amount of arrears due was Rupees 421-15-3; the 
estimated value of the personal property attached was Rupees 77-8-5, whereas the amount it 
realised was Rupees 107-15-9. 

24. The Village and Talook accounts were found to be kept in proper form. 

25. No landed property was acquired by public servants during the Fusly.

Soason and Sautatj state of the district. 4w I referred to the Sanitary state of the 

district in paragraph 8 of my Administration 
Report. I have little to add to that, except that« since then, I have heard of two or three cases of 
dysentery at Ootacamund, and of fever at Coonoor. It is not unlikely that these cases may have 
been partly caused by the labours of the Municipal Commissioners, who, while making steady pro- 
gress in sanitary reform, are necessarily stirring for the first time the accumulation of years. 

The Mortuary Return given below shows an increase of 272 deaths over the previous fusly. 
The proportion of deaths to population of the year under teport is 2 per cent. I question whether 
much reliance can be placed even upon the present Returns, although perhaps more than on those 
of former years ; more than half the mortality arose from fever which seems to attack periodically 
most of the villages facing the great gorges leading to the plains. 

There were 98 deaths (12 per cent, of the mortality) from small-poz against 7 in the pre- 
vious year. Vaccination should be compulsoiy. The greatest part of the deaths occuned in the 
Paranganaud villages.

Government, in their Order of 5th April 1869, No. 908, on the recommendation of the Board, 
directed that such of the quit-rent and plantation dues as were payable on the last day of the 
fusly should be written off the demand of that fusly and transferred to that of the following year. 

The Plantation rents, all as far as I can ascertain, fall due on the 30th of June : they are, 
therefore, written off in a lump sum of Rupees 13,015, whereby the Settlement for the year under 
the three heads of Ryotwar, Plantation, and Miscellaneous, shows a falling off when compared with 
the previous year to the extent of Rupees 6,044. 

With the quit-rents it was found impossible to discover the exact day of the year>l^en they 
were respectively payable by each Proprietor. 

No one period seems to have been generally regarded in fixing for each property the date on 
which the quit-rent should be considered due, and the information can only now be obtained from 
the Title-deeds which are in the possession of owners here, there, and everywhere. I have accord- 
ingly collected the quit-rents within the fusly as usual.

I feel it my duty, however, to add, 
that in the Income*taz Betums, he is assessed as receiving 250 rupees a month as Director 
General of the Deva Sholah Plantation, which seems to be an interest in landed property of a kind 
contemplated by the Government Order above-mentioned.

I HAVE the honor to report on the Revenue Settlement of my District for Fusly 1278, 
(1868-69,) and to submit the usual Statements. 

2. The Jummahbundy, which began on the 9th of January and ended on the 23rd of June, 
was conducted by the ofBcers and at the places shown in Statement No. 1. 

3. The Sub-Collector settled, in addition to his own division, a part of the Salem Talook, 
the rest of the talook having been settled partly by my Assistant, Mr. Overbury, and partly by 
myself. 

4. The talooks of Ahtur, Trichengode, and Uttengherry were settled by myself. The Act- 
ing Head Assistant Collector, Mr. Irvine, settled the Tripattur Talook, and the Deputy Collector, 
Mr. Leggatt, the Namkul Talook. 

Nnxnber and tenure of Villages. 5. The number of villages Continued to be 

the same as last year, namely 2,786, and no 
change has been made in their tenure. 

Pntiahg. 6. The aggregate number of puttahs for 

the year was 2,12,675. Of these 1,83,606 
remained altogether unaltered, and alterations in the old puttahs were made in 13,711 cases. The 
remaining 15,469 were fresh puttahs. 

7. The Kutchayat, or receipt books in the new form, were introduced during the Fusly, 
and the advantages derivable therefrom by the ryots cannot be over-rated. The new form of 
puttah will not come into force till the revised assessment is carried out. 

Season. 8. The season during the year has on the 

whole been good, though it varied so that 
some talooks have been more fortunate than others. 

9. The season for punjah cultivation is generally March and April, but this year it was 
later and did not begin till about May, as but little rain fell up to that time. It was afterwards 
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carried on yigoroosly and a fair average out-tam, especially in the Sub-Collector's division, has 
been the result. 

10. The rains in July and August having filled almost every tank the nunjah cultivation 
was begun in earnest, but the subsequent failure from December affected the crops. The remis- 
sions for shavy have not, however, been considerable. 

11. The annexed table shows the fall of rain between April 1868 and March 1869:—

14. The subjoined statement shows the number of deaths from tarioos causes, and the num- 
ber of births. As I said in my last report I do not place much reliance on the returns from 
which this statement is compiled. The Moottahdars seldom send their returns either regularly or 
correctly, and there are no means of enforcing their attention to orders. This is the result of 
there being no law requring either Mootahdars or their Cumums to keep or render any sneh 
tetums; until this defect ii remedied bjr Legislature I consider the returns almost worthless^ 
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Prices of Grain. 15. The following table shows the ruling 

prices of grain during the jear. Better season

16. There were no fluctuations in the wages of labor. The Local and Imperial Public 
Works, and a few relief works which were in progress during the year, gaye, together with agri- 
cultural labor, sufficient employment to all able-bodied men and women. 

Byots' Holdings. 17. Ryots* holdings at the commencement 

of the Fusly amounted to Acres 11,30,933, 
assessed at Rupees 18,17,285. Of this extent Acres 45,223, assessed at Rupees 66,561, appear 
under the head ** Lands given up;** but this is merely nominal, for only Acres 28,172, assessed at 
Rupees 36,774, were actually relinquished, the remaining having only changed bands. Acres 
39,669, assessed at Rupees 47,184, were taken up afresh. This makes the extent actually in th* 
occupation of the ryots during the year at Acres 11,41,879, assessed at Rupees 18,26,597. 

Actual cniUvation, 18. The actual Cultivation shows an 

increase of Acres 12,606, assessed at Rs. 16,534, 
over the past year. This is exclusive of '* Waste charged.'* 

Waste remitted. 19. Acres 1,975, assessed at Rupees 10,220, 

were remitted. The whole of the remission 
was on nunjah, and shows a decrease compared with the past year of Acres 1,876, assessed at Ru- 
pees 8,810. Careful inquiries were, as usual, made before this waste was remitted. There was 
no occasion to remit any punjah waste. 



VTaste charged. 



Final Settlement. 



20. Under this head there were Acres 
20,870, assessed at Rupees 31,146. Most of 
this was punjah. 

21. The subjoined statement shows in a 
comparative form the particulars of the settle- 
ment made. 
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22. I have already noticed the fluctuation in the first two items. 

23. The system of second crop assessment prevails in only six villages, one of which 
(Oravandoor) belonged formerly to the Trichinopoly District, and the remaining, Thoragary and 
others, from North Arcot. The assessment in the rest of the district is consolidated. 
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24. No water-rate is levied in this district. 

25. The increase in the Road Fund is owing to the Mootahdars having for the first time 
been assessed. The Act having allowed six months' time to make their returns, the whole assess* 
ment was not completed during the preceding year. 

26. The Village Service Fund represents the deduction made in the gross beriz on account 
of the pay of village servants. The increased cultivation is the cause of the small increase under 
this head. 

27. The remaining two items, namely, " Other remissions'* and '' Miscellaneous items/* 
will be treated in their respective places. 

Special Products. 28. The Cultivation of sugar-cane, cotton, 

and indigo has been somewhat less than the 
preceding year, as will be seen from the annexed table. Cotton is produced in the district for 
local consumption only/and the demand for indigo has diminished since the death of the senior 
partner of Messrs. Fischer and Co. —

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31. The more favorable character of the season called for little or no relief during the year 
under report. 

32. The decrease in '' Progressive cowle*' is owing to the abandonment of the system. 
The abuse of the practice necessitated the change. The fixed or Gockbum cowle might be done 
away with by the entry in the accounts of the net assessment only. This might, however, be 
deferred till the new settlement comes into operation. 

33. Pasture remissions vary in the district. They are one-fonrth in the Talaghat and one- 
third in the Baramahal, and in no case is more than one-fourth of the whole holding granted for 
pasture. 

34. The remissions under the head of Teaygary (Rupees 833) are allowed in accorduice 
with the orders of the Board, dated the 25th October 1866, No. 7^715, to Brahmins holding lands 
under the Cauvery channels. 

35. The Trishwakum villages not having been finally settled by the Inam Commissioner 
the payment in ready money of the shrotriem shares continues.

It will be seen from the foregoing that there has been a steady improvement in the 
revenue year by year» notwithstanding the adverse nature of the seasons. 

Demand, CoUeotion, and Balance, Corrent. 47. Statement No. 7 shoWS the particu* 

lars under this head. 

48. There was a balance of Rupees 80,242 at the end of July against Mootahs. Nearly 
one-half of this amount .is in the Namkul Talook, and about Rupees 30,000 is due from Mootahs 
belonging to minor proprietors. These Mootahs have been placed under management of an estab* 
lishment. In regard to the other Mootahs in arrears, accounts for the division and sale of por- 
tions of the estates are under preparation, and will be submitted to the Board in due course. 

49. Such of the Inam villages as have been enfranchised by the Inam Commissioner have 
been advertised for sale on account of arrears due against them; others have been placed under 
management, in pursuance of the Hookumnamah rule. 

50. For the recovery of the Ryotwary arrears, namely, Rupees 1,08,388, and the Miscel- 
laneous items, amounting to Rupees 19,442, coercive measures have been adopted. The lands 
will shortly be brought to sale, unless the arrears are paid up before the day fixed. 

61. The balance under the head Abkarry is merely nominal. Against the balance 
there are the Calicut Bank shares of the contractors in deposit, and the amount will be realised 
in a few days.

53. The cause of the arrears against '* Permanently settled'' has already been explained. 

54. The increase under the heads of Byotwar, Miscellaneous, and Abkarry, is owing to the 
larger amount of arrears outstanding at the beginning of the Fusly under report compared with 
the past one. 

Airears of Eevenna of former Fnsiies. 55, The particulars under this head are 

exhibited in Statement No. 8. 

56. The arrears at the end of the Fusly amounted to Rupees 79,563. The subsequent col- 
lections up to the end of July reduced the balance to Rupees 76,288. Of this Rupees 36,088 are 
irrecoverable, and I beg that sanction may be given for writing them off the accounts. The 
amount (Rupees 36,088) recommended for remission includes Rupees 29,188, which was remitted 
during Fusly 1277 on account of Punjab Shavy. The sum was entered at the foot of column 11. 
of Statement 8 for the last year, and the explanation was given in paragraph 52 of my Jummah- 
bundy Report for that year, but somehow or other the Board seem to have lost sight of it, for it 
was not included in the amount for which sanction has been received. The amount, therefore, 
that has now been recommended anew for remission is only Rupees 6,900, and this has been set 
down as irrecoverable after careful inquiries made at the settlement. 
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57. • The amount recommended for remission extends over seven Fuslies, and erery possible 
measure has been adopted for its recovery but in vain. Property, both real and personal, has 
been sold, and it is only where the full amount of arrears have not by these means been realised 
that the difference has been entered under the " Irrecoverable*' head. 

58. The irrecoverable balance sanctioned to be written off in the Government Order of the 
11th May 1869, No. 2,060, (Boards Proceedings, 17th June 1869, No. 435,) namely, Ru- 
pees 6,979-10-4, has been removed from the accounts of June. Rupees 29,188 referred to above 
remain unadjusted, as no sanction has been received, and the whole of this amount appertains to 
Fusly 1277. 

Coercive Processt 59. Coercive measures were adopted 

against 2,425 ryots for recovering Rs. 27,093, 
but the property sold only fetched Rupees 3,071. 

Chargef. 60. The particulars of gross coUcctioni 

and charges under different heads of Revenue 
are exhibited in Statement No. 9. Having already noticed the fluctuations in the collections 1 
shall now confine myself to ** Charges" only. 

61. The increased number of Assistants serving in the district during the year, and the 
grant of deputation allowance to oflScers who performed the duties of the Collector, Sub-Collec- 
tor, and Head Assistant Collector during my absence of live weeks* leave, explains the increase in 
the salary of Collectors, etc. 

62. As usual the accounts in every talook were examined during the settlement and at 
other times, and I am glad to be able to state that on the whole they were satisfactory. I had, 
however, occasion to find some irregularity in the returning of irsalnamahs in the Salem Talook, 
and to notice severely the conduct of those concerned. Failure to return the village irsalnamahs 
punctually opens a wide door for fraud, and such has been the case in the Salem Talook. This 
matter has already been brought to the notice of the Board— Ft<ie letter, dated 3rd August 1869, 
No. 169. 

General Aooonnt and Treaaary Depapfcmenfe. QQ^ The aCCOUntS in these departments 

underwent the other day a thorough personal 
examination by the Accountant General, who expressed himself pleased with the manner in which 
they were kept. Every endeavour is made in this department to submit the periodical accounts 
with despatch.

My Head Sheristadar has rendered me, as usual, his valuable assistance, and I am glad to 
be able to repeat my approval and satisfaction regarding him. 

My office establishment, with one exception, have given me satisfaction. The Head Writer 
(now absent) I shall not be able to allow to return to his post. He is, I believe, seeking to 
obtain employment elsewhere.

twenty years. In Oossoor the harvest of all kinds was excellent, and in Dharampoory good. The 
out-turn both of wet and dry crops has been everywhere far above the average of past years; and 
this, coupled with a most satisfactory state of public health, and the absence of cattle disease, 
has rendered the season under report in every way note-worthy as a good one. 
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- - is_ tHa iianiiAiv ^♦««^*tlDir OT the divisiov 

was extremely good. There was not a singU 
case of cholera reported, and small-pox did not commit such ravages as in former years. V^r^r^ 
but of a mild type, prevailed after the rains in the parts of the Kistnagherry 'talook bordering on 
the ghauts, and also in the Oossoor and Denkencottah divisions. It was not nearly so fatal or 
virulent as that which occurred here and at Denkencottah in 1867 and 1868. By making its 
appearance just at the time of harvesting of dry grains it caused the ryots some inconvenience 
and hindrance in their work, but it soon passed away. The natives attributed it, and I think 
with reason, to the sudden and very luxuriant growth of vegetation, consequent on the heavy 
rains at the beginning of the year. The Dharampoory and Pennagaram divisions suffered but 
little from the disease. 

7. There was hardly any cattle disease, and the deaths from this cause amongst stock were 
incomparably smaller than those which occurred in the two years preceding that under report. 

Prices. 8. The prices of all kinds of grain were, 

during the past year, much lower than during 
the previous season. The fact that they were is obviously attributable to the excellent harvest, 
the effect of which on the market is still being felt. Exportations continued to be much the same 
as in 1868» but the supply of grain being great prices were not in an appreciable degree affected 
thereby.

It will be obseryed that there is an increase of Bupees 22^793-7-11 in fayor of the Fusly 
under report. The causes of increase and decrease are giyen below. 

Not permanently settled, inolnding Shrotriem Jodj. 15. The decrease under this head (BupeeS 

641-7-8) is an apparent one only, being the 
result of comparison with the beriz of Fusly 1277, which included the collection of outstanding 
arrears of Inam quit-rent and Jody of preyious Fuslies. There were no such collections in tho 
year under report. 

Byotwar. 16- "^^^ increase in this item is owing 

to the small amount of remissions granted, and 
to the extended cultiyation alluded to in paragraph 9. 

LandEerenue^MisceiiwieouB. 17. The chief point calling for notice 

under this head is the Bead Fund, in which the 
increase amounts to Bupees 21,110-5-10. This is due to the fact that the arrears of Fuslies 
1276 and 1277 were, during the year under report, collected and brought to account. The other 
items are of too trifling a nature to require remark. 
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Abkarry. 18. There is a falling- off of Rupees 8,410 

in the rerenue derived from this source. This 
is owing, I believe, to the bids for the farm having been lower than formerly, and to the new 
system of selling it by talooks. 

stamps. 19. There is a decrease under this head 

of Rupees 2,948-7-0. The cause of this is 
one which it is difficult to determine. My opinion is that the people have found that litigation 
is at times too expensive and that they have become aware, in a greater degree than they were in 
Fusly 1277, of the Board's orders on the subject of Durkhasts, Revenue petitions, etc. 

Demand , Collection, and Balance of all sooroeB of Berenae. 20. Of the total demand of Rs. 7, 68, 899-1-4 

the collection within the Fusly was Ru- 
pees 6,52,248-0-9. Further collections up to 3l8t July amounted to Rupees 24,510-7-7, 
leaving a balance to be collected of Rupees 91,640-9-0. Orders to push collections have been 
issued to the Tahsildars. The recent orders of the Board of Revenue, directing the service by 
Village Officers, without fee of any kind, of demands for the payment of arrears of revenue is, and 
I think with some show of reason, assigned as a cause for short collections. 

Den^and, Collection, and Balance of all sonroea of Arrears. 21. Statement No. 13 showS the particu- 

lars under this head. The arrears of all 
sources of revenue at the close of Fusly 1277 were Rupees 1,80,015 4-7. Of this Rs. 68,440-7-2 
were collected during the year under report, and Rupees 25,216-3-7 remitted, leaving 
a balauce.of Rupees 14,358-9-10. Subsequent collectioais up to 31st July amount to Rs. 784-4-8. 
Of the remainder, namely. Rupees 13,574-5-2, Rupees 11,182-7-10 are recoverable. Ru- 
pees 329-120 doubtful, and Rupees 2,062-1-4 irrecoverable. The last of these items consists 
in the most part of unrealised dues on lands sold for arrears; shavy remissions granted subsequent

examined, the latter most carefully, and there 
was a manifest improvement in the way in which they were kept. The use of English figures, 
and the cleanliness and due preservation of the accounts themselves, have been enforced. The 
Talook accounts were correct and in proper order. 

Lands acquired by pablio Serrants. 25. A Hst of the lands acquired by public 

servants is transmitted herewith. 
Conduct of public Serraiits. 26. This has, with One exception, been 

very good. Chakrapani Row, a Ooomastah in 
the Dharampoory Talook, was convicted by the Sessions Court of embezzling money connected 
with Local Funds, and sentenced to undergo five years' rigorous imprisonment.

For tiie first rice crops the rain-fall was more than sufficient ; it was abundant, but the second 
and third crops suffered considerably on account of the rain failing in the montlis of September and 
October. The luxuriance of the first crops compensated for the subsequent failures— witness the 
general fall in the average price of grain in the face of increased exportations. 

The cocoanut and areca gardens seem not to have been affected by mere irregularity without 
deficiency of rain-fill, for their produce was apparently larger than in the previous year, as evidenced 
by increased exports. 

BanitiiyOonditlon. 6. This was on the whole satisfactory. 

Cholera and small-pox showed themselves but to 
a very limited extent and in but few localities, and the deaths from both these causes were veiy 
few. The district was not, however, altogether free from its annual fever, the fever which proved 
8 destructive in t - c preceding year, but the mortality was this year reduced by half. Measures irero 
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adopted m in th« provious year to affor d reUef to the sick by sending out xnfdicinea and all tltie 
arailable medical aid.

The iQQrtality among cattle, PQIPparp^ Vf(li 
that in the previous year, again shows favomHf . 
There is a decrease of 641 deaths. This le tho 
more satisfactory as I believe the jSmres are 
more reliable than any hitherto obtained, as I 
have made arrangements for information pf tfat 
deaths among cattle in each village being for* 
warded along with the village Mortnaiy'V^iunm. 
The deiath-rate is 3*83 on the agricuijburaj dtoek 
of the district, and I am inclined to think that it 
wonld have been still farther reduced but for the failure of rain and consequent failure of pasturage 
in the latter part of the monsoon. The figures given include deaths from all Cja.uses, whether by 
disease, age, or wild beasts, and it is by the improvement in the number of deaths from wild beasts 
that the mortality has been mainly reduced. In Fiobruary 1868 1 coXeuIa^ed that, jBLi a low estjimate, 
the peasants of the district lost more than a lakh of Bupees per annum in horned cattle killed 
by panthers and tigers, but mainly by panthers. This was as bad as a grievous murrain, but the 
enhanced and ready rewards for their destruction have in less than two years already worked a very 
marked improvement, and the loss of cattle from this cause ha^ been reduced by about three- fourths.

This item presents a net increase of 68 
estates in the number of those remaining 
unoccupied, representing an assessment of Ru- 
pees 971-10-11. The number was swelled 
during the year under report by transfers from 
other items of remissions, the estates so trans- 
ferred occuiTing chiefly in the Uppinangadi 
Talook, in which alone no less than 43 estates 
had to be placed under this head in addition 
to the large number already on the list. 
The unhealthiness of the localities where the 
lands are situated, and the consequent difficulty 
of bringing them under cultivation, are the 
causes which operate to keep the lands without 
occupants. 

(1.) As will be seen from the marginal 
statement there has been a comparatively large 
increase in the remissions allowed under this 
head which calls for an explanation. It is in 
great measure the result of an exceptional mode 
of settlement adopted by m^ as regards a certain number of Eambharti estates in the Kundapur^ 
TJdipiy and Mangalore Talooks, a portion of the assessment of which was hitherto placed under this 
as well as other heads of temporary remissions, and which assessment, though nominally borne in 
the accounts, was never realized. It has been the practice hitherto to have such portions of these 
estates as are brought under cultivation each year surveyed by the village Shanbhogs, and to charge 
an assessment calculated with reference to the estimated produce of such lands as ascertained and 
reported by these servants. The result of this was that the assessment thus fixed was found 
inadegu^te in some cases and excessive in others, and a door was constantly opened to the village 
servants for corruption, and for oppressing or favoring the ryots as suited their interests by 
exaggerated or disproportionate estimates. To obviate these evils, and to reduce as much as 
possible the trouble entailed on the Settlement Officer in scrutinizing the capabilities of each estate 
at each successive settlement, I adopted the following principle of assessment, having reference 
more to the area than to the estimated produce of the land: — Taking the ascertained area of each 
estate as the basis of the calculation I applied to it an assessment calculated at the average 
standard rates prevailing elsewhere as regards other fully assessed estates. In every case in which 
the assessment thus calculated did not exceed the taram, but fell short of the previous year's 
settlement. I raised it to the latter amount, informing the r}'ot, where good reasons existed for not 
further enbapcin^ the assessment, that it would never be so raised. In other cases, where the new

The result of this arrangement has been that on 126 estates thus settled Rupees 2,450-8.5 

bad to be foregone at the last 
settlement as virtually a per- 
manent remission on the lands 
out of the taram beriz, to 
which I request the sanction of 
the Board of Revenue. I must 
here observe that a similar mode 
of dealing with Kambharti 
estates was adopted by me in 
the Uppinangadi Talook during 
the settlement of Fusly 1277, 
as reported in paragraph 13 of my Settlement Report for that Fusly, and was very acceptable to 
the ryots as avoiding the annual surveys and the interference of the village servants. 

(2.) Independently of the above remissions I have to seek the sanction of the Board for 
excluding from the demand, in the future accounts of this district, a sum of Rupees 108-12-10, 

being the assessment of two nominal estates in the 
Kassergodo Talook, for which no lands are forth- 
coming. One (No. 51) of these has the name of 
** Dubara Jafti" on the register without, however^ 
any owner or claimant for it, or any land apper- 
taining thereto ; and from inquiries made it appears that certain assessment, which was formerly 
paid to a Hindoo pagoda in the Adur village, was once confiscated by Tippoo, but through a mistake 
the same assessment was again credited in the accounts on the Company's accession as a fresh 
resumption while making out a list of all resumed Inams and privileges in the district ; but there 
being no land forthcoming on which to charge the said assessment it has ever since continued to 
be entered under the head of " Remissions." 

No land is also forthcoming for the other Estate, No. 74, nor is there the name of any owners 
or any sist entered for it in the Chitta or Register of the estate, and it appears that the entry of 
the assessment in the accounts was a fictitious one from the very beginning to make up some 
deficiency in the total demand of the village. 

The retention of both these nominal Wurgs in the accounts being of no use I propose, with the 
Board's permission, to strike them off entirely from the ensuing Fusly 1279* 

The decrease of Rupees 23-5-9 is a portion 
of the assessment remitted on two Wurgs in 
Slangalore and another in the Uppinangadi 
Talook in the previous Fusly 1277, but vrhich 
has now been reimposed, the lands being found 
capable of bearing the same. 

The decrease under this head arises from 
Rupees 44-14-7 remitted in the former year on 
account of complete prostration of all the farm 
servants from fever and for other causes having 
been transferred to the head '' Over-assessment" 
for ue rerv$QU6 stated under that head.

1 4. I beg to bring to the notice of the Board 
a slight alteration made by me in the mode of 
assessing three estates in the Mangalore Talook called « Tiruwalli Wurgs," with an aggregate 
extent of Acres 11-9-12, as it involves a modification of the settlement of my predecessors. 

The terms on which these lands have been hitherto held are the following :— One Anna seven 
Pies has been charged for each cocoanut tree that came into bearing, but as there was no fixed 
time within which the land was required to be planted, and as the land is suited to nothing but 
cocoanut trees, it remained optional with the ryots to hold the land and yet keep it practically 
waste and free from land tax as long as they liked. It was also necessary that the lands should be 
annually inspected and the cocoanut trees in bearing counted and reported. Though the assess- 
ment, if the land had been properly planted, would have amounted to Rupees 133-7-1 1, and ought 
many years ago to have reached this figure, the sum actually paid has been only Rupees 9-14-5. 
I have assessed the land at Rupees 4 an acre, and informed the ryots that this amount and no 
more will be regularly collected, and that the annual inspection of, and report on the number of 
fruit-bearing cocoanut trees they may have will be discontinued. The result of this measure is to 
fix an assessment on the whole land of Rupees 44-15-7, and to collect it at once in lieu of holdin-r 
over it a mythical Rupees 133-7-11, of which only Rupees 9-14-5 is really collected.

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The system of re^vards, as well as penalties approved in G. 0., 6th Deeember 1867, No. 2,296^ was 
enforced in some c^es to ensure early deliveries in next year, 

(3.) The increase of 800 Rupees in item No. 28 is the rent of a Cardamom farm in the 
Uppinangadi Talook leased to a certain ryot under Board's Proceedings, dated the 12th November 
I8t)6, No« 8,128.

The tax derived from the cultivation of 
coomery shows a considerable falling off during 
the year under report, as there is a decrease 
both in the extent of land subjected to this 
mode of cultivation and the assessment levied 
on it. The falling off is not however, I am 
inclined to think, any indication that the 
people have abstained from this objectionable 
cultivation ; but on the contrary it appears that 
the fear of a criminal prosecution for all excess, 
and unauthorized clearings above a certain per- 
centage, has deterred many from cultivating 
more than is legitimately allowed in each ryot's 
puttah.

The 
former always depend on the number of carts 
coming down from above the ghauts with coSee 
and other goods for exportation^ as they take a 
load of salt in return.

Rupees 14-16-7, is the 
assessment due on a certain Wurg in the Udipi Talook for Fusly 1277. The owner of the land 
having failed to make good the amount, and having no other property from which it could be 
recovered, orders have been issued for the attachment of the land under the provisions of Act ir. 
of 1864. The remaining sum of Rupees 18-5-5 is the quit-rent for Fusly 1277 due on the site 
of a bungalow situated within the Mangalore Cantonment and held under a Oovernment grant. 
The bungalow was burnt and has not been re-built. The owners of the land having failed to con- 
form to the condition of the grant, a civil suit has been filed against the parties to have it can- 
celled, and in the meantime the collection of the quit-rent has been suspended under the Board's 
orders, conveyed in their Proceedings, dated the 8th July 1868, No. 5,020.

It will be seen that the average percentage of the wastage has been much reduced during 
the year under report, being less than half of what it was in the preceding year. A reference to 
the accompanying Statement No. 1 1 will show that in only two cases as large a wastage as 10*12 
and 11*78 per cent, has occurred, but this was in a quantity of salt stored in Fusly 1275 under 
the old system of measurement and sold by weighment, and which had also deteriorated from. long* 
storage. The wastage in all other cases is too small to be attributed to any dishonesty or negli- 
gence on the part of the salt servants ; and I have, therefore, the honor to request that sanction 
may be given for writing off the accounts the total wastage of Indian Maunds 4,762. shown above.

The character of Mr. Hall's aid has been much depreciated by unnecessary sen- 
si tiveness about his own rights. To this I made no allusion in my last year's report, as I hoped 
it would wear off with youth. It is the more to be regretted as Mr. Hall is in other respects a 
well qualified officer. Mr. Weld is as yet necessarily inexperienced, though anxious to be useful. 
The Treasury Deputy Collector, Mr. J. F. Fernandez, continues invaluable. The Salt Deputy 
Collector, Mr. Ball, also merits the repetition of my last year's remarks. The Kassergode Tahsildar, 
Tombat Subba Row, still commands the respect of his talook. The Udipi Tahsildar, Nicholas

The rather long breaks of clear weather experienced during the south-west 
monsoon were not &vorabIe to an abundant harvest. There was very little rain in September and 
the dry crops suffered to some extent in consequence, while the sowing of the Magrom or second 
crop had to be postponed longer than usual. There was, however, a copious fall of rain in October 
and November, and the out-turn of the second crop was therefore good. 
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The total fall of rain daring the year under reyiew is less by 7'40 ipehes than that of the 
preceding year.

6. The prices of grain seem to have 
slightly risen during the year, owing most 
probably to the partial failure of the north-east 
monsoon in other districts, and to the higher 
prices procurable by the merchants in conse- 
quence. 

The Board will perceive in Statement No. 2 that in the Walluvanad and Emad Talooks 
second sort paddy is quoted at a higher price than first sort. This is attributable to the price of 
first sort paddy having been fixed during the early part of the year when that paddy was in the 
market.

The extent, as the Board are aware, is only shown approximately in the above statement. It 
shows an increase of 14,300 Acres over the total extent of land cultivated during Fosly 1277. 
This increase in the area of cultivation is owing to the early setting in of the monsoon which 
encouraged ryots to extend their dry cultivation. The total demand of the Land Bevenue of the 
year is Rupees 18,63,997* and exceeds that of the last year by Rupees 1,05,573. This is mainly 
attributable to Rupees 89,425 net sale proceeds of escheat lands for the official year, from April 
1869, having been included in the ' ' Miscellaneous items** under Circular of the Accountant General,

It irill be observed that the aggregate collections under the several heads of Revenue named 
above amounted to Rupees 36,39,654, and exceed those of the previous year by Rupees 2,26,726; 
The collections bear a percentage of 99 to the demand of the year. 



Ltfid Eevenne. 12. It wiU be Seen that the collections 

under Land Revenue show a net increase of 
Rupees 92,589. The increase under the head Permanently settled is due to the payment by Sultan 
Ali Rajah of Rupees 5,000 on account of arrears, in addition to the usual ^ist collected during the 
year. 

Under the head Miscellaneous the increase is due to the collections on account of the sales of 
escheats having been, as already stated, credited to Land Revenue in Fusly 1278; whereas in 
former years they were carried to deposits. 

The entries against the item ** Shrotriem Jody, etc.,'* are erroneous. I regret to report that 
the Board's instructions regarding the crediting of Quit-rent on sundry Inams to Land Revenue, 
Miscellaneous, have not been attended to. Orders, however, have been issued for the correct 
preparation of the accounts during the current year.

The salt was chiefly imported from Bombay; small quantities were brought from Qoa^

Of the atove Rupees 733-1-11 were remitted in Board's Proceedings, dated 17th June 1869, 
No. 4,345, and Rupees 267-1-4 were collected up to August last, leaving a balance yet uncol- 
lected of Rupees 8,657-5-4. Of this sum I request sanction to strike Rupees 2,064-7-4 off the 
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accounts fts irrecoverable, owing in some cases to the poverty of the rjots, and to some of them 
having left the district without informing us of their whereabouts, and in a few cases to over- 
assessment caused by mistakes in the accounts. 

Orders have been issued for the speedy realization of the remainder. Almost all the arrears 
vl Fasly 1272 and 1273 have been collected.

Charges. 22. The charges of the year amount to 

Rupees 5,43,012-5-9 against Rupees 5,76,471-8-0 
of Fusly 1277, showing a decrease of Rupees 33,459 and a proportion of 15 per cent, to the gross 
collections. The decrease is due chiefly to the smaller purchases of salt made during the year, as 
stated in paragraph 14 of this report, and to the slight reduction in the price paid during the 
year. Under Land Revenue the increase of Rupees 2,736 on account of salaries of Collectors, 
etc., and of Rupees 3,915 drawn as tentage, etc., by them, is due. to changes in the staff of 
officers. 

The increase in the Huzoor andTalook establishment of Rupees 2,365 is partially owing 
to the arrears of payof Amshom servants having been fully disbursed, and partly to the entertainment 
of the two additional hands in the permanent establishment of the Fonany Talook, entailing an expen- 
diture of 600 Rupees per annum — Firfe Government Order, 25th June 1868,No. 1,785, The decrease 
in the contingent charges.amounting to Rupees 6, 321, is owing to the cost of the escheat establish- 
ment not having been debited to this minor head

The decrease of 
Rupees 10,372 in the item of Salt contingencies is owing to the sum annually paid to the Travan- 
core and Cochin States, under the Interportal Convention on account of wastage of salt imported 
into those territories, having been by the direction of the Accountant General transferred from 
this head in this Fusly to ** Allowances and Assignments, etc.," as per his letter, dated 28th July 
1868, No. 2,295.

19. Out of the total demand of Rupees 6,26,583-0-4 of the Fusly Rupees 6,21,074-0-1 have 
been collected within the Fusly, leaving a balance of 5,509-0-3. Of the balance Rs. 5,000-0-11 is 
due by Sultan Ali Rajah of Cannanore, to whom an extension of time for the payment up to the Ist 
August was granted by you — See your letter. No. 1,427, dated 24th June 1869. The remaining, 
Rupees 508-15-4, is due by Franjee Ruttonjee, Contractor of Agalapoya and other ferries in 
Kurumbranad, for Fusly 1277 — Vide Proceedings of the Board, No. 3,781, dated 20th May 1868. 
There is some hope of this amount being at last realised. 
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20. The Talook and Amshom accouats were examined and foand correct. 

21. Except the Tahsildar of Kotteyom, Karunagara Menon, who acquired 19 Acres, 1 Anna, 
and 13 Amshoms of land in Ernad Talook on Jenm right for Rupees 7,500, and Eanegath 
Ramen Menon, Head Ooomastah of Kurumbranad Talook, who acquired 4 Acres and 1^ Amshom 
of land in WaHuvanad Talook for 1, 125 Rupees, 11 Annas, and 5 Pies,* no Revenue 0£Scers in the 
Sub-division have acquired any landed property during the year under report. 

22. The conduct of the Revenue subordinate Officers during the year has been, on the whole, 
satisfactory. Karunagara Menon, Tahsildar of Kotteyom, displayed more zeal than he did lask 
year, but he still trusts too much to his subordinates and does not look sufficiently after matters 
himself. 

23. I resided in my Division during 273 days out of the 365 days in the year.

APPENDIX A. 



I HAVE the honor to report on certain points connected with the Settlement of Ernad Talook 
for Fusly 1278, which I conducted under instructions from your predecessor — Fide letter. No. 164, 
dated 14th January 1869. 

2. My Sheristadar commenced reviewing the accounts from 9th March, and I commenced tbm 
distribution of puttahs on the 15th and the Jummahbundy was completed on 8th April. 

3. Puttahs were distributed at the following places: — 

1. Tricolom. 3. Manjary. 6. Arikode. 

2. EottakeL 4. Vandoor. 6. Kundotty. 

4. The Talook and Amshom accounts were examined. In the Stamp account of the Talook 
there was an item showing that a stamp paper for Rupees 35 was in the Talook Treasury. A. B. 
Muchilka had been executed on it and sent to Huzoor on the 3lst October 1865, as shown by the 
record. An order is required for striking off this item from the Talook accounts. In the Trea- 
sury account a sum of Rupees 108-12-11 was entered as a deposit in the Talook Treasury on the 
Ist April 1869. Of this sum Rupees 50 was the balance amount of salaries to be distributed to 
Talook servants, and Rupees 57-4-1 1 was part of certain compensation to be paid for lands takea 
for roads. The non-payment of the latter amount (Rupees 57-4- 1 1) was owing to disputes between 
parties entitled to the compensaiion. This sum has been lying in the Treasury for four years. 
The remaining Rupee 1-8-0 is the produce of the sale of cholera medicines. This has been lying 
in deposit for more than three years. The above two items should be credited to the Treasury. 
These were the only points calling for remarks with regard to the accounts.
